The Commissioners have the honor herewith to submit a report covering the 
work undertaken and accomplished from the 1st January, 1907, to 1st January, 
1908, within the Port of Montreal, which they trust will meet with your approval. 

concrete floors. 

To prepare as far as might be possible for the season of navigation of 1907 was 
first undertaken. It was therefore necessary to at once lay the concrete floors of the 
then uncompleted sheds, five in number. This work was undertaken by arrange- 
ment with the Contractors, Messrs. Peter Lyall & Sons, and five complete floors were 
laid and delivered to the Commissioners on May 1st, 1907, ready for use by Steam- 
ship Companies, a matter of considerable satisfaction to them, as had those floors 
not been laid during the winter time business interests would have suffered as the 
sheds would not have been available at the opening of navigation, and the laying 
of the concrete floors would have compelled the Shipping Companies to vacate 
their valuable berths for at least five weeks each. The work of laying these floors 
was difficult. Each shed had to be closed in so as to ensure satisfactory results; 
and the work was carried out at an additional cost of $5,000,00 per shed. This 
however, enabled the Commissioners to negotiate leases with the Steamship 
Companies for the spaces and $14,600.00 was received in rentals for the season of 
1907.

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RETIREMENT OF MR. JOHN KENNEDY. 

The resignation of Mr. John Kennedy, Chief Engineer, owing to failing eyesight 
was placed in the hands of the Commissioners shortly after the appointment of the 
present Board, and his very valuable services to the Port and to the country were 
recognized in fitting terms to him, and so that his valuable knowledge and services 
might be available in the future, the Commissioners appointed him Consulting 
Engineer at a salary of 

$5,500.00 for the first year. 

$5,500,00 for the second year. 

$4,500.00 for the third year. 

$4,000.00 for the fourth and succeeding years. 

During the year his services have been called upon from time to time and have 
been found of great value to the Board. Through a successful operation upon his 
eyes within the last few weeks it is hoped that his services may prove of still greater 
assistance in the future. 

APPOINTMENT OP MR. F. W. COWIE. 

To replace Mr. John Kennedy, by arrangement with the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries, Mr. F. W. Cowie, Superintending Engineer, St. Lawrence 
Ship Channel, was permitted to act as Chief Engineer. 

The report of his Department, which is attached hereto, is itself the best tribute 
to the energy, organization and work of the season. The Board desire to bear 
witness to the conscientious and thorough manner in which Mr. Cowie's work as 
Chief Engineer, during the past season, has been performed. 

CLAIM OF PETER LYALL & SONS. 

On the 9th January the Board received from Messrs, Peter Lyall & Sons a claim 
for extras amounting to $725,000.00 due to the delays, changes and increased cost 
of labor and material up to January 1st, 1907. No arrangement with the Con- 
tractors could be made for a continuance of the general work under contract until 
this claim was dealt with. It was an imperative duty devolving upon the new 
Board, therefore, to settle this claim in some way before starting out on the com- 
pletion of the contract for the new sheds with Messrs. Peter Lyall & Sons. To that 
end a commission of three experts was appointed to study the whole situation. 
The Commission consisted of Messrs. Henry Holgate, Consulting Civil Engineer; 
L. A. Audette, Advocate, Registrar of the Exchequer Court of Canada; F. W. 
Cowie, Chief Engineer. These gentlemen met, deliberated and made a complete 
report recommending the payment of $335,000.00 in full settlement of the claim and 
the Commissioners, after giving the matter full consideration, agreed to carry out 
the recommendation made and paid balance of $100,000.00 to be retained until 
the final comp.etion of the contract. 

REMODELLING OF OFFICE BUILDING. 

On occupying the office building, the Commissioners made a thorough exa- 
mination which resulted in the imperative necessity of putting in new drains, new 
f dumbing, new heating apparatus, painting papering, and cleaning the building 
rom top to bottom, and its equipment with suitable office furniture in keeping with 
the requirements of a modern business office. 
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REORGANIZATION. 

The reorganization of the different departments was then taken up and the 
strength of the permanent staff adjusted to the needs of a business office. 

APPRAISAL OF ASSETS. 

T 

The appraisal of all plant and properties belonging to the Commissioners was 
entrusted to the Canadian Appraisal Company so that from the start an accurate in- 
dependent valuation might be set upon the assests, liquid and fixed, within the 
control of the Board. 

DEPARTMENTAL REPORTS. 

A system of weekly reports was worked out so that from week to week, accurate 
and detailed information might be placed before the Commissioners form each 
Department. These reports are comparative and give weekly detailed history of 
each part of the, organization. 

PURCHASING DEPARTMENT. 

A Purchasing Department was organized and a system of checking the receipt 
of articles purchased is now in working order and has proved satisfactory. 

TRAFFIC DEPARTMENT 

A traffic Department was organized with a view of taking charge of the railway 
traffic on the wharves and controlling and systematizing the vehicular traffic 
in the hope of minimizing the congested state of the wharves. Under the old sys- 
tem the railways were enjoying joint privileges of use of tracks at a stated rental 
per annum. This brought into conflict as many different interests as there were 
railways using the wharf, in consequence of which the merchants and trade of the 
port suffered. 

Under the leases in force was provided in addition to the annual rental, that the 
railways should pay propotionately for the upkeep of the tracks on certain con- 
ditions. The Commissioners found that this provision had not been enforced, in 
consequence of which, the tracks on the wharf were found to be in a dilapidated and 
neglected state. Steps were therefore taken to reclaim from the railways the money 
necessary to carry out the provision of the leases then in force, and agreements were 
entered into by which the Railway Companies were to pay the amount necessary 
to put the tracks in good condition. 

By arrangement with the different railways, a working agreement was drawn up 
whereby the necessary motive power was rented at a stated sum per day to the 
Commissioners. 

The appointment of a practical Superintendent of Railway terminals was 
accomplished by the engagement of Mr. J. Vaughan, who held a similar position for 
the Canadian Pacific Railway for the past 20 years. 

Under his direction the Traffic Department has been organized. 

The Commissioners have pleasure in adding that during the entire season just 
closed, M. Vaughan and his staff have carried out their duties without a hitch, with 
satisfaction to the railways, merchants and all concerned. The new organization 
has resulted in greater efficiency, less cost of handling to the Railway Companies 
and the merchants, and a very much greater handling power added to the existing 
trackage. This Department received and dispached 70,000 cars of which 20,000 
were loaded and unloaded direct into the sheds or ships. 
23-1 i 
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It is worthy of notice that in the re-adjustment of railway tracks on the wharves, 
they have been so placed that each pier will now have alongside of each shed two 
railway tracks on the inner side, and where practicable one track between the shed 
and the ship. In this way during the season it has been possible to load and un- 
load 20,000 cars of freight directly in this manner, and at an average of 20 tons per 
car. This means 400,000 tons upon which the saving in handling is estimated to be 
not less than 50 per cent, or $80,000.00. 

The success of the Traffic Department during the season of 1907 has warranted 
the purchase by the Commissioners of three locomotives, this ensuring the per- 
manent working of the Department.

Each interest gave the Commissioners valuable information with reference to 
their particular needs. This has been one of the important elements in the year's 
successful work, and the Commissioners desire to place on record their appreciation 
of the co-operation of all Interests towards the betterment of conditions in the Port . 

LIFE SAVING. 

Means were taken early in the season to provide additional protection to life 
in the dangerous places of the Harbour, with a view of minimizing drowning acci- 
dents which during the year 1906 numbered 46. 

A course of instruction in first aid to the injured was arranged for through 
Dr. W. H. P. Hill, who delivered a complete course of instruction in this matter to 
a class of 172 policemen. 

It is a pleasure to record that during the past season of navigation not a single 
fatal drowining accident occurred from the wharves in the Harbour. 

FIRE PROTECTION. 

For the better protection of the immense cargoes inward and outward, while 
in the sheds and in transit over the wharves, the tug boat "St. Peter" was equipped 
and manned exclusively as a fire tug. She has been in active service day and 
night throughout the season. While no disastrous conflagrations have taken place 
this boat has been of material assistance in putting out fires in the coal stored by 
one of the lessees of coal space on the Bickerdike Pier, and on the 6th of November 
was made use of in putting out the fire at Dominion Park. The only water avail- 
able at this fire was from the tug "St. Peter." 

So as to have some simple means at hand at once the Commissioners thought 
it advisable during the year to place at convenient points on the wharf three hand 
hose reels carrying 500 feet of hose, available at a moment's notice. This will 
have for immediate result the reduction in the rate of fire insurance both on mer- 
chandise in the sheds and on the property belonging to the Commissioners.

Fire alarm boxes have been placed conveniently on all the piers and at con- 
venient points along the river front. 

SCAVENGING DEPARTMENT. 

Scavenging and wharf cleaning Department has been in operation during the 
year, and notwithstanding the large constructional works under way, it has been a 
pleasure to the Commissioners to hear from time to time that their efforts towards 
keeping the wharves reasonably clean have been appreciated by the public gene- 
rally. 

SAW MILL. 

The preparing of lumber required in the general upkeeping and construction 
of the wharves was made the subject of deliberations which led to the purchase of a 
Saw Mill. Machinery was purchased and erected at a convenient place in the 
Harbour and has been working practically all summer with the result that the 
Commission has been able to carry on the work formerly paid for to outdoor con- 
cerns, and at a considerable saving. 

NEW EQUIPMENT. 

A seventy-five ton floating crane is under order with the firm of Vickers, Son 
& Maxim, Limited to be delivered during the season of 1908. The designs for this 
crane are along the most modern lines adopted by the best European ports. It 
will be the most efficient of its kind on this continent. 

PERMANENT STEEL SHEDS. 

The Contractors have completed a record year's work. It will, however, take 
some time to complete all of the 14 sheds now under contract. 

It is a matter of considerable difficulty to carry on such large constructional 
works, and at the same time afford ample facilities for the handling of the Port's 
business. The different interests doing business in the port have recognized these 
difficulties and have in every way co-operated with the Commissioners in order that 
no undue delay might occur in the completion of this work. 

At the beginning of the present year, none of the permanent sheds was in con- 
dition to be used, but owing to the winter's work the lower floors of the five sheds 
were completed at the opening of navigation and used by the Shipping Companies, 
and the lower floors of two others were completed during the season and also used. 
At the close of navigation the foundations for the remaining seven sheds were com- 
pleted. 

The Commissioners hope that by the opening of navigation 1908, three more 
sheds will be so far advanced as to be used, and that by the opening of navigation 
1909, all of the fourteen sheds will be about completed. 

When all of the sheds are completed, the storage capacity of the central har- 
bour will be increased, owing to the adoption of the two-storey plan, by nearly 
760,000 sq. ft. 

The fourteen two-storey, permanent steel sheds for the high level piers and 
wharves, take the place of the temporary single-storey wooden sheds owned by the 
Shipping Companies, which before the wharves were raised, had to be put up each 
spring and taken down in the fall, carted from the wharves, and stored for the winter. 
(The wooden sheds hardly provided half the storage which will be available in 
the new sheds.) This operation was carried on each year by the Shipping Com- 
panies at their own expense, the cost of which has been variously stated by them to 
befrom $3,000.00 to $8,000.00 per shed per annum. The Shipping Companies will 
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save all this expense and loss of time and annoyance by the use of the steel sheds, 
which will afford more than double the accomodation existing formerly, and being 
permanent can be used all the year round, in summer by the Shipping Companies 
and in winter by the railways, and merchants. Both the Canadian Pacific and 
Grand Trunk Railways are now using some of the sheds as terminals for the hand- 
ling of freight. 

It is furthermore a pleasure to report that the merchants and shipping people 
generally have taken advantage of the Commissioner's offer to give free storage 
in the upper storeys of the sheds until the 31st December, 1907, of import freight 
which was delivered in the second storey by the ship's tackle, without any further 
equipment. 

DEVELOPMENT PROBLEMS. 

With a view of studying the problems connected with the further development 
of this port, the commissioners deemed it a wise policy to employ the services of a 
distinguished engineer whose specialty has been the study and development 
of ports throughout the world. Mr. R. C. H. Davison, of London, England, 
was engaged for this purpose. This gentleman came to Canada with 
the highest recommendations, and spent some time during the past summer in 
studying the actual conditions prevailing. 

On the 15th August, Mr. R. C. H. Davison, Mr. John Kennedy, consulting 
engineer, and Mr. F. W. Cowie, chief engineer, presented an interim report, 
concurred in by the three, upon the means of access to the upper storeys of the 
sheds. This report describes in detail, five different feasible methods of making 
available the upper storeys, states the cost of installation and the cost of handling 
per ton under each system. 

The different systems will have serious study. The Commissioners hope with 
this information to be able to further increase the efficiency of the Port. 

There is under study at the moment by Mr. R. C. H. Davison. Mr. John Ken- 
nedy and Mr. F. W. Cowie, a scheme of port development over an extended period 
to be worked out year by year so that on completion, a harmonious whole will be 
the result. The report on this intended scheme and the plans connected there- 
with have required the preparation by the Harbour staff of a very careful engineering 
data, all of which has taken a great deal of study and pains to prepare. It is 
hoped, that the final report will be a valuable basis for the consideration of future 
development. 

DEVELOPMENT OF EASTERN HARBOUR. 

To take care of the great development of Canadian trade, vastly greater har- 
bour facilities must be provided. 

It should not be forgotten that through the creation of a Terminal Department 
under the harbour commission, all the railway traffic on the harbour tracks is con- 
trolled and regulated by one authority, which will give railway facilities over all 
roads to every manufacturing interest settling in the east end in addition to deep 
water communication. These two facts alone ought to cause a tremendous growth 
of industries in the next five years. To meet this, serious studies have been made 
with reference to the early development of the eastern harbour which must be 
prepared to take care of the increased business of the country now in sight. 

ACCOMMODATION OF RIVER CRAFT. 

Increased and better accommodation must be provided for the different river 
craft and ferry service whose business is rapidly increasing, and for our local brick 
and lumber dealers doing a large business between this port and the towns and 
villages along the river.

DRY DOCK, PmE TUG, ETC. 

With the great anticipated increase in trade of all kinds to be handled, the 
manifest increase in the number of ocean and river boats coming to the port, the 
Commissioners recommend two most urgent needs, as a matter of insurance against 
accident and fire. 

1. The building of a dry dock. 

2. The purchase of a modern fire tug. 

It is not right to ask nearly 5£ millions of tons shipping to use our national port 
and not have the means to repair and refit ships. 

While as yet no great conflagration has visited our Harbour, it will be unwise 
to wait until after it has happened to provide the means for its prevention. As one- 
third of the country's trade passes in and out, the matter of insuring its safety is 
most important. 

REDUCTION OF INSURANCE RATES. 

Since 1900, the insurance rates on merchandise and grain via the St. Lawrence 
route have been reduced about fifty per cent. 

NIGHT NAVIGATION. 

During the past season, the St. Lawrence Ship Channel has been so successfully 
buoyed and lighted that ocean liners have come up to Montreal at will during the 
night. 

This will prove of great advantage to the port, and make the St. Lawrence 
route more popular than ever for both passenger and freight business. 

HARBOUR ELEVATOR. 

The Harbour Commissioners' elevator has not been used to anything like its 
capacity during the present season, although the grain trade has had one of its most 
prosperous years. This is explainable by the fact that the Grand Trunk elevator 
with its feeding system of railway takes care of practically all the grain brought 
by rail to the port. The Montreal Grain Elevating Co., with its seventeen floating 
grain elevators, and its intimate freight relations with the Montreal Transportation 
Co., takes care of the bulk of the water borne grain. The Canadian Pacific Railway 
has not, during the present season, been bringing grain in any quantity to the Port 
of Montreal. The Commissioners having no barges to lighter grain out, and no con- 
veyer system to deliver grain to steamships, are some of the reasons why their 
elevator has not done more business, but they, however, are in hopes that with the 
completion of the conveyor system now under construction, which will obviate the 
necessity of ships moving around the harbour to receive their cargo, considerable 
grain will be attracted to the Harbour Commissioners' elevator.

CONGESTION ON THE WHARVES. . 

At the opening of navigation it was found that the additional charges for goods 
remaining on the wharves beyond the time limit allowed by by-law, were in some 
cases so low that it was cheaper to pay the additional charges than storage, and the 
goods were allowed to remain upon the wharves. This annoying condition was re- 
moved by the imposition of higher charges which were levied in every case, and 
which had the effect of goods being promptly removed, thus affording more space 
for the handling of cargoes. 

In terminating this report, the Commissioners desire to express their apprecia- 
tion of the many courtesies extended to them by the Honourable the Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries, for the freedom allowed them in the exercise of their func- 
tions, and for the ready consent given to all applications made for approval of work 
considered necessary for the development of the Harbour. 
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To all the different interests doing business in the Port of Montreal, to the 
Merchants, Corporations, Shippers and, as well as to the different working staffs, 
the thanks of the Commissioners are due for making possible a successful year's 
work.

REPORT OF SECRETARY-TREASURER OF THE HARBOUR COMMIS- 
SIONERS OF MONTREAL FOR THE YEAR ENDED 31st DECEMBER, 

1907.

Sir — 

I have the honour, by direction of the Harbour Commissioners of Montreal, to 
forward herewith for the information of the Honourable the Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries, Summarized Statement of the Operations of the Corporation for the 
year ended 31st December, 1907, which covers the first year of administration under 
the present Commissioners. 

The harbour revenue was $404,274.56, an increase of $23,088.24 over that of 
the previous year. The increases were — wharfages on imports, $15,116.44; local 
wharfages, $6,107.47; rentals, etc., $2,570.03; in all, $23,793.94, while the wharfages 
on exports decreased $705.70, leaving the net increase as above. 

The revenue from the grain elevator was $7,970.63, an increase over that of 
the previous year of $1 ,084.87. 

The lower floors of five of the permanent wharf sheds were rented for $14,600.00 

A Traffic Department was organized in May last, and there was received for 
switching cars on the wharves, $71,815.93. 

The revenue from all sources, as enumerated above, was $498,661.12, and the 
disbursements on that account were $497,837.86. 

The interest on loans was $336,277.86, of which $259,167.24 was for harbour 
improvements; $55,401.20 on account of the New steel sheds; and $21,907.42 for 
the grain elevator. 

The amount disbursed on capital Account was $1,745,709.91, of which $40,273,- 
60 was on account of the grain elevator conveyor system; $48,098.43 for harbour 
railway tracks; $1,277,476.16 on account of the New Steel Sheds; and the balance 
of $379,861.72, on account of harbour improvements. 

The following loans were received from the Government: — $25,000.00 under 
the Act 1, Edward VII, Chap. 9; $1,010,000.00 under the Act 3, Edward VII, Chap. 
36,; $500,000.00 under the Act 6-7, Edward VII, Chap. 30, making a total of $1,- 
535,000.00. 

The bonded debt at 31st December, 1907, was $10,347,000.00, of which $1,- 
972,000.00 is due to the public, and $8,375,000.00 due to the Government, and upon 
which the average rate of interest is 3.35 per cent.

I beg to submit for the information of the Harbour Commissioners of Montreal, 
the following as my Annual Report for the year ended 15th December, 1907. 

Appended thereto will be found six comparative statements, showing res- 
pectively for the past ten years: — 

(1) The number, tonnage and classification of sea-going vessels that arrived 
in port. 

(2) Those that arrived from the maritime Provinces. 

(3) Number and tonnage of inland vessels. 

(4) The dates of the opening and closing of navigation etc. 

(5) The number and tonnage belonging to the- differt nationalities. 

(6) The number and tonnage of sea-going and inland vessels. 

From these statements it will be seen that 742 sea-going vessels arrived in port 
during the past season, with a tonnage of 1,925,986 tons, a decrease of 78 vessels,and 
a decrease of 47,237 tons from the previous year. 

Of these vessels 721 were built of iron and steel with a tonnage of 1,923,658 
tons, and 21 were built of wood with a tonnage of 2,328 tons. 

Of inland vessels there arrived 14,420 with a tonnage of 3,620,950 tons, an 
increase of 1 ,863 vessels, and of tonnage 524,784 tons, making a grand total of 
vessels of all classes of 15,161 and a tonnage of 5,546,936 tons, an increase of 1,784 
vessels of all classes, and 478,539 tons over the previous year. 

As will be seen from the foregoing figures there has been a decrease of 78 
sea-going vessels and a decrease of 47,237 tons, and an increase of 1,863 inland 
vessels and 524,784 tons, making a total increase of 1,784 vessels of all classes and 
478,539 tons over the previous year. 

The S.S. "Dunelm," with a cargo of pig-iron, arrived in port on the 13th day 
of December and will winter here.

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REPORT ON THE WORKS FOR THE IMPROVEMENT AND MAINTEN- 
ANCE OF THE HARBOUR OF MONTREAL FOR THE YEAR 1907.

Sir — 

I have the honour by direction, to present the following Annual Report on the 
Operations for the Improvement and Maintenance of Montreal Harbour during the 
year ended 31st December, 1907. 

THE STEEL FREIGHT SHEDS. 

In January, 1907, under the new Board of Harbour Commissioners, it was de- 
cided to lay in winter the concrete flooring of the lower storeys of Sheds Nos. 2, 4, 7, 
8 and 9; which work was authorized by Order-in-Council of February 8th, 1907. 
This action permitted of the floors of the five sheds being ready for the opening of 
navigation, so that the use of the sheds was not interfered with during the busy 
season. 

On the re-organization of the Engineering Staff on February 1st, 1907, and in 
view of the difficulties in connection with two engineers, an Order-in-Council was 

Sissed on February 4th, 1907, and agreed to by the Contractors, constituting 
r. F. W. Cowie, the Chief Engineer of the Commissioners, the "Engineer" re- 
ferred to in the contract. 

The Contractors by special agreement with the Commissioners started work 
on February 11th, 1907, on Shed No. 2; and Sheds Nos. 2, 4, 8, and 9 had all their 
concrete flooring laid before the first of May, 1907. 

The plans of the shore conveyor galleries and towers, which had been under 
discussion for some time, were finally decided upon and approved by Order-in- 
Council dated October 23rd, 1906, and a pound price contract was signed by the 
Commissioners on February 8th, 1907. The work of erecting the structural steel 
of these shore conveyor galleries and towers was started September 5th, 1907, and 
has been pursued actively since that date. 

In the fourteen sheds under contract the changes for the first group of seven 
had been decided upon, and alteration contracts made. 

Early in the year, the question of the immediate commencement of the second 
group of seven sheds was taken up. 

The plans were modified to meet the requirements resulting from experience in 
the use of the seven sheds already constructed. 

The alterations already embraced in the contracts for the first seven sheds 
were specified. 

The floors were designed to meet the views of the Shipping Companies. 

Concrete permanent piles were substituted for wooden ones. 

Provision was made to allow of putting tracks in front of the sheds. 

Covered wooden sliding doors were to be replaced by steel doors.

All the required alterations were specified and the Contractors undertook the 
work at an additional cost of $232,984.93 or $33,000,00 per shed, as compared with 
$31,000,00 per shed for the first seven, but with permanent foundations and steel 
doors, added. 

The Contract for the alterations was approved by Order-in-Council of May 8th, 
1907, and signed on the 11th. 

The work commenced immediately and has progressed according to the pro- 
gramme, throughout the season, without the claim of a single dollar of extras being 
submitted. 

The Shipping Companies were obliged to move from one berth to another, and 
they deserve to be complimented on the fact that they cheerfully contributed, in 
this way to the successful progress of the work. 

During the winter months 5 1-2 sq. acres of new concrete flooring was laid, and 
during the year a total 18 1-2 sq. acres. 

The amount of reinforced concrete roofs laid during the season was 2 1-2 acres. 

About 1,600 tons of steel was erected, 3,500 additional tons was manufactured, 
with 1,000 tons of raw steel now on hand to be manufactured and erected in 1908. 

For the second group of seven sheds, 3,786 Raymond concrete piles were driven, 
averaging about 17 feet long. The wooden piles, 8 to 12 inches in diameter at the 
large end, were designed to carry a load of from 22 1-2 to 25 tons per pile. The 
concrete piles, 19 inches in diameter at the top end, were designed to carry from 
30 to 50 tons. 

The cost of these concrete permanent piles including excavation, etc., was 
about $17,00 each, or $1.00 per lineal foot. 

The total amount of concrete in foundations and walls constructed in five 
months, was 6,500 cubic yards. 

The estimates paid to the contractor for the year, or the monthly averages, 
amounted to at least double of any of the records for previous periods since the 
commencement of the work, which shows the amount oi progress made. 

The erection work of the steel sheds was, at the end of 1907, sixty per cent. 
completed, and including steel delivered and partially manufactured, the contract 
is now eighty per cent, advanced, and if expected progress is made, the whole four- 
teen sheds will be ready for use on the opening of the season of navigation of 1909, 

SHED EQUIPMENT. 

The new steel freight sheds are advancing rapidly to completion. 

This will give fourteen warehouses each capable of handling an inward and out- 
ward cargo of 10,000 tons each way per week. 

This cannot be done on one floor, as was experienced in 1907. 

The second storey is constructed and only requires handling equipment to 
make it capable of taking care of at least 2,000 tons per week each way, per berth. 

The question of modern freight handling devices, whether inclined roadways, 
elevators capable of taking a team and a five ton load, or cranes or electric transport- 
ers, is receiving earnest study with satisfactory progress up to the present. 

GRAIN ELEVATORS. 

The Commissioners own and operate a modern Grain Elevator. Sinoe the 
construction of the Grand Trunk Elevator, which has carriers to place the grain 
directly into the steamships, the Commissioners , Elevator has had very little busi- 
ness. 
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CONVEYOE EQUIPMENT. 

The system of carriers now under construction in connection with ten of the 
new permanent freight sheds, which system is pronounced the most complete in 
the world, will in the near future be ready for use. On the opening of navigation 
in 1908, it is expected that grain may be conveyed directly to three steamships at 
their usual berths, and all equipment to be completed early in 1909. This will 
enable grain to be delivered to any four at a time of ten different steamships at their 
berths, without moving. 

It is expected that in view of this unexcelled system of delivery, and of the 
quantities of grain which will come to Montreal, when the new harbours and railway 
connections to Midland and Victoria Harbour are completed, that the Elevator 
will have to be at least doubled by the addition of a new wing. 

FLOATING CRANE. 

Frequent representations have been made to the Commissioners by Shipping 
Companies and merchants, that several important lines of freight, such as heavy 
steel, machinery, boilers, etc., have to be refused by vessels coming to Montreal, 
because they cannot be unloaded or handled in the Harbour. 

This is not only a disadvantage to the port, but to industries in the district 
requiring special heavy packages. 

The Harbour Commissioners have had under consideration offers from respon- 
sible firms in the United Kingdom and the United States, who have already con- 
structed successful cranes. It is expected that in 1908, the port will be equipped 
with a steel hull, 360 deg. floating crane, of the type most in Liverpool, capable of 
lifting 75 tons out of the largest vessel afloat. 

DRY dock. 

A Dry Dock is also one of the urgent requirements of the Port. There is no 
other harbour in the world having anything like the commerce of Montreal which 
is not equipped with one or more dry docks. 

Nearly every ship meeting with an accident, whether inward or outward, and 
when capable of being floated, comes to Montreal to unload. Even from the Straits 
of Belle Isle, as instanced in 1907, vessels come to Montreal to unload, or to trans- 
ship to other vessels bound to the United Kigdom. 

Vessels having to be towed can always be safely brought at least to the foot 
of St. Mary's current, without trouble. 

The project of a dry dock is not a new one. The site must be chosen with great 
care, in view of the future of the harbour and of the possible ship-building and re- 
pair industries. 

A plan has been made of a modern Dry Dock, 650 feet long with a temporary 
head, so as to be capable of extension to make either a double dock, or a single one 
1,000 feet long. The question of the suitability of a Floating Dock is also receiving 
consideration. 

MARINE SIGNAL SERVICE. 

The Government of Canada, through the Minister of Marine and Fisheries, 
established a signal service system, between Montreal and Crane Island, during the 
season of 1907. 

There are twelve stations, all connecting directly with the central station in 
the Harbour Commissioners' office, Montreal. 

Information, often of very great importance, and signals may now be communi- 
cated for the information of Shipping Companies or the captains of the different 
vessels on the route. 
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Frequently, by prompt action, serious results from accidents may be avoided 
or signals given which will prevent mishaps. 

The value of this service, which was commenced September 1st, 1907, is sue! 
that expressions of satisfaction are received every day during the navigation season 
when orders may be given, information as to the whereabouts of vessels obtained 
and signals to passing vessels recorded. 

WHARF ACCOMMODATION. 

The extent of the wharves at the end of 1907 is as follows: —

EXTENSION OF HARBOUR BOUNDARIES. 

The extension of the Harbour Boundaries is a matter of very great importance 
The City of Montreal will, it is expected, in the near future, include the whole Island 
The harbour should be enlarged at once, so as to preserve the valuable heritage 
of complete ownership of the whole water front, which alone makes Montrea 
Harbour advantageous to a degree, and unique. 



NECESSARY ENLARGEMENT. 

A plan of Harbour Enlargement to meet the trade conditions and requirec 
terminal facilities is now urgently necessary. 

The present business cannot be very greatly increased until the necessarj 
facilities are provided, and in view of the business which will come when the rail- 
ways and ports under construction between Montreal and the Georgian Bay are ii 
"5 operation, the expected traffic will require very extensive harbour enlargements. 

tj The Harbour may be divided into three divisions. 



I. South of the Lachine Canal. 

1 This is capable of very great enlargement, but it is difficult of access over the 

•* Canal, and has only railway connection with the Grand Trunk system. 

II. The Central Harbour. 

The three main piers will soon require to be lengthened, to make berths for two 
modern ships each. 

Victoria Pier may be re-built to give five or even seven good berths, if the river 
vessels can be accommodated elsewhere. It is under consideration to insert be- 
tween Jacques Cartier Pier and the King Edward Pier a narrow pier for river vessels 
so as to enable the re-construction of the Victoria Pier to be undertaken. This 
enlargement would probably necessitate the lengthening of the Mackay Pier (Guard 
Pier.) 

Something must be done down the long stretch known as St. Mary's Current. 
The wharves require rebuilding in any case, and this length must, in the near 
future, be widened and built to high level, so as to give communication at all sea- 
sons, from one end of the harbour to the other. 
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III. The Lower Division. 

This is the part of the Harbour capable of any required extension. From the 
new Tarte Pier down to Longue Pointe the water front is controlled by the Commis- 
* ""Sonera, and as required, standard works may be undertaken on lines already ap- 
proved. 

The only objection to this Division is the distance from the City and the railway 
terminals. 

A comprehensive design is now required before new projects are undertaken, 
and a study is being made in view of the necessary considerable enlargement to the 
harbour in the very near future. 

GENERAL NOTES. 

The breaking up of the ice and the opening of navigation is 1907 occurred 
somewhat later than usual. 

Changes began to appear in the ice about March 25th, when a small cut was 
observed on the east side of Moffatt's Island. The water was then about 12 feet 
above ordinary summer level. Throughout the winter there had been a long 
* * air hole" of considerable width which extended from Victoria Bridge to Hoche- 
laga. 

Little change took place in the ice field until April 16th and 17th, when the ice 
cracked at Victoria Bridge and moved down somewhat on the west side, but again 
filled in up to the bridge. On the 18th there still remained ice on the east side of 
Laprairie Bay, but the main channel was open up to the rapids. From this date 
the ice cleared rapidly but quietly, and with much less shoving than usual. 

The tug ' ' Alphonse Racine" was out in the river beyond Mackay Pier, opening 
nr-vigation for 1907, on the morning of April 22nd. 

The widening of the 30 ft. channel at the entrance to the central division of 
the Harbour has been a matter of difficulty. 

The strong current across the course of the vessels made the position of a spoon 
dredge, not arranged for breasting out of the way, somewhat dangerous. In fact, 
a spoon dredge was sunk at that work in 1906. 

The Department of the Marine and Fisheries placed at the disposal of the Com- 
missioners an Elevator Ship Channel Dredge, especially adapted to this work, which 
made excellent progress from July 25th to November 26th, 1907. 

Owing to the change in the alignment of the new Harbour Channel, as deepened 
to 30 feet, and the fact of the shore marks being frequently obscured by smoke, the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries, at the request of the Commissioners, placed 
two red Gas Buoys on the north side of the dredged channel, which have sinqe been 
of great benefit to navigation. 

During the season of 1907, a number of distinguished engineers, and others 
interested in navigation and commerce, visited the harbour and were shown over 
the various works. 

A party of English Engineers and Shipbuilders made a close study of the St. 
Lawrence with a view to commercial enterprises. 

m The Canadian Section of the Deep Waterways Commission held a meeting at 
Montreal, when the Harbour Commissioners were invited to discuss and give their 
views on questions of importance in connection with the navigation of the St. 
Lawrence. 

The President of the Harbour Commissioners, accompanied by the Chief En- 
gineer, made a short inspection of the harbours, terminals and equipment of the port 
of Boston and New York. By the courtesy of the authorities, every facility was 
given for a complete examination of all improvements and harbour facilities in 
those important harbours. 
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The ttb-ifn of 1907 has been remarkably successful from the point of view of 
work 'lone, ana by reason of freedom from accidents to both shipping and the Har- 
bour Corrirrii-wionern" property. 

Two accident* occurred in Lock Xo. l f Lachine Canal. The first was on July 
2nd. about S p. m.. when the collision of the reamer 4, Prescott" with the upper ate 
rev;hed in the linking of the steam barge "Havana" in the harbour near BicW 
dike Pier. Th" ' ' Pre-jcou" herself was kept afloat by the Harbour Commissioners' 
tJK-.. The "Havana" was soon after successfully floated, and comparatively 
littie damage resulted from the accident. 

The second occurre 1 <m Nov. 12*h. about 7 p. m., when steamer "Xeepewah" 
carried away the gates of the lock, and the barge "Regina." loaded with about 
2S.000 bushels of wheat, was swept down and sank almost under the bow of the 
Allan .S..S. •'Cor.sicaii/' which was due to sail, with a large and valuable cargo, in 
three days. 

Authority was obtained from the Department of Marine and Fisheries tore- 
move the barge, which was done by the Harbour dredges in about twenty-four 
hours, .-.o that the "Corsican" left only three hours late. 

The steamer '* Imperial 1 ' sank the brick barge "Germaine" at her berth on 
the afternoon of August 23rd. The fl Imperial" was very little 'damaged, and 
after >orne of the bricks had been removed from the ' ' Germaine," the hull floated 
away by itself and was finally recovered. 

A very heavy northeast gale accompanied by rain, the most severe in yean, 
occurred on the night of Nov. 7th, Fortunately little damage was done in the 
harbour, but down the river, many small vessel-, barges, etc., were pulled from 
their moorings arid damaged. 

The last vessel arriving in the harbour from sea was the S. S. "Dunelm," 
which came into i>nr; on 13th December and entered here. Navigation closed 
on the loth December. The average depth in the 30ft. channel 1907 
as follow : - 

May, 30 ft. 2 ins.; June, 34 ft. 10 ins.; Jnly, 33 ft. 3 ins.; August, 32 ft. 2} ins.; 
September, 31 ft. 4 ins.; October, 31 ft. 9§ ins.; November, 32 ft. 9 ins. 

The following table shows the maximum and average number of workmen 
employed directly by the Commissioners during the season of 1907: —

The contractors and sub-contractors for the steel sheds also employed a large 
number of men. 

The working day, in general, is ten hours. The drill boat is operated 11$ 
hours, and the crews on the tugs are on board night and day. 

Victoria Day, Dominion Day and Labour Day are kept as holidays, and the 
workmen are allowed half a day's pay for each.

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The Commissioners have an insurance against employers' liability for acci- 
dents to workmen. During the season of 1907, accidents to the Commissioners' 
men have been somewhat numerous, but most of them were of a trifling nature. 

Thirty-five accidents to the Commissioners' employees were reported during 
the year, and a horse employed at wharf cleaning was injured and died subse- 

3uently. All the cases were amicably settled by the Commissioners and the acci- 
ent liability company. 

Seventeen accidents were reported as occurring to workmen in the employ 
of the contractors and sub-contractors for the new steel freight shefis, three of which 
proved fatal. 

There were also some accidents in connection with the running of the trains 
of the Traffic Department, which are not on record in the Engineering Department. 

Five casualties to private persons on the Harbour territory were also reported, 
and all were said to be due to liquor, viz.: — 

June 11th. — Two men were drowned while boating, at Section 59, Longue 
Pointe. 

June 17th. — A man was knocked down by a cart on the wharf at Jacques 
Cartier Pier, and had his leg fractured. 

Sept. 19th. — An expressman was knocked from his vehicle on the wharf near 
the Beaudry street tunnel, and slightly injured. 

Oct. 3rd. — A lady attempted suicide, by jumping from the wharf into the river 
at Section 15. 

Two men and an express fell over the wharf at Jacques Cartier Pier. The horse 
was lost, but the men were rescued.

Dear Sir, — 

I have the honour to forward herewith the Reports on the works carried on 
for the improvement and maintenance of the Harbour of Montreal during the year 
1907, which were executed, by direction, under my supervision and charge. 

Having exercised immediate as well as general supervision of the works on the 
water, including the dredging fleet, the new railway embankment, Sections 55 to "61, 
and the new wharf at the Dominion Coal Co.'s berth, Sections 36 and 37, I give the 
details of these operations direct. 

Mr. J. M. Nelson, Assistant Engineer, has been in immediate charge, both of 
the new works and those of maintenance and repairs carried on ashore, and I en- 
close his report of the works carried out under his charge. 

Mr. W. R. Lunan, timber inspector, has been in immediate charge of the re- 
ceipt of timber, lumber, etc., its care in the boom, and its delivery for the various 
works, and also of the operation of the saw mill, and his report is also enclosed. 

Mr. George Yale, mechanical superintendent, has furnished particulars of 
the work done at the Shops and Shipyard, Mackay Pier. 

OPERATIONS IN 1907. 
Chargeable to Capital. 

NEW WORK. 

Construction of the Railway Embankment along the Harbour front from 
Molson's Creek, section 55, to Racine Pier, Section 61. 

The principal details are as follows: — 

The first new work begun by the Harbour fleet was the building of the em- 
bankment for the proposed railway, Sections 55 to 61, the water early in spring 
being sufficiently high to float the vessels of the fleet in that vicinity. 

On May 9th one dredge was placed at the upper edge of the very shallow water, 
Sections 56 to 59, opposite the proposed railway embankment, and on May 13th 
another dredge was placed at the lower edge of the same shoal to cut a channel 
through it of sufficient depth to float the vessels of the fleet at low water. The 
materials dredged, which were chiefly hard pan and gravel, were deposited along the 
shore on the site of the proposed railway, by derricks, derrick No. 1 having been 
placed at this work on May 10th, and derrick No. 6 on May 13th. 

The work was continued by two dredges and two to three derricks until June 
4th, when Dredge No. 2 was moved to Section 36 to prepare crib seats. On June 
25th the railway embankment had been built to full height and of sufficient width 
to carry one railway track, except a gap where a sewer from the Locomotive and 
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mpany's property enters the river, and a large gap at Molson's Creek, 
Sec tic in 55, where a space was left for the culvert which is to be built there. 

The channel along the shore from the deep water at Section 47 to the deep 
rater at Section 51), however, was not clear for tugs to navigate it at low water, and 
Dredge No. 4 was continued in this channel until July 2nd, when the channel had 
been made so as to assure access to the site of the proposed culvert and a passage 
mgh to the Racine Pier at low water. 
The officers of the Lachine Canal having applied for a place to * In nip their 
dredginga, taken from the canal near Wellington Basin , their derrick was placed 
alongside the railway embankment on June 15th, where it deposited material to 
widen the embankment, free of cost to the Commissioners, 

Although the embankment h:i<l been made of sufficient dimensions for one rail- 
ray track, derricks continued to dump here, as the water was still sufficiently high, 
*d a dumping ground was still required, the material dumped going to form future 
wharf extension and being chargeable to the section on which it was placed. The 
last derrick was withdrawn from this dump on August 9th. 

Grading the top of the part of the railway embankment already made waa 
begun on July 2nd, and was continued with a small gang of men until August 1st, 
when it was completed.

CONSTRUCTION OF PERMANENT NEW WHARF. 

DOMINION COAL COMPANY'S BERTH. SECTIONS 36-37, 



NEW WHARF SECTIONS 36-37. 

The principal details are as follows: — 

This wharf, put under construction in 1907, is to be 1,250 feet in length, of 
crtt^work construction below extreme low water level and of concrete face wall 
above, and is to be built to level 106,50 or 13,87 feet above extreme low water line, 
and suitable for being raised to high level, if required in the future. 

On May 15th carpenters began to build cribs at Maekay Pier for the new wharf 
36 -^7. The cribs were built to about 8 feet in height, preparatory to 
i down to the site of the new wharf. This work was continued until 
when it was suspended. Nine cribs of the following lengths, aggregating 
Jineal feet hud been built, viz,: — 

1 crib 54 feet in length on the face and 8 courses high. 
6 cribs 71 feet in length on the face and 8 courses high. 
1 crib 72 feet, in length on the face and S courses high. 
101 feet in length on the face and 8 courses high, 

Th' also on hand at that date the following cribs, built in former \< 

101 feet in length on the face and 10 courses high. 
rib 151 feet in length on the fane and 11 coui> 
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Also three special cribs used to break the current when repairs were being made 
to the new cribwork, Section 24, which had been damaged by ice shoves before the 
concrete superstructure was put on. The cribs are of square timber on all sides, 15 
feet in height, and one is 60 feet, one 40 feet and the third 100 feet in length, by 20 
feet in width. 

On August 14th the construction of a special crib, nearly triangular in shape and 
60 feet long on the face was begun at Mackay Pier. This crib was to fill the space 
between the upstream end of the new wharf, Section 36, and the old existing wharf, 
and was completed about August 31st. 

The construction of the special crib about 55 feet in length, and 30 feet wide 
on the bottom, for closing the space between the downstream end of the new crib- 
work and the old shore wharf was begun at Mackay Pier on October 11th, and wis 
taken down to its site about October 15th, sunk in position October 24th, and 
completed about November 2nd. 

On June 4th Dredge No. 2 began to make foundations for the cribs of the new 
wharf at Sections 36-37, the high water not allowing this work to begin earlier. 
Also on June 4th a derrick began to deposit the material dredged to make a tem- 
porary bank above the site of the new wharf to break the current. 

On July 10th two of the cribs that had been built at the Mackay Pier, one about 
54 feet in length on the face and the other 71 feet in length, and both 8 feet in 
height, were taken down to the site of the new wharf. They were there joined and 
built to 35 feet in height, and this crib 124 feet 8 inches in length at the line of 
extreme low water was sunk in position on August 9th. 

Two cribs of about 101 feet in length each and 8 feet in height were taken 
down from Mackay Pier, joined together and built to 35 feet in height, making a 
crib of 202 feet 7 inches in length at the line of low water, and this crib was sunk in 
position on August 23rd. 

Two other cribs, one of about 101 ft. in length and another about 151 ft. in 
length and both built to 10 ft. in height were joined together making a crib 252 feet 
5 inches in length at the line of low water, built to 35 feet in height, and this crib 
was sunk in position on September 18th. 

The part 151 feet in length had been built 3 years previously and had re- 
mained afloat at the boom in the interval. When the finished crib of which it 
formed a part was completed and in place ready to be sunk the swell from a passing 
steamer caused it to part from the rest of the crib, and as it contained the ballast 
that had been put in to trim the crib it settled on the bottom but in correct position 
with reference to the remainder of the crib. The floating part was then sunk and 
heavily weighted and it settled on the separated part in proper alignment. Piles 
were driven just inside the crib, 15 along the front and 8 along the back. The 
opening along the front of the crib which, when the crib was sunk varied from 8 
inches to 9 inches in width was closed by planks 2 inches thick and 3 feet in length, 
spiked vertically on the inside of the face timbers by a diver. The whole crib was 
then filled, the front part with rock, largely trap, and the greater part of the re- 
mainder with trap and shale. After the crib had been filled and about 9 feet in 
depth by 12* feet in width of concrete had been put on it, the opening was found by 
diver, to be reduced from nothing at the narrowest to 4 inches at the widest part, 
and averaged about 2 inches for the greater part of the distance along which it 
extended. 

The filling of each crib was begun as soon as it was sunk in position. The fill- 
ing was blasted trap and hard shale in the two front rows of pockets and partly in 
the back pockets. As soon as each crib or part of a crib was filled the front 12J 
feet of the filling was levelled and packed into the cribwork by divers, and moulds 
for the concrete were put on. This work was sufficiently advanced for the deposit- 
ing of concrete to begin on September 21st. The building of the concrete work 
was much impeded and its cost increased by the great difficulty of getting engine 
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inners for the derricks of the concrete machine and the impossibility of procuring 
ement rapidly enough to keep the machine in continuous operation. The con- 
rete work of this wharf was completed for the season on November 8th. 

The wharf as being built is in the general direction of the old shore wharf, 
tec. 36-37, and at a mean distance of about 100 feet therefrom, and the coping is 
dmost parallel to and at a distance of 250 feet from the Harbour boundary line. 

It consists of cribs 42 feet wide on the bottom, 30 feet wide at low water line and 
J5 feet high, sunk to a depth of 35 feet at extreme low water of 13 feet on the sill, 
rhe concrete front is 12£ feet wide at its foundation on the cribs and its height 
finished is 13.87 feet, the coping being at elevation 106.50 Harbour Datum. 

The length of the part under construction in 1907 is 574.8 feet on the face. The 
upstream end is built at an angle of about 122 degrees from the line of the old 
shore wharf, and is 109.9 ft. long of which a part 40.1 feet in length towards the 
face is of concrete superstructure, and the remaining 69.8 feet towards the old 
shore wharf is of cribwork built to coping level. The space at the downstream end 
between the new wharf and the old wharf face is closed by a temporary closing 
aib 30 feet wide on the bottom, 20 feet wide at the top, about 60 feet in length and 
wilt up to level 100.00 to retain the filling The upstream end is raised to coping 
Jvel of 106.50. The adjoining face 27.3 feet in length is raised to the same level, 
lie next 30.4 feet of face is raised to level 103.00 and the remainder of the face, 
17.1 feet in length, is built up to level 100.00. 

The part built to coping level is complete with anchor rods 2$ inches in diam- 
er and 64 feet 8 inches in length from the face wall to concrete anchorage blocks 
rear and with countersunk posts on the coping for mooring vessels. 

The back filling is up to full height for a distance of 57 feet from the upstream 
;d f and the concrete face wall is backed by filling raised to about one foot above 
e wall itself and to about 62 feet in width behind the wah. 

Derricks continued to put in filling until stopped by ttye closing of the season, 
December.

DREDGING— 1907. 

EDGING THE BASINS AND THE THIRTY-FOOT CHANNEL THROUGH THE HARBOUR. 

The dredging of the year was done in the following places, viz.: — 
Near the south side of Alexandra Pier, Section 14 B; alongside the outer end 
the same pier, Section 14 C; on Sections 12 S and 13 S; alongside the shore 
Arf, Section 17; along the inshore side of Victoria Pier, Section 20 E; on crib 
its, Sections 35 to 38; in the basins, Sections 36 to 39; in basins near shore, 
stions 53 to 59, and in the 30-foot ship channel, Sections 21 to 23 and 34 to 37. 
The principal details are as follows: — 

DREDGING BASINS. 

Certain small areas, close to the wharves in basins, Sects. 14 B, 14 C, and 17 
nained at the close of last year not quite completed to a clear depth of 29 feet at 
;reme low water of 13 feet on the sill. 

Before the arrival of ships this spring a dredge was placed to clear these to full 
jth. The dredging at Sections 14 B and 14 C was rock and was done to full 
rth. 

Quantity dredged: 1,050 cu. yds. 

But the water was so high that the work at Section 17 was difficult. After 
pe began to arrive the berths were so constantly occupied that the dredges had 
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little opportunity to work until autumn, and as the water has not fallen to a low 
stage in 1907 there has been no trouble from want of depth at any of the new 
wharves. 

From Oct. 15th till 18th a dredge cleared out deposits to 25 feet 3 inches depth 
at extreme low water along the inshore side of Victoria Pier, and in November 
considerable cleaning up to 29 feet depth at extreme low water, was done in basin, 
Sections 15 and 17, close to the shore wharf. 

Material, silt and deposits from the wharf — Quantity dredged; 2,700 cub. yds., 
Section 15; 4,500 cub. yds., Section 17; 1,200 cub. yds., Section 20. 

One dredge worked the greater part of the time from July 5th till Nov. 28th 
dredging blasted rock in the basin, Sections 12 S and 13 S, to widen the deep water 
area in the basin and to procure rock filling for the cribs of the new wharf, Sections 
36-37. 

Material dredged, blasted rock. 

Quantity, 37,201 cu. yds. 

Dredging basins and crib seats, Sections 36 to 39. 

Material dredged, gravel, sand and stone. 

Quantity, 51,175 cu. yds., in basins. 

Quantity, 34,685 cu. yds., in crib seats. 

Quantity, 1,350 cu. yds., Dominion Coal berth. 

Dredging basins, Sections 56 to 59. 

Material dredged, hard pan, gravel and stone. 

Quantity, 79,460 cu. yds. 

DREDGING SHIP CHANNEL THROUGH THE HARBOUR. 

Elevator Dredge No. 1 of the Department of Marine and Fisheries was loaned 
to the Commissioners and arrived in the Harbour on July 20th. There was diffi- 
culty in getting secure anchorage, and after getting an additional anchor and a new 
bow anchor cable the dredge was placed and got to work on July 25th on the east 
side of the 30-foot ship channel opposite Section 21, and continued opposite Sec- 
tions 21 to 23 until Sept. 10th, when the shoal on the east half of the channel at that 
place had been cleared off. 

This dredge was then removed to the east side of the channel opposite Section 
34, and continued widening the 30-foot ship channel on that side, Sections 34 to 37, 
until Nov. 26th, when it stopped working and left for winter quarters at Sorel on 
the 27th. 

This dredge was of important assistance by completing the 30-foot channel 
to 450 feet width at Sections 21 to 23 and by adding an average of 242 feet to its 
width for a length of 1,400 feet at Sections 34 to 37. The areas dredged at Sections 
21 to 23 and at Sections 34 to 37 have been tested and found clear to 30 ft. depth 
at extreme low water of 13 ft. on the sill. The quantity dredged was 50,400 cu. 
yds., scow tally, all of which was dumped close to shore, Sections 63 to 64, except 
5,700 cu. yds., which were dumped behind the cribs into the new wharf, Section 37. 

Material dredged, boulders, stones, sand, hardpan, etc. 

Dredge No. 2 began to widen the ship channel on the west side on June 29th 
at Section 36 and continued at this work on Section 36 to 41 with the exception 
of a few clays spent on crib seats, until Nov. 13th. The additional width added 
to the 30-foot channel on these sections was an average of about 143 ft. over a length 
of about 2,900 feet, and at the close of the season the channel had been made of 
approximately the following widths and of 30 ft. in depth, viz.: — 

From Lachine Canal to Victoria Pier, 350 ft. at the narrowest part, to 600 ft. 
in width. 

From Victoria Pier to Ste. Anne Cotton Mill, Section 34, 450 ft. in width. 

From Ste. Anne Cotton Mill, Section 34, to the Tarte Pier, Section 44, 800 ft. 
to 1,400 ft. in width. 
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Across Longueuil Bar, 500 ft. to 700 ft. in width. 
Longueuil Bar to Longue Pointe Church, 500 to 800 ft. in width. 
Materials dredged, stone, gravel, sand, hardpan, etc. 
Quantity, 44,000 cu. yds. 

DRILLING AND BLASTING. 

NEW WORKS. 

The Drill Boat worked the whole season on Sections 12 S and 13 S drilling and 
blasting rock for the double purpose of extending the deep water area of the basin 
and to obtain rock for wharf construction, etc. The boat began to work on May 
27th and stopped to 'May up" on Dec. 5th. 

The material blasted was hard shale and trap dykes. 

The area blasted is 103,448 sq. ft. or 2.37 acres, and the quantity 14,368 cu. 
yds., measured in the solid. 

The particulars of the drilling and blasting are as follows: —

FILLING THE FOUNDATIONS OF THE STEEL FREIGHT SHEDS. 

NEW WORKS. 

The filling was put into the foundations by floating derricks, and a large part 
of the filling material was obtained from Bickerdike Pier, where surplus filling 
existed, having been put there in former years, and the pier since having been 
filled in by ashes, excavated materials from cellars, etc., in the city, delivered free 
of cost to the Commissioners. The surplus material was loaded on scows, also by 
floating derricks. The filling required over that available on the Bickerdike Pier 
was supplied by dredgings from the channel and basins at Hochelaga, Sections 36 
to 37.

DREDGING FLEET ON NEW WORKS. 

SUPERINTENDENCE AND REPAIRS. 
CHARGEABLE TO CAPITAL. 

The Dredging Fleet in 1907 was all owned by the Commissioners except Elev- 
ator Dredge No. 1, with ts tug, the "Portneuf" , and scows, which were loaned 
to the Commissioners by the Department of Marine and Fisheries. 
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The Commissioners* Dredging Fleet consisted of: 
Two bucket or dipper dredges. 
Five floating steam derricks. 
One floating hand derrick. 
One Drill Boat. 
One Testing Boat. 

One floating concrete making machine. 
One floating Pile Driver. 
Five screw propeller tugs. 
Four small lifting scows. 
One passenger transport scow. 
One coal scow, 150 cu. yds. capacity. 
Eighteen flat scows, 150 cu. yds. capacity. 
Three hopper bottomed scows, 200 cu. yds. capacity. 
Two floats, 100 ft. x 10 ft. 
One float 30 ft. x 10 ft. 
One float 20 ft. x 10 ft. 
Several smaller floats. 
Spare dredge buckets, clam shells, etc. 
One Orange Peel Dredge bucket. 

All the dredging fleet was wintered afloat in 1906-1907 opposite the Mackay 
Pier near the workshops, except Derrick No. 1 and Derrick No. 3, which had been 
hauled out in the fall of 1906 for extensive repairs during the winter. 

The dredges were served throughout the summer by the tugs "Alphonse 
Racine," ''Robert Mackay" and "Aberdeen," assisted occasionally, when towing 
the heavy vessels, by the "Portneuf," of the Department of Marine and Fisheries, 
which was serving Elevator Dredge No. 1 of the same Department, when it waa 
working in the Harbour. 

The tug "Courier" was engaged throughout the summer principally in towing 
timber, piles, etc., from the boom to the places where the timber was being used, 
and in such other light work as the tug is fitted for. 

The tug "St. Peter" having had for some years on board a pump capable of 
throwing four fire streams of considerable efficiency, was, at the opening of naviga- 
tion, fully fitted with hose, nozzles, etc., and kept on duty throughout the season 
of navigation, night and day, as a firetug. 

SHOPS AND SHIPYARD— ON NEW WORKS. 

SUPERINTENDENCE AND MAINTENANCE. 
CHARGEABLE TO CAPITAL. 

The work of keeping the Dredging Fleet engaged on New Works, in repair, 
has been done at the Commissioners' shops and shipyard at the Mackay Pier. 

In addition to the work at the Machine Shop for the vessels of the fleet, as 
enumerated under "Dredging Fleet," 60 complete anchor rods, 64 ft. 8 indies in 
length, for concrete wharves; 115 complete rods 25 ft. in length for the founda- 
tions of the steel freight sheds, and a number of special bolts for the grain convey- 
ors have been made, and the hoisting engines of the land derrick, land pile driver, 
and the engine, boiler, pumps, etc., of the saw mill have been fitted up. 

In addition to the work done at the Ship Yard, and already enumerated, the 
following items were done: — 

Four new bow fenders for dredges and two floats for wharf building were made; 
79 boxes for rock dredgings were repaired and 19 new ones were made; several new 
spuds were dressed and fitted with their castings; five flat scows were hauled up on 
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the ways and extensive repairs made; three dump scows and the testing boat were 
also hauled up and repaired; four new boats were made and delivered to the various 
vessels, and all the flat scows underwent more or less repair. 

MAINTENANCE AND REPAIRS. 

CHARGEABLE TO REVENUE. 

Testing the Depth of the Channel. 
Maintenance. 

As soon as the ice cleared in the spring, the testing boat was put to work and 
continued as constantly as the weather permitted until the channels in the Harbour 
above Longueuil Bar were thoroughly examined. 

The wreck of Dredge No. 1, which was about 170 ft. from the shore wharf at 
Section 25, the previous year when winter set in, was found about 260 ft. from the 
shore wharf at Section 41, having been carried down stream about one and a half 
miles by the ice and current. 

Over the wreck, on which there was found to be only 17 ft. depth at low water, 
a scow, properly lighted at night, was promptly placed and maintained throughout 
the season of navigation. Testing was also done later in the season where dredges 
had been at work. 

BUOYS AND BEACONS. 

Three black buoys to mark out the east side of the channel between the lower 
end of the Windmill Point Basin and Mackay Pier, were placed and maintained 
during the season. 

A red buoy was placed and maintained about half way from Sutherland Pier 
to the ship channel to mark the upper end of the shoal between the ship channel 
and the west shore. 

Three red buoys and six black buoys were placed and maintained in the inshore 
ship channel leading from Longue Pointe (opposite the Church) to the Racine Pier, 
Sec. 61. 

Rectangular beacons were placed to mark out both the 27£ ft. channel (25 ft. 
3 ins. at extreme low water) and the new channel, 30 ft. in depth at extreme low 
water, in the upper reaches of the harbour. 

REPAIRS TO WHARVES, BUILDINGS, ETC. 

In the week ended July 13th, a quantity of dredged rock was placed by a der- 
rick at the upstream ends of the Racine, Doran and Lemay Piers to make good 
material removed by the ice and to prevent further scour, and on October 30th, 
and 31st, four scows of rock were deposited at the Signal Station, Longue Pointe, 
to protect it against scour or ice shoves. 

The Montreal Street Railway having failed to make the cut across the wharf 
for their intake, satisfactory for the crossing over it of the Dominion Coal Co.'s 
towers, necessitated by the building of the new wharf, the work was taken in hand 
on August 16th by the Commissioners' staff. Piles were driven and heavy timber 
placed by the Commissioners' men, and the place made secure, the work to be charg- 
ed to the Street Railway Co. The towers worked over the cut safely the remainder 
of the season. The shop wharf, which had been damaged by the ice, was re-planked 
and several new piles were driven. 
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The shop and ship yard buildings were painted (2 coats). 
A new cradle for the ship yard ways was built of oak and fitted with castings, 
etc.

1. THE CONSTRUCTION OP NEW RAILWAY TRACKS ON THE WHARVES. 

Laying new tracks upon the piers and shore wharves, began on the 19th April, 
and continued at various times, during the summer until November 7th. 

All new rails laid were 80 lb. Am. Soc. C. E. section. The ties for straight 
track were mainly of hemlock, 4 ins. thick, 8 ins. face and 8 ft. long. Those used 
for switches and slip diamonds were of hardwood, 7 ins. thick, 8 ins. face, and vary- 
ing in length from 8 ft. to 16 ft. All the new track laid upon the high level piers 
and wharves between the Canal Entrance and Victoria Pier, Sec. 20, was well pack- 
ed under the ties with stone ballast, and concreted between the ties and under the 
rail, before being paved with scoria blocks. 

The tracks laid in former years on the high level piers and wharves, were 
lifted to grade, excavated between the ties and concreted also before being paved 
with scoria blocks. 
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• longpide the new Steel Freight Sfeeda were laid at such an elevation 
and at such a distance one from the other as to permit erf the doora of refrigerator 
cars being freely opened for the discharge of goods. 

The new track laid in 1907 was as follows: — 

Alongside Shad No, 2, Sec. 12—13 — Two tracks of an aggregate length of 1,298 
feet. 

375 feet of Main Line Track, in Sec. 12, laid in former years with 72 lb. rail 
was relaid with SO lb. rail. 

On the Alexandra Pier. — Two tracks alongside Sheds 3 and 5, and two along- 
side Sheds 4 and 6, of an aggregate length of 4,375 feet, including connections with 
the main lines. 

Two tracks of 72 lb, rail laid hi former years down the centre of the pier were 
removed. 

810 feet of track of 72 lb. was relaid with SO lb. rails* 

On the King Edward Pier. — Two tracks of an aggregate length of 1,525 feet, 
were laid, one on the upstream and one on the downstream side, parallel to existing 
tracks alongside sheds 7 and 9 and 8 and 10. 

CrOBB-owerij between the two tracks, on either side of the pier, were laid at about 

middle of the pier, measuring together 230 ft. 

On the Jacques Cartier Pier.— -Curved connections for two tracks on the 
stream and two on the downstream side were laid, and two tracks alongside shed 
13. In all, 1,745 feet. 

Windmill Point Wharf. — Sec. 8-10. A siding was kid for the use of the Grand 
Trunk Railway Co. connected with the existing track in Sec. 8 and extending down 
to th* end of the wharf in Sec. 10. 

The siding is 1/250 ft. in length. Work on it began on the 4th September, and 

14 completed on the 9th Sept, 

Local Delivery Siding, Section 27-30. — A siding 1,680 ft. long, for local freight 
wad laid between the 16th of May and the 3rd of June. 

Cross-overs.— A cross-over 300 ft. in length, between tracks 2 and 3, was laid, 
in Sec. 22, and one 200 ft. in length, just below the Longueuil ferry ramp. 

At Sec. 42-43. — A curve 225 ft, long was laid to conned the existing track along 
the edge of the wharf in Sec. 42, with the southern track on the "Laurier" pier. 

The total length of new railway tracks laid in 1907, was 13,828ft. or 2.43 
miles. Track laid in previous years with 72 lb. and relaid with SO lb. rails was 
2,119 ft, or 0.40 mile. 

The 72 lb. rail, replaced with 80 lb., has been reserved for re-laying rail upon 
the low level wharves, as the existing 56 lb. rail becomes worn out. 

An office for the use of the Traffic Department was built in Sec. 15, The 
building is 30 ft. by 9 ft., divided into two rooms, electrically lighted, one for the 
switchmen and shunters, equipped with lockers for oil, lamps and coats, and the 
other for the yardmaster, neatly furnished and with telephone. 



THE PERMANENT PAVING. 

ving between the rails of the tracks on the \v\v\ wharves, and the surface of 
jm-ra between the sheds, with scoria blocks, and part of the roadways of the 
prharves with granite, was begun on the 1st of June, and carried on until the 
14th of November. 

Tfo to foundation upon which the blocks are laid is G ins. thick, of 1 part 

tent, 3 parte sand and 6 parts broken stone. The bed between the blocks and 

foundation is from 1 i to 2 ins, thick, of 1 part cement and 2 parts sand, damp- 

rd. The joints between the blocks are completely filled with thin grout, of 1 

irt cement to 1 part Band. The total area of paving laid was 28,234 sq, yds. 

The Kin^ Edward Pier was completely paved and the Alexandra and Jacques 

Oarti llv,

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The shore wharf opposite Shed No. 2 was also paved. In addition to the pav- 
ing done, 9,800 sq. yds. on the Alexandra Pier and 3,100 sq. yds. on the Jacques 
Cartier Pier, have been concreted, ready for paving in 1908. 

Circular concrete wheel guards were placed around the bases of the hydrants 
and electric light poles on the King Edward Pier. 11 cast iron gullies, on the 
King Edward Pier, 8 on the Alexandra Pier, and 4 alongside Shed No. 2 in Sec. 
12-13 were put in and connected with the drains, to carry off the surface water. 

The organization for the laying of the New Railway Tracks and the Permanent 
Paving was as follows: —

Much difficulty was experiencedjin thejspring in securing the necessary 
quality of labour. 

The employment of a considerable number of Italians had to be resorted to 
owing to the impossibility of obtaining Canadian labourers. 

The work was heavy and hard, and owing to the steady, hard wo^k insisted 
upon, the cost of the work compares favorably with contract work. 

THE RAISING OP JACQUES CARTIER PIER. 

Raising Jacques Cartier Pier to the same level as the other high level wharves 
and piers, was begun on the 24th of June and carried on as occasion offered, until 
completed on the 14th of October. 

New countersunk moorings were put in, tie rods bolted up, and the timber 
work of the top made strong enough to carry railway tracks. 

THE ESTABLISHMENT OP LIFE SAVING EQUIPMENT. 

An effort was made to minimize, as far as possible, the loss of life by drowning. 

On the 1st of May, all life buoys in stock, with 60 ft. of rope attached, and a 
boat-hook or gaff-pole for each buoy, were placed at various points along the 
high and low level wharves. 

100 new buoys were purchased, and many added to those already placed. 

New poles 30 ft. long for the high level, and 18 ft. long for the low level, were 
made at the Harbour Yard and placed at suitable points. 

The ladders on the face of the wooden wharves and piers were repaired and 
new ones added, practically doubling them in number. "Danger" signs were 
placed at corners and angles of the wharves throughout. Guard fences of steel on 
the high level and of wood on the low level wharves, were placed at all angles 
formed by the junction of piers and shore wharves, and at other points. Fifteen 
countersunk moorings on the shore wharf at the Harbour Commissioners' elevator, 
were converted into posts or " bollards/ ' by raising the posts and filling the basins 
or bowls with concrete. A systematic weekly inspction of the life saving equip- 
ment was maintained throughout the summer.

FIRE PROTECTION. 

The wiring of the fire alarm syBtem and the boxes was overhauled early in the 
year and put into good order. A hose reel house equipped with reel, 500 ft. of 
hose, nozzle, hydrant key, etc., was placed at the outer end of the Alexandra, King 
Edward and Jacques Cartier Piers, the hose being attached to a hydrant within 
each house. 

A pressure test of the hydrants on the wharves was made on the 28th and 29th 
of June, by Captain Naud, of the City Fire Department, and a pressure of from 70 
to 75 lbs. was indicated on the gauge. 

A plan showing the position of the hydrants was sent to, and hung up, in City 
Fire Stations 1, 2 and 20,which are the nearest to the Harbour. 

An iron fire escape, was erected on the western end of the Harbour Commis- 
sioners' office. 

A systematic weekly inspection of the hydrants on the wharves was main- 
tained during the summer, and will be kept up all winter. 

NEW PLANT. 

The following new plant, in connection with the wharf work, was acquired in 
1907.

MAINTENANCE AND REPAIRS— REVENUE. 

THE REMOVAL OF ICE FROM THE WHARVES. 

A comparatively small quantity of ice was left upon the wharves in the spring 

The clearing of the ice from the sites of the steamship sheds, ferry steamer 
berths, and other places first required for use, was commenced on the 22nd April, 
and was completed on the 2nd May. 

Floating derrick No. 1 was employed at clearing ice from April 25th to 2nd of 
May. 

The largest number of men employed at ice removal at any one time was 66. 

SPRING CLEANING OF THE WHARVES. 

Cleaning the wharves of the winter accumulation of mud and refuse, began on 
16th April. By the 4th of May the shore wharves from the Canal Entrance to 
Victoria Pier were thoroughly cleaned. 

The spaces between the sheds and the edges of the Alexandra, King Edward 
and Jacques Cartier piers were cleaned of all rubbish, which was thrown on scows 
placed alongside the piers. 

Cleaning up of the surface of the piers between the sheds was then proceeded 
with, and was finished by 15th of May. 
23-2* 
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8UMMER CLEANING AND WATERING OP ROADWAYS AND WHARVES. 

The cleaning of the roadways of the wharves throughout the Harbour was 
"kept up all summer. 

The Harbour was divided into sections, with a foreman, labourers, and carters 
to each. 

A systematic cleaning and sweeping of the paved roadways of the shore 
wharves and piers, from the Canal entrance to, and including the Victoria Pier, was 
carried out. 

A night sweeping and cleaning gang was organized, consisting of 1 foreman, 2 
labourers with brooms, 1 water cart, 4 carts, and 1 two-horse "Austin" sweeper. 

The gang worked every night, cleaned and swept the paved roadways and 
removed all the collected material, leaving the roads clean for the morning. Dur- 
ing the day, men with brooms and barrows collected manure, straw, paper and other 
light rubbish. 

Eight single water carts and one double sprinkler were in use practically every 
week day during the summer, laying the dust and wetting material to be scraped 
up by the different cleaning and scraping gangs. 

ROADWAY MAINTENANCE. 

Roadway repairs. 

The macaadmized roadways of the wharves throughout the Harbour were 
maintained in good order. 

MACADAMIZING STONE. 

The stone for macadamizing the roadways of the wharves in 1907, was de- 
livered during the pevious winter by the contractor, unbroken, and broken by the 
Commissioners' own men.

WINDMILL POINT RACEWAYS. 

SECTION 4, WINDMILL POINT. 

The screen which breaks the current at the outlet of the- raceway from the 
Ogilvie Flour Mills, in the upper end of the Windmill Point Basin, was twice dam- 
aged during the summer. A new and substantial screen was put in on Sunday, 8th 
September, which has since remained in good condition. 

REPAIR TO RACEWAY NO. 6, PECK ROLLING MILL. 

The rebuilding of the raceway, which failed in September, 1906, and partly 
rebuilt in that year, was continued in 1907. 

Work began on 2nd January driving sheet piles and putting in braces to pre- 
vent the sides of the excavation which were frozen, from falling into the raceway 
when they thawed out in the spring. 
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Thf* old rover nf the raceway waa removed to within 7 ft, of the Harbour 
boundary by the 19th January providing a full flow for the waste water from the 
mills. 

On the 1st of February everything having been made secure for the winter, 
the work waa stopped. 

The rebuilding of the raceway was resumed on 2nd September and was carried 
on dnii 

Derricks with hoisting engines were set up, on each side of the excavation, the 
remaining portion of the old cover removed to the Harbour boundary line and the 
work of clearing the raceway of the earth and stones which had collected during the 
winter and summer was done by two divers on Sundays, when the mills were closed 
down and the water in the raceway at rest. 

The original sills and plank flooring were found in good condition, and work 
was at once hr gun, framing bents and building a crib to form supports for the new 
poof or covering, which was later put on. 

The crib which occupies a centra] position is 6 ft. wide at one end, 4 ft. at the 
otlv r, 9 ft. in height and 42 ft, long. It was constructed of 12 in. x 12 in. timber, 
with crow* ti !8 at s ft. centres. 

The bentfl occupy positions midway between the sides of the raceway and the 
central crib, and are made with a sill and a cap of 12 in. sq. timber, with posts be- 
tween, also of 12 in. Umber, set at 18 in. centres. 

The bents are 9 ft. in height, the name as the central crib. 

On Sunday, 20th October, the central crib was sunk in position and filled with 
stone. 

The bents were lifted into position by the derricks, and bolted to the bottom 
and to the original sills alongside of which they were placed. 

The roof consists of a double thickness of 12 in. x 12 in, timbers, set together 
with ckue joints, and spiked to the bents and central crib. 

' On November 8th the cover was all on, the bracing put up in January was 
removed, and filling in the excavation was begun. 

Examination by diver of the portion of the raceway built in 1906, showed it to 
be in good condition. 

The work of filling is still in progress. 

turn 1 1 the entrances of the Lachine Canal, — 35 feet of new coping 

was put on, and the top planking renewed for a length of 25 feet between June 20th 
and 22 n 

King Edward Pier. — The south east corner of the pier was re-inforced with 
4-inch hardwood planks set vertically. 

Sect on 19, Shore Wharf. — During the night of the 17th of April the top of the 
wharf in Section 19, for a length of 75 feet, was broken and lifted by the ice. 

The damage extended downwards for about 8 courses. The broken timbers 
were taken out and renewed, new sleepers, top planking and coping put on, and 

rings r -set. 

The work began on the 22nd of April and was completed on the 30th. 

Section 20, Victoria Pier,— The outer corner of the slip at the berth of the Str. 

fpeboane," brofa n by the Str. "Montreal "early in June, was repaired. 

Repairs m re made in May to the coping and top planking of the Pier, aggre- 
gating 125 lin. ft. of coping and 200 I in. ft, of top plank 

(ion 23.— The top of the wharf for a length of 400 feet was lifted about 1 

by the ice. The planking was disturbed, coping and some rotten sleepers 
under the planking were broken, 

400 feet of new coping were put on. 

50 pilea \\< re driven along the front, cut off 2 feet below the top and 2 waling 
sticks of 12 in. by 12 in. timber lilted to the heads of the piles, and the piles and 
waling* well bolted to the face of the wharf. 
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Section 24. — An aggregate of 75 feet of coping and 50 feet of the top planking 
was renewed. 

Section 25. — In the spring, after the ice was gone, the cribwork of the wharf, for 
a length of 90 feet, was found to have been carried away. It is proposed to build a 
new wharf, on the same lines as the new concrete wharf in Section 24. At this 
place, therefore, no work was done on repairs, but in order to prevent further 
damage by ice, 48 piles were driven around the lower corner, and all overhanging 
timbers cut away. Rock was piled along the back of the break to prevent the 
washing down of the earth. Work began on the 1st November and finished on the 
7th. 

Section 26. — Two slips in the face of the wharf, which had been covered over, 
were opened up for use of the Quebec S.S. Co.'s S.S. "Campana." 

Section 33, Longueuil Ferry Berth and vicinity. — A stone crossing from the 
foot of the ramp across the wharf, which was 3 feet wide, was re-laid 6 feet wide in 
October. The woodwork of the wharf was in a shaky condition. 

Repairs began in August, by driving piles along the front, cutting them off 
near the water line, bolting them to the wharf face, and on top of the piles a bevelled 
waling piece made from 12 in. by 12 in. timber. 

The work was carried on at various times as weather and more pressing work 
would permit. It was completed on the 1st of November. 81 piles in all were 
driven, the corners of the slip repaired and all rotten plank replaced. 

Section 36, Dominion Coal Co.'s Berth. — In July the wharf in front of the track 
scale in Section 36 subsided for about a foot in depth by a length of about 50 feet. 
Examination by diver showed that the old sheet piles were broken and the crib- 
work generally in shaky condition. 

As the new wharf in Sections 36-37 under construction is in front of this wharf, 
a temporary repair only was made. 

Section 40. — The top of the wharf was slightly damaged by ice. 25 feet of 
coping was put on and the top planking renewed in part, and repaired in part, for 
the same length. 

Section 41. — On the 22nd and 23rd of May 30 lin. ft. new coping and 15 feet of 
new top planking were put on. 

Sections 42-43. — At different times in June and July heavy repairs were made 
to top planking, face planking and coping of the shore wharf in Section 42, and the 
Laurier Pier, Section 43. 

300 lin. ft. of new coping was put on and the top planking renewed for the 
same length. 235 feet of the face planking was renewed and 4 ladders repaired. 

Section 46, Sutherland Pier. — In June, 18 lin. ft. of new coping was put on. 
425 feet of the Pier on the upstream and downstream sides and outer end had the 
top planking renewed. 

Lemay Wharf. — (Upper of two wharves at Longue Pointe). 

On June 28th the top planking of the wharf was renewed for 60 feet, 6 feet in 
width. 

Doran Wharf (Opposite Longue Pointe Church). 

Between the 25th and the 28th of June a thorough repair was made to this 
wharf. 75 feet of new coping was put on. Two-thirds of the whole planking of 
the top of the wharf was renewed and the sides of the slip re-built. 

The ordinary repairs to the planking and timber work of the wharves were 
carried out during the summer and extended practically throughout the Harbour. 

The bulk of the repairs, however, were between the Victoria Pier, Section 20, 
and the Sutherland Pier, Section 46. 

THE DENONVILLE RAMP. 

Sections 35-36, "Denonvile" Ramp. 

The ramp, which is of timber, was much decayed through age. The ' 'punky" 
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face of the ramp was on fire twice during the year. After the last fire it was found 
necessary to shore up the central portion of the ramp wall until such time as re- 
pairs or re-building can be carried out. 

Sills of 12 in. by 12 in. timber were buried in the ground, parallel to and about 
25 feet from the face of the ramp. 

Braces of 12 in. flat timber were set at ten feet centres butting on the sills and 
against uprights on the face of the wall. The work began on the 16th of September 
and was completed on the 1st of October. 

Harbour Buildings, Repairs, etc. — On January the 20th, during a high south- 
west gale, a small portion of the corrugated iron enclosure of the passenger eleva- 
tor tower of the Harbour Commissioners' Elevator No. 1 was torn off. Again in a 
windstorm on the 2nd of February a larger area was torn off, about 12 feet by 50 
feet being affected, as also slight damage to the galvanized iron cornice, and the 
coping of a rolling up door at the west end of the building. The work of repair 
was at once seen to and by the 7th of March the damage had been made good. 

Additional fastenings were put into all the corrugated covering of the Passen- 
ger Elevator Tower. 

Electric Lighting of the Harbmr. — The lighting of the Harbour was continued 
throughout the summer by the Mont. Light, Heat & Power Co., under contract. 
Lighting commenced on April 27th with three lamps at the Longueuil Ferry, and 
on the evening of the 1st of May the number was increased to 35 and on the 4th of 
May to 55 lamps. The number of lamps was increased each night until, by the 
24th of May, the whole circuit of 156 lamps was in operation. 

This number remained constant until November 5th, when 6 lamps were added 
in Sections 41-42, the Elder Dempster S.S. Co.'s berth. 

On the 19th of November 4 lamps which were in the way of construction of 
sheds Nos. 3 and 5 were removed for the balance of the season, and on the 21st of 
November two arc lamps were placed at either end of the Harbour Commissioners ' 
saw mill on the Bickerdike Pier. 

The largest number of lamps burning at any one time was 171. 

GENERAL NOTES. 

Latrines and Drinking Troughs. — The latrines of the low level wharves which 
were stored away for the winter of 1906-1907 were repaired and painted in the 
early spring and placed in position, the water was connected with them and the 
water troughs early in May. When the weather became cold in November the 
stand-pipes, for the supply of water to water carts, were disconnected and stored. 

The water troughs and latrines were continued in service for some time longer, 
and finally the latrines from the low-level wharves were disconnected and stored for 
the winter. All latrines, hose reel stations, offices and shanties upon the wharves 
belonging to the Harbour Commissioners were painted with the new standard 
colours, red and green. 

Harbour Yard. — The repairing of the wharf plant and tools was done in the 
Commissioners' Yard, Papineau Avenue. 

The whole of the water carts, road scrapers, sweeper, carts, wagons, "diables," 
sleighs, etc., were kept in good order and painted with the Commissioners' standard 
colours, red and green. 

The picks and other small tools were repaired in the blacksmith's shop in the 
yard, and a large quantity of other smith work required for wharf work was also 
done there. 

Fires. — The face of the Denonville avenue ramp, Sec. 35-36, was on fire twice 
during the summer. The men of the Montreal Fire Department extinguished both 
fires. 

On Thursday, October 31st, a serious fire occurred in the examining ware- 
house adjoining the Harbour Commissioners' Office. 
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On November 6th a large fire occurred at Dominion Park. On Nov. 7th the 
Church at Longue Pointe was practically destroyed by fire. 

On November 22nd, a fire took place in a stevedore's oil and gear shanty at the 
Manchester Line berth, Sec. 24. 

Sinking of Steam Trawler "Mary." — On the 31st of March, the steam trawler 
"Mary," wintering on the lower side of the Tarte Pier, sunk at her moorings. 

The vessel was moored within 4 ft. of the side of the pier, and about 300 ft. 
inshore from the end. 

The "Mary" was solidly frozen in, and the ice frozen to the pier. 

When the water rose, the ice close to the pier did not, and the vessel being 
solid in the ice, the water rose over her gunwale and poured down the hold. 

She was later on raised and pumped out, and did not sustain any great dam- 
age.

Dear Sir, — 

I beg leave to report on the erection of the Harbour Commissioners' Saw Mill 
and on its operation from July 24th, when completed, up to 31st December 1907. 

NEW WORKS. 

The Saw Mill, including machinery, engine and boiler, with the housing, was 
purchased from the W. J. Poupore Co., on the 26th of March, 1907. It was then 
on an old dredge hull afloat, and the machinery and housing had to be taken down 
and put ashore on the end of Bickerdike Pier. This work was commenced as soon 
as authority was given, and when the ice cleared in the Harbour, sufficiently, the 
dredge hull was taken over to the pier. 

On the 1st of May, all the saw mill machinery, engine, boiler and housing had 
been placed on the pier. 

The foundation for the mill ashore, was made partly, on a small lump of dredge 
material that was in place, and the balance of the area required was filled up by ma- 
terials from city excavations delivered free of cost to the Commssioners and from 
surplus material already on Bickerdike Pier. 

Pile driving for the foundations was commenced on the 28th of May, and all 
the piles, 46 in number, were driven by the 6th of June. The construction of the 
building was commenced on the 8th of June and the mill started to run on the 24th 
of July, and has been in actual operation 93 days, up to 30th November. 

Lighting the mill by electric light began on the 27th of November. 

The mill has been supplied with an effective steam fire pump, with hose, nozzle^^ 
etc., attached, ready for instant use in case of fire, and in addition a regulation steai^^J 
boat hand deck pump is in place ready for use in case of an incipient fire when tt 
boiler is not under steam. 

During the running time of the mill the building itself has been put into su« 
&hape that the work may proceed during the winter. An intake for the wa^ 
supply has been built and the building has been sheeted, lined and painted. 

The lumber and timber sawn in the mill was produced promptly when requ 
which would not likely have been the case if it had been necessary to have the 
ing done at city mills, as in former years.

REPORT OF PROGRESS ON NEW STEEL SHEDS DURING 1907. 

Shed No. 2, Bulkhead Wharf, Sections 12 and 13. — The old scoria block paving 
was entirely removed and the concrete flooring of both floors laid. The ceilings 
of both floors were whitewashed, all the wooden sliding doors of this shed were built 
and hung in position complete, except the windows of the doors on t e lower floor 
of the river side. All the steel framing of the sides was erected and ri vetted. 

The corrugated iron siding of the sides and the Conveyor Gallery was put up. 
The tripper rails were straightened, and the structural steel for machinery sup- 
ports was erected in this gallery. The concrete floor cut for structural purposes, 
was all repaired. The shed is now about 98 per cent completed and has been used 
continually during the season by the Allan line. 

Shed No. 3, Alexandra Pier. — The foundations of this shed were started on 
the 12th of September. The excavation, concrete piling, concrete piers, and walls, 
and filling of site were carried on silmultaneously and finished on Nov. 1st, 1907. 

The concrete of the lower floor was nearly all laid, and the ramps all paved 
with stone blocks. The steel work of this shed is now being manufactured ready 
for erection. The site, from the opening of navigation until September 10th, was 
occupied by the Allan Line. 

Shed No. 4, Alexandra Pier. — The site of this shed was thawed out during the 
winter months and graded to proper level, and the concrete flooring of the lower 
floor laid. During the summer, the upper concrete flooring was laid. The ceilings 
of both floors were whitewashed. 

The steel framing of the sides of the tower of the Conveyor Gallery and some 
of the skylights were erected and rivetted. The concrete roof and floor of the Con- 
veyor Gallery, and the concrete roof of the panels of the shed near the tower were 
laid, and the skylights were all concreted. All the wooden sliding doors of this 
shed were built and hung in position complete, except th windows in the doors 
of the lower floor river side. All the ramps have been paved with stone blocks. 
The corrugated iron of the sides of the shed, and of the Conveyor Gallery, was 
nearly all erected. 

This shed, which is about 92 per cent completed, was occupied for the whole 
season of navigation by the Dominion Line. 

Shed No. 5, Alexandra Pier. — The foundations of this shed were started Aug. 
19th, and the excavation, concrete piling, concrete piers and walls and filling in of 
site of lower floor were carried on simultaneously and finished. 

The concrete flooring of the lower floor was laid and the ramps were paved 
with stons blocks. The Allan Line occupied the site of this shed from the opening 
of navigation to the last minute before the commencement of laying of foundations. 
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Shed No. 6, Alexandra Pier. — The foundations of this shed were begun on 
Aug. 14th, and the work of excavation, concrete piling, concrete piers and walls 
and filling in of the site were carried on simultaneously and finished. 

The ramps of the lower floor were all paved with stone blocks, and the concrete 
flooring of the lower floor was laid. The Dominion Line occupied the site of this 
shed before the foundations were in, and were allowed to unload cargo after the 
concrete floor was sufficiently hardened to stand traffic. 

Shed No. 7, King Edward Pier. — During the winter months the concrete floor- 
ing of the lower floor of this shed was laid. 

The side framing and all the extra steel of the tower and conveyor gallery 
were erected and ri vetted. The concrete floors of the upper floor and conveyor 
gallery were finished. The wooden sliding doors and corrugated iron sheathing 
of the Fides were put up. The whitewashing of both ceilings was done and all the 
ramps paved with stone blocks. The Canadian Pacific Railway S.S. Co. used this 
shed, which is now about 97 per cent finished, during the whole season of naviga- 
tion. 

Shed No. 8, King Edward Pier. — The concrete flooring of the lower floor of 
this shed was laid in the winter months. The steel framing of the sides, and of the 
conveyor gallery, and the steel structure of to wer "H" were erected and rivetted. 
The concrete flooring of the upper floor, the cinder concrete roof and floor of the 
conveyor gallery and tower were put up. All the wooden sliding doors were 
made and hung in position complete, except the windows of the doors of the lower 
floor river side. All the ramps were paved with stone blocks, and the sides of the 
shed and conveyor gallery were covered with corrugated iron. The whitewashing 
of both ceilings was done. This shed, which is now about 95 per cent finished, 
was used during the season of navigation by the Thomson Line. 

Shed No. 9, King Edward Pier. — During the winter months, the concrete floor- 
ing of the lower floor of this shed was laid. 

The side framing and all the extra steel of the tower and conveyor gallery 
were erected and rivetted. The concrete floors of the upper floor and conveyor 
gallery were finished. The wooden sliding doors, and corrugated iron sheathing 
of the sides were put up. The whitewashing of the ceilings of both floors was done 
and all the ramps paved with stone blocks. The Canadian Pacific Railway S. S. 
Co. used this shed, which is now about 97 per cent finished, for the whole season 
of navigation. 

Shed No. 10, King Edward Pier. — During this year, the structural steel of 
this shed and conveyor gallery was all erected and rivetted. The stone concrete 
flooring of both floors was all laid, The concrete roofs of the shed and conveyor 
Gallery were also laid. The ramps were all paved with stone blocks. 

The whitewashing of the ceilings of both floors was all done. The wooden 
sliding doors of the upper floor are made and part of them are hung in position. 

This shed is now about 70 per cent finished, and has been used for part of the 
season by the Allan line. 

Shed No. 11, Bulkhead Wharf, Section 17. — The foundations of this shed were 
started on Oct. 2nd. The excavation, concrete piling, concrete piers, walls and 
filling in of site, were carried on simultaneously and finished on Nov. 4th, 1907. 

The site of this shed, before being required for the laying of the foundations, 
was occupied by the Donaldson Line. 

Shed No. 12, Jacques Cartier Pier. — The overhang on the river side of this 
shed was cut to allow a track being laid between the shed and the edge of the wharf. 

The steel work was finished and the concrete floors of both storeys w§re laid. 
The cinder concrete roof was also finished. The wooden sliding doors were all 
made, but not erected. 

This shed, which is about 85 per cent finished, was occupied for nearly the 
whole season by the Thomson and Donaldson Lines. 
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Shed No, 13, Jacques Cartier Pier. — The foundations of this shed were started 
on the 16th of July. The excavation, concrete piling, concrete piers and walls and 
filling were carried on simultaneously and finished Aug. 16th. 

The* I'rib wharf was anchored with steel anchor rods and the lower floor rampe 
were all paved with stone blocks. 

The site of this shed was used, when foundations were finished, by the Thomson 
and Donaldson Lines, 

Shed No, 14, Jacques Cartier Pier. — The foundations of this shed were started 
on May 29th, The excavations, concrete piling, cone ivte piers, walls, and filling 
were car > inultaneously and finished on July 24th . 

The crib wharf was anchored by anchor rods. The ramps of the lower floor 
were all paved with ^tonc blocks. 

The site at this shed, when foundations were finished* was occupied by the 
Thomson Lin* \ 

Shod No. 15, Jacques Cartier Pier. — The foundations of this shed were started 
on July 8th. The excavation, concrete piling, oottcrete piers, walls and filling 
were carried on simultaneously and finished on Aug, 9th. All the ramps of the lower 
floor were paved with stone blocks, and the crib wharf was anchored by steel anchor 
rods. 

The site of this shed, after foundations were all finished, was used by the Allan 
line. 

Shorn conveyor galleries Nos, 16, 17, 18 and 19, and towers A, B, C and D. — 
The construction of the shore conveyor galleries and towers as altered by the con- 
tract of Feb. Sth, 1907, was begun on May 16th, 1907, and the work of foundations, 
etructural steel, concrete floors and corrugated iron siding was continued through- 
out the season. 

Tower "C" and gallery 18, between the elevator and shed No. 7, have been 
completed and are now ready for the installation of Conveyor Machinery. 

Tower "A" and Gallery 17, between the Elevator and Shed No. 4, have been 
erected and their floors laid. 

The structural steel for galleries 16 and 19, and towers i * B" and " D M is now 
being constructed at the works of the Dominion Bridge Co. 

Victoria Pier Foot Bridge. — The elevated foot bridge over the Harbour 
railway tracks, at Victoria Pier, giving foot passengers easy access over railway 
tracks to the river steamers, has been under discussion for some time, and finally 
the City of Montreal approached the Board of Harbour Commissioners as to its con- 
struction. 

The Commissioners, following out their policy of owning any structure of a 
permanent nature on Harbour property, decided on its construction, and passed 
an agreement with the City of Montreal on the 9th of May, 1906, in which it was 
stipulated that the Commissioners would build the Foot Bridge, and that the City 
of Montreal would pay a yearly rental of 5 per cent on the cost, and take this bridge 
down every fall and re-erect it every spring at the expense of the city. 

On the 15th of June, 1906, the Commissioners made a contract with the Cana- 
dian Bridge Co, for the construction and erection of this bridge, the contract price 
being fS,158, It was finished in the fall, too late to be erected. In the spring of 
1907, this bridge was erected and opened to traffic on the 12th of July, 1907, 

It was taken down by the City of Montreal and stored along the flood wall 
n Nov. 2 1st, after having proved very satisfactory. Li ^j 
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There are bertha for ten vessels alongside of the conveyor system, and four ea 
loaded simultaneously, as there are four belts running out of the ele vator. 

Each belt in the system has a carrying capacity of 15,000 bu, per hour, so that 
in can be shipped to vessels at a total rate of 60,000 btu per hour 
All machinery is driven by electric motors. 

The length of the conveyor galleries exceeds that of any similar arrangement 
c- shipping grain to vessels in any portion of the world.

Elevator No. 1, for the season of 1907. 

The following shows the quantities of grain received, delivered and on hand: —

The repairs done consisted principally of the overhauling of elevator legs, 
replacing buckets, babbitting boxes, painting inside spouts, structural steel work, 
etc., and the building is now in first-class condition. 

The Elevator is of the Marine type and designed to hold about 1,000,000 
bushels of grain. The bins are built in circular style with interspaces also con- 
structed to be used for storage purposes. There are three different siaes of bins 
with a storage capacity of 20,000, 7,000 and 3,000 bushels each. 

The maximum load carried was in 1905, and amounted to about 60 per cent, 
of its carrying capacity.

STABILITY OP ELEVATOR. 

Nov. 5th, 1907.

Mr. President, — 

I have the honour to report, as requested, in your letter of 9th October, 1907, 
on an investigation into the stability and general structure of the Harbour Com- 
missioners' Grain Elevator No. 1 . 

In view of the fact that you desired a report not only based on opinions, but on 
comparative measurements and levels of the structures, as it exists to-day and as 
recorded during construction, Mr. Arthur St. Laurent, Assistant Chief Engineer 
of the Public Works Department, who had charge for the Government of the con- 
struction of the elevator, was requested to make an examination and report in 
detail. 

Mr. St. Laurent has presented a report, which is herewith attached, dated 
October 28th, 1907, and which gives complete details of the present efficiency, 
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stability and manner in which the elevator stood since it was completed and 
placed in operation. 

The Commissioners have therefore a report based on a complete knowledge 
of the construction of the elevator, details of measurements taken during con- 
struction and at the present time, and also the opinions of Mr. St. Laurent, which 
will give complete assurances as to the elevator which it is expected will be used 
to its full capacity in the near future. 

At my request, we have received the elevation of the various points and bench- 
marks, which will be valuable as records for future reference. 

Mr. St. Laurent's remark, that any rumours or statements that the stability 
of the elevator has been impaired since completion were maliciously false and 
without foundation in fact, is a complete summing up of his report. 

The description of the piling for the foundations of the elevator shows that 
the load per pile is 18 tons, which is a very safe one, especially as in the new steel 
sheds the load per wooden pile is from 22 to 25 tons. 

The fact that the footings are not independent, but all tied together trans- 
versely with re-inforced steel, gives an additional and uniform stability, and 
strengthens the outer row of piers, the piles in which, are nowhere nearer than 27 
feet from the edge of a permanent concrete bulkhead wall. 

An examination of the plans reveals in my opinion a foundation of exceptional 
strength and stability. 

Mr. St. Laurent states that during construction, he had a set of elevations of 
fixed points taken. It was expected that when the elevator was subjected to a 
full load, a general compression would take place of from 1 inch to 1£ inches. The 
results of the levels taken by Mr. St. Laurent on October 22nd, 1907, after the 
elevator had b en in operation four years, show that the general compression was 
less than expected. The compression on the city side of the elevator varied at 
the very most from one quarter of an inch to half an inch, and the settlement on 
the river side of the elevator was nil. 

As the settlement was nothing on the River side, where it would naturally 
be expected, I think the conclusions can only be most satisfactory. 

Mr. St. Laurent further states that as the elevator has already been submitted 
to 82 £ per cent of the maximum possible load, and as the bins have been filled with- 
out paying any attention to their position, in loading, the foundations of the eleva- 
tor have already proved their strength. He further states that this unequal load- 
ing, before the foundations at the various points had been fully weighted, must 
necessarily produce some cracks. 

It is further mentioned that " it is eminently satisfactory to find that the struc- 
ture has stood so well under an initial unbalanced maximum load." 

With regard to the cracks in the concrete, Mr. St. Laurent states that they are 
not so numerous as expected. Those in the curtain wall are said to have appeared 
in the beginning. Since the elevator has been put into operation, they have not 
materially increased, and probably to a great extent they are caused by shrinkage. 

Mr. St. Laurent further suggests a way to cover up these cracks in the curtain 
wall, which I would recommend to be done next spring. 

He states that his own examination of the interstice bins, about two years ago, 
and the further examination at the present time by a steel inspector, prove that 
the steel in these bins is still in the same perfect condition. 

This report is a very valuable one, and I am sure the Commissioners will ap- 
preciate the full and complete examination made, and the plain, straightforward 
and convincing way in which the results are given. 

In view of this full report, I believe it wiU be unnecessary for me to make any 
further statement than that I fully concur in Mr. St. Laurent's conclusions.

In accordance with the wishes of the Harbour Commissioners, as stated fa 
your letter of the 16th instant, I have visited the Commissioners' grain elevator 
built in 1902 and 1903 by the Steel Storage and Elevator Construction Compart 
of Buffalo, N. Y., and beg to submit my report, in regard to its present efficiency -> 
stability, and as to the manner in which it has stood generally since it was coX*v 
pleted and placed in operation. 

I must sincerely thank the Commissioners and yourself for the trust repo^^^ 
in me, and I am pleased to be able to state most emphatically that I have foi»-^ 
the elevator in very good condition, and that any rumours or statements that ^ 
stability was impaired since completion are maliciously false and without any fou^* 
dation in fact. 

ELEVATOR BUILDING. 

FOUNDATIONS. 

The structure below the bin floor is entirely composed of reinforced concn==^ 
resting on wooden pile foundations. 

The number of piles required according to the plans was 2444, allowing a ma:^^ 
mum load per pile of about 20 tons with full bins. The number placed in the wo 
was 2,879, or 435 more than called for by contract. This includes 71 piles whi -^ 
were badly split or broken in driving, or did not come to a hard bearing, and in eve - 
case these were ordered to be replaced by the addition of extra piles at the Contra»^- 
tor's expense. 

The number, therefore, of sound piles in the work is 2,808, the increased nui — =■ 
be r over that shown in plans reducing the maximum possible load on each pile to^ 
little less than 18 tons, a very safe allowance in hard material. The length of pil- 
left in the work after cutting off at low water level to receive the concrete foo ir 
blocks varied from 18 feet to 42 feet, the shorter lengths being caused by meetir 
with some obstructions, probably stone or pieces of old cribs which could not " 
penetrated deeper. 

Immediately on top of the piles after cutting off, corrugated steel bars, 2 inch 
square, were laid, and concrete deposited in continuous footings 5 feet thick, formin^ r 
the base of the pier system supporting the whole building. 

These footings are not independent, but are all tied together transversel -^ 
with reinforcing steel which binds the whole mass of piles together. 

These explanations are given to show that the pile foundations on which de^^ 
pended the stability of the structure has been done with the utmost care, and is a^^ 
strong as it was possible to make it in a location where solid rock was not avail -* 
able. 

On account of the nature of the material, and according to the general exper - *"^ 
e.nce in buildings submitted to extreme loading, it was expected that a compression^ 
in foundations of one to one and a half inches would take place under full loac^^ 
which, of course, would produce cracks, which are fully to be expected in a concre^ r 
building.. 

As Engineer in charge of the construction, in ord^r that I might be* able "" 
satisfy myself as to the amount of compression which might take place, I arran_ 
to have a net of elevations at fixed points taken for comparison later with sevei 
levels taken on same points. 
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In table No. 1 are given elevations deduced in July, 1904, before the building 
d any grain, and also the determination of the same points on October 22nd, 
IWf, aft* r the house had been in operation four years, 

1 need not these figures in detail. They plainly show that the com- 

pression during t lint time has been much less than expected and they are a positive 
Btid absolute proof that no undue settlement has taken place. In comparing the 
twn Columns i E elevations in table No J taking int<> accu unt, the personal factor in 
reading , holding the rod, etc., which allows of unavoidable slight vara it ions, in le- 
veiling, it can he seen that the compression in foundation has varied from nothing 
to 1 most 1-4 inch, which is remarkably low in this kind of structure. 

No doubt, fume compression took place during construction, and a Bet oi ele- 
vations entirely independent from those given in table No. 1 are given in table 
which give a very gratifying check. 
Iron bolts were set into the base uf some of the concrete piers, and levels taken 
in X U03 f during construction by Mr. J. Lamoureux, Assistant Engineer on the work. 
The location of these points is shown in diagram No. land during my visit to 
Mo ntreal, on October 22nd f 1907, 1 determined again these elevations, starting from 
th^* same initial point as used in the 1903 determination. The result as given in 
ta t> 1 e No. 2 shows the compression to have been very slight even during construction 
anil much less than expeeted. 

The total weight on the foundations with full bins was calculated to be about 
*»O00 tons, the empty, building being one-half that amount or 24,000 tons. At 
>ne time the storage of grain amounted to about 65 per cent, of the total capacity 
of tVie elevator. The foundations, therefore, considered as a whole, have been sub- 
Utt ed to S2.5 percent, of the maximum possible load over the whole area covered 
t he building. This area is very large and may be considered in sections. 
The Superintendent of the elevator informs me that the bins in different sec- 
ions have all been filled at different times, without paying any particular attention 
de of loading. Each part, one after the other, has therefore been submit ted 
the extreme maximum load, and this is the most severe test a building can en- 
d\ti>_* ! rider these conditions the strains in foundation, which have not yet been 
ni it ted and before full compression has taken place, are unequal and bound to 
produce crai 

In a letter dated June 10th, 1904 addressed to the Harbour Commissioners, in 
to the taking over of the elevator from the Contractors, I said the following

Probably it was impossible to secure enough grain to carry on the full loading 
manner suggested and it is eminently satisfactory to find that the structure

(/racks have appeared at some points in the concrete, but they are not as nu- 
°?* r expected. In all building? of this character it is impossible to prevent 

'^cracking of some of the walls or concrete members, due to slight settlement, or 
r expansion and contraction. 
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In the may reinforced concrete structures which I have visited, cracks have 
shown, especially in elevator buildings which are submitted to extreme loads. They 
cannot be avoided and with the heavy steel reinforcements used in the different 
members, cracks do r ot materially affect the strength of the building as all the 
strains in tension are taken by the steel encased in the concrete for that purpose. 

The cracks noticed in the curved curtain walls at the corners do not affect the 
building in any way as these curtain walls are not an essential part of the building 
for strength in supporting a load. As can be seen by sketch No. 2, figures 1 and 2, 
these curtain walk do not stop at wharf level but are carried right to the footing? 
supported on piles and their bearing power is not impaired by whatever partial 
load they may have to support. These cracks appeared in the beginning; and since 
the elevator has been in operation they do not seem to have materially increased. 
Certainly they are about the same as they were two years ago. These curtain vails 
were moulded in one piece and it is possible that on account of their shape, the 
cracks which appeared are due more to shrinkage than to compression, however, 
probably to both causes combined. 

Whatever the cause which may be assigned for their appearance, comparative 
elevations given, show conclusively that they are not caused by any undue settle- 
ment, and about all that is required would be that the cracks should be neatly 
painted for appearance sake and to keep any water or frost from getting into theia 
and increasing their size. 

I am informed that during the testing of the machinery, one of the contractor's 
foremen, who had been left behind to look after these tests attempted to fill thefic 
cracks with mortar. To do this he chipped off the corners on both sides in a ve*y 
irregular manner and made them appear much worse than they were. Being un- 
skilled at this kind of work the filling he put in, naturally did not hold. 

A better way to fix these walls perhaps than that suggested above, would t* 
to secure some kind of wire netting to the outside face, after picking it out as rough 
as possible, building a mould with close scantlings lined with galvanized sheet iron 
3 or 4 inches from the face, and filling in the whole space with fine wet concrete right 
up to the top girder as shown by the red strip to fig 2 of sketch No. 2. Mr. McCabe 
would understand thoroughly how to do this work, under the best conditions, which 
would cost very little. It is my opinion that cracks would again probably appear, 
but not to such an extent and certainly would not be so unsightly. 

GRAIN BINS. 

As there has been much discussion as to the advisability of utilizing the inter- 
spaces left between the circular bins for storage, I went down myself about two years 
ago into some of the interstice bins which had been most frequently used to ascer- 
tain if some of the rods had been strained or if the wall had a tendency to show 
buckling under grain pressure. Everything was found in the same state as when 
built. 

During my last visit, I arranged with one of our steel inspectors to examine 
again such of the interstice bins which were pointed out by the superintendent as 
having been loaded more frequently than the others, under the most adverse con^ 
ditions while some of the surrounding circular bins were empty. Everything was 
found to be in perfect condition. 

The superintendent informs me, moreover, that the machinery is in fine shape, 
and by what I have seen, he certainly deserves praise and great credit for the care 
shown in the general management of the elevator. 

Generally, in all elevator buildings, where there is such a mass of various ma- 
chinery and appliances required for the rapid handling of grain, accidents or break- 
downs are of frequent occurrence. 

In private elevators, such breakdowns are quietly repaired and are not heard of, 
but in public elevators, any breakdown is at once known and thought to be unusual 
with deductions made that the house is inefficient. 
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I am glad to be able to state Mr. Nehin's experience who has had charge of oper- 
ating four new elevators before he came to Montreal. He states most positively 
that the house in which he is now superintendent has given him the least trouble 
in the way of accidents and breakdowns. . 

, MARINE TOWER DOCK. 

The portion of the shore wharf immediately in front of the elevator, supporting 
the Marine tower, rests on crib and pile foundation. The entire front is made of close 
piles 14 ft. x 14 ft. square, driven practically to refusal, supporting the outside face 
of the dock. 

f The retaining walls of the shore wharf on both sides of the elevator, joining to 
Alexandra and to King Edward piers rests on cribs only, the same as the other shore 
wharves in the Harbour. During the construction of these walls and the addition 
of filling at the back, the cribs settled to some extent, and both ends of the marine 
tower dock were slightly affected, producing cracks. 

This dock is not tied in any way to the elevator building and has entirely inde- 
pendent pile foundations. 

J* *■ Since completion it can be seen by the comparative elevations given in table 
No. 3 that the settlement, if any, is hardly perceptible and that the dock has not 
been disturbed. 

BIN FLOOR. 

At the north end of the elevator, there is a small area of flooring which springs 
under the foot, indicating that probably the wire netting used as reinforcement is 
partially detached from the cinder concrete slab. Though it may stand forever like 
that, it might be advisable to cut out the concrete for an area of about 5 feet by 10 
feet and put in a new slab, which I presume will only cost about $25.00 to $30.00. 
la cutting out it may be found that a much shorter slab than stated will prove 
sufficient. 

In conclusion, regarding the stability of the elevator building, which is the main 
point under consideration, and basing my deductions only on my actual knowledge 
of the piling made in the foundations and the way this piling was put down under 
the supervision of most trusty and faithful inspectors, I must emphatically declare 
that as far as human knowledge goes, it would be beyond my comprehension if the 
foundation should show any sign of failing, 

Of course it must also be borne in mind that slight gradual settlement which 
often occurs in heavy structures do not endanger their stability. 

But in this buidling, the comparative figures given, show most conclusively 
that even the amount of usual compression is less than anticipated, and refute 
positively, all stories of undue settlement. 

Cracks, however, in concrete buildings even with the best of artificial found- 
atiora will continue to appear, no matter what is done, under the combined influ- 
ences of usual compression, shrinkage in the material itself or expansion and con- 
traction under the extreme variations of temperature in this country. They do 
appear, sometimes in most unexpected places, and their appearance is hard to ex- 
pWn. 

Heavy steel reinforcement for all vital parts is the best guarantee of safety 
and the present structure is heavily reinforced throughout.

In compliance with the requirements of the Quebec Harbour Commissioners 
Act 1899, 1 have the honour to report as follows on the doings of the Quebec Har- 
bour Commissioners for the year 1907. 

CHIEF ENGINEER'S REPORT. 

The annexed report (Marked A) from the Chief Engineer, Mr. St. Geo. Boswell 
gives information in regard to all matters coming under his care in connection with 
the Commissioners properties, the various additions and repairs made to them, 
and the work of strengthening and deepening the Dock Wall under contract with 
Messrs. M. P. & J. T. Davis. 

wharfinger's report. 

The annexed report (Marked B) from the Wharfinger, Mr. P. Flynn gives the 
usual information in regard to the traffic in the Louise Docks during the year 1907. 

HARBOUR MASTER^ REPORT. 

The annexed report (Marked C.) from the Harbour Master, Mr. J. C. Sullivan, 
gives information in regard to the opening and closing of navigation, formation of 
ice etc. 

PREMISES LEASED. 

Renewals for one year of premises leased have been granted to Messrs. E. M. 
Lennon & Co., Whitehead & Turner, T. Davidson & Co., Madden & Co., Canadian 
Import Co., Canadian Pacific Railway Co., Ner6e Gilbert, JuUen Lapointe, Quebec 
Coal Co., Jos. Gingras, J. S. Thorn and, J. B. E. Letellier. Atkinson's wharf front was 
rented to Mr. Henri Menier and store No. 6, East India Wharf to Mr. J. J. Murphy. 

REPAIR8 TO PROPERTIES. 

Careful attention has been paid to the various properties of the Commissioners 
to maintain and bring them up to a first-class condition. 

STRENGTHENING AND DEEPENING. 
DOCK WALLS. 

A supplementary contract for the balance of the work in the Outer Basin, in- 
volving an expenditure of about $200,000.00 has been entered into with Messrs. 
M. P. & J. T. Davis and good progress with this contract has been made during the 
year 1907. It is expected that this work will be completed in 1908 and thus the 
whole of the Dock frontage will be available for the trade of the Port for the season 
of 1909. 

23-3 
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SECURING CROSS WALL. 

This work which the Commissioners carry on by day's work during the winter 
months is progressing steadily, and it is hoped that it will be completed during the 
winter of 1908. 

GRAVING DOCK ACCOMMODATION. 

The Commissioners have continued pressing on the attention of the Dominion 
Government the necessity of providing increased Graving Dock accommodation in 
the Harbour of Quebec, capable of meeting the present and future requirement 
of the St. Lawrence trade. 

On this subject the Commissioners have forwarded to the Honourable, the act- 
ing Minister of Public Works and the other members of the Federal Government, a 
resolution urging the immediate construction of such a Graving Dock, and that 
as it would be national in its character serving the whole shipping trade of the 
Dominion of Canada, it should be of the largest dimensions with an entrance of 100 
feet, which would give the necessary accommodation to Steamships now and in 
the future using the St. Lawrence. * 

Since this resolution was forwarded, the Commissioners have kept the urgency 
of this matter before the Government, and trust to hear of immediate and favourable 
action being taken. 

HARBOUR IMPROVEMENTS. 

For the purpose of providing improvements and equipment required in the 
Harbour, the Commissioners have been authorized by the Act 6-7 Edward VII, Chap- 
ter 36 to borrow and issue Bonds for the sum of $800,000.00. 

BREAKWATER EXTENSION. 

At the instance of the Commissioners the Dominion Government added 200 feet 
to their breakwater extension-shed. This addition will allow three of the largest 
steamers berthing at the breakwater and extension at the same time, and will 
greatly facilitate the trade of the port. Under letter from Department of Public 
Works of date Nov. 14th, the Commissioners were appointed as the Department's 
agent for the management of the breakwater extension and shed. 

BY-LAWS. 

By-Laws amending the Louise Docks railway regulations, and as to the passage 
of vessels from and into the Inner Basin were passed on the 11th of July, and for- 
warded to the Department of Marine and Fisheries for the approval of His Excel- 
lency the Governor-General-in-Council. 

ELEVATOR AND BRICK BUILDING. 

The Grain Elevator and Brick Building on the Embankment, the property of 
the Quebec Terminal Co., have been purchased from them by the Commissioners. 

POLICE PROTECTION AT DOCK8. 

The Commissioners are very pleased to note that their urgent representations 
have been attended to, and that police protection is now supplied 1 at the docks. 
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One of the Commissoiners' buildings at the Cross Wall has been fitted up by 
them as a police station. A detail of constables is now stationed there, thus giving 
at all times, much needed police protection there, to the shipping and travelling 
public. 

COLD STORAGE PLANT. 

The balance of $20,000.00 to the Quebec Cold Storage Co., on the purchase of 
their plant and buildings fell due and was paid by the Commissioners on the 1st 
June last. 

ELECTION BY THE SHIPPING INTEREST AND BOARD OP TRADE. 

At the meeting held on the 8th of August, a letter was received from tne Secre- 
tary of the Board of Trade, Quebec, notifying that Mr. Geo. Tanguay, M. P. P., had 
been re-elected as the Board's representative on the Commission for the ensuing 
term of three years, and at same meeting notifications of the re-election of Mr. Et. 
Dussault as the representative of the Board of Trade of Levis and of the election 
of Messrs Felix Carbray and William M. Do bell, as representatives of the Shipping 
Interest were received. 

CHANGES IN PERSONNEL OF THE COMMISSION. 

Mr. Roger LaRue was appointed by the Dominion Government to the vacancy 
on the Board caused by the death of the late Mr. N. Rioux and Mr. John S. Thorn 
was appointed by the same authority to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Mr. Harold Kennedy. 

The Commissioners desire here to express their sense of the valuable services 
rendered to the Board and to the shipping interests of the port by Mr. Kennedy 
during his bng term of office. 

DEATHS OP MR. RIOUX AND MR. FELIX CARBRAY 

The Commissioners have to record with feelings of the profoundest regret 
the death during the year of two of their oldest and most esteemed members, the 
late Mr. N. Rioux who passed away on the 1st January 1907, and the late Mr. Felix 
Carbray on the 20th of December. 

During their bng term of office these gentlemen, by their intimate knowledge 
with all matters connected with the shipping and commercial interests of this Port, 
had rendered the Commissioners and the Community at large, most valuable ser- 
vices, and their personal characters have endeared them to their colleagues on the 
Board. 

EXPENDITURE ON CAPITAL ACCOUNT. 

The expenditure on Capital Account during the year has been $145,766.93. 

Particulars of this expenditure will be found in a statement accompanying 
this report. 

The Commissioners have received advances of $117,080.75 from the Domin- 
ion Government during 1907 in connection with the work of deepening and 
strengthening the Dock Walls. 

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 

The revenue of the Commissioners for the year 1907 has been $106,623.19, an 
increase of $5,723.57, over that of 1906, and the expenditure $87,369.38, leaving a 
surplus of $19,253.81 over the working expenses and interest on $350,000.00 of 
first preference bonds.

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ACTING CHAIRMAN. 

During the absence in Europe of the chairman, Mr. J. B. Lalibert6, Mr. William 
M. Macpherson was the presiding officer, having been unanimously elected by the 
Board as acting chairman. 

ICE CUTTING. 

During the winter of 1906-07, 80, 925 blocks of ice have been cut for local use. 

Care has been taken that all this ice cut for domestic purposes is perfectly pure 
and taken from localities in the Harbour that have been selected, after an anaylsis 
of the ice had been made. 

To this report are annexed the various statements conveying the information 
yearly forwarded to your Department, in connection with the Harbour, as also a 
complete statement of the Commissioners accounts for the year.

Sir,— 

I have the honour to submit herewith the following, with reference to the va- 
rious works in connection with the maintenance and improvement of the Harbour 
accommodation, carried out by this Department during the past year. 

CONTRACT WORK. 

The new cribwork Quay Front, to the Louise embankment in the Wet Dock, 
has been completed, with the exception of a portion of the back filling and some 
minor work, such as deck planking, mooring posts, fenders, etc. In the Tidal Har- 
bour five substructure cribwork blocks have been sunk in position, along the 
Embankment Quay Front, making a finished length of foundation in the Tidal 
Harbour of 810 feet. 

Of the above length of 810 feet, 324 feet form part of the contract of July 26th, 
1905, and the balance, 486 feet, part of the contract of March 26th, 1907, between 
the Harbour Commissioners and Messrs M. P. & J. T. Davis. 

CROSSWALL STRENGTHENING. 

This work was continued during the winter of 1906-07, when 42 tie rods were 
placed in position, making, with the 14 placed in position the previous winter, a total 
of 56 rods now completed. It is expected that the balance of these tie rods will be 
put in place this coming winter. 

GENERAL WORK. 

In order to restore the Embankment carriage roadway to its original width 
opposite the Immigration building, which it has been found necessary to do, owing 
to the increase of vehicular traffic, it has been decided to have the baggage plat- 
form now situated thereon, removed; consequently a new and more commodious 
platform, measuring 300 feet in length by 30 feet in width, has been erected just 
east of the United States building. The old baggage platform will be removed and 
the new platform put in use as soon as the necessary railway connections have 
been completed. A part of these Railway connections has been laid down, but 
has not been completed, pending the removal of some of the out-buildings 
connected with the Immigration building. 

A railway line running parallel to the main line has been partly completed; 
this line is required in order to relieve the main line of a part of the freight traffic, 
and will, when finished, connect with the sidings serving the various freight sheds 
and berths in the Tidal Harbour and Wet Dock. To make room for this track, the 
wing of the brick flour store was taken down, and the railway car weigh-house 
removed to a site south of its former one. 

Partial repairs have been made to the Tidal Harbour face of the breakwater, 
and to the northern cribwork. 

Tenders for the timber and deals, required for the work of putting the north- 
ern cribwork into a good state of repair, have been called for, so that this work 
can be undertaken next season. 
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The range light at the north east corner of the bj^akwater has been placed 
on the new metallic tower, referred to as under construction, in last year's report, the 
old tower has been removed, and the railway tracks, along the river front of the 
breakwater and extension connected together. 

The Bridge Engineer's dwelling, situated at the north end of Dalhousie street, 
has been rebuilt and enlarged, and the adjoining store repaired. Customs bond 
rooms have been placed in the Freight Sheds Nos. 18-19 and 20. 

A receiving shed has been erected in connection with the cold store, and a 
freezing room installed in the main building where the temperature can be main- 
tained at zero. 

The store room, on the ground flat of the building No. 10 has been newly floored 
and is now used as a landing shed for the S. S. Savoy. 

A police station has been fitted up in the building at the Southern end of the 
Cross Wall, known as Fraser/s and has been occupied by the City Police since the 
latter part of June last. 

The usual repairs and renewals, required to keep them in good order, have been 
made to the railway lines, roadways, buildings, and wharves of the Commission. 

The Cross Wall draw bridge was operated for the first time, the past season, on 
the 16th of April, and for the last time on the 6th. of December. 

The water was retained in the Wet Dock for the first time on April 27th., and 
for the last time on December 5th., on which date the gates were allowed to remain 
open, and were secured for the winter.

S. S. "DEVONA," on passage from Montreal to London was damaged by ice, 
returned to Quebec and moored in the Louise Basin, discharged a part of her cargo 
after which she received temporary repairs, reloaded and proceeded to sea. 

S.S. ' ' CHS. KNUDSEN" on her last trip down went ashore at the Brandy Pots , 
had to come back and came into Louise Basin where she received temporary 
repairs, and then proceeded to New York for a general repair. 

During the past season the different, ocean mail steamers landed 14,600 pass- 
engers at the Immigration Station, Louise Docks, who were forwarded to their fu- 
ture homes by the different Railway Companies. No record has been kept of Cabin 
passengers. 

There are wintering in the Louise Docks, lumber, coal, railway ties, timber, 
etc., etc. 

Dining the year, spaces were rented at low rates for storage of coal landed and 
removed from the water front. 

The surface traffic has required the employment of 13,050 cars, being an in- 
crease of 4,831 car3 over last year. 

There are stored in the different freight sheds, salt, cement, etc., etc., which the 
owners are obliged to remove before the opening of navigation, VIZ: — 
450 tons of Cement.

Dominion Coal Co., have 700 tons coal stored on space rented to them, and the 
Nova Scotia Steel and Coal Co., 8,000 tons coal on their space. 
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The Docks are occupied during the winter by a large number of vessels of 
various tonnages where they find safe quarters until the opening of navigation.

Navigation was open in the harbour all winter. 

Tugs were working in the Louise Docks up to the 8th December. 

Several small sailing craft arrived from lower St. Lawrence on the 2nd or April. 

Schooner J. E. W. H. Heppell with passengers etc., arrived from the Lower St. 
Lawrence on the 4th of April. 

Schooners and other sailing craft left for the Lower St. Lawrence on the 7th of 
April. 

S.S. King Edward, first outward steamer with passengers and freight, left the 
Harbour for the North Shore of the Gulf of St. Lawrence on the 7th of April. 

The Ice bridge connecting the Island of Orleans with the North Shore broke up 
on the 11th of April. 

S. S. Druid and S. S. Lord Strathcona came out of the Levis Graving Dock on 
the 11th of April. 

S. S. King Edward, first passenger and freight steamer, from the lower St. Law- 
rence, arrived in the harbour on the 15th of April. 

The ice in the tidal harbour broke up on the 15th of April. 

The St. Charles Ice bridge broke up on the 18th of April. 

The ice in the Wet Dock broke up on the 22nd of April. 

S. S. Savoy, left the harbour for the Island of Anticosti, Gulf St. Lawrence with 
passengers and freight on the 18th of April and returned on the 23rd of April. 

Government tender S. S. Challenger left for Grosse Isle Station on the 24th of 
April. 

S.S. Marine, first ocean steamer with general cargo arrived in the Harbour on 
the 26th of April. 

S.S. Fornebo, first steamer with coal cargo arrived in the harbour on the 1st 
of May. 

The Allan Line S.S. Ionian, first passenger steamer from sea arrived on the 4th 
of May. 

Navigation between Quebec and Montreal was open on the 2nd of May. 

All pontoons were placed in the harbour on the 3rd., of May. 

First passenger steamer of the Richelieu & Ontario Navigation Company from 
Montreal S. S. St. Iren6e arrived in the harbour on the 4th of May, and made her 
return trip on the same evening. 

The first Royal Mail and passenger steamer, Allan line S. S. Virginian arrived 
in the harbour with passengers and mails on the 6th of May. 
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First Richelieu & Ontario Navigation Co., S. S. Chicoutimi left the harbour 
for the Saguenay on the 11th of May and made her return trip on the 13th of May. 

During the past season seven warships arrived and anchored in the Harbour 
viz;— H.M.S. ' ' Good Hope" ' ' Hampshire" ' ' Arg vie" " Roxburgh" Italian " Verese" 
German "Bremen" and American training ship "Cordoral". 

No ballast was discharged in the harbour during the past season. 

In addition to the routine work of the harbour and the office four hundred and 
seventy ocean sea-going vessels have been berthed in the Louise Docks, Breakwater 
and Point-^t-Carcy wharves. 

This does not include a large number of steam barges schooners etc., etc. 

The last passenger steamer of the Richelieu & Ontario Navigation Co., 
for the Saguenay, S.S. Tadousac with passengers and freight, left on the 16th of 
November, and returned on the 18th of November. 

The last passenger and Mail Steamer S. S. Lake Erie left on the 25th of No- 
vember for the sea. 

Last Richelieu & Ontario Navigation Company S. S. St. Iren6e with pas- 
sengers and freight left the harbour for Montreal on the 27th of November. 

Last Steamer S. S. Fritzo with coal cargo arrived in the Harbour on the 1st 
Dec., and left for sea on the 5th of December. 

The ice in the Wet Dock formed on the 6th of December. 

The last arrival from sea, S.S. Dunelm with cargo, arrived in the harbour on 
the 9th December and left for Montreal on the 11th Decembsr. 

The ice in the Tidal Basin formed on the 12th of December. 

Up to the 30th December the ice bridge connecting the Island of Orleans and 
the North Shore had not formed. 

Notices have been posted in suitable localities warning parties from discharg- 
ing rubbish of any kind in the river and every precaution is being taken to prevent 
any violation of the regulations of the Commissioners in that respect.

The most extraordinary and rather unpleasant feature of last year's transac- 
tion is, no doubt, the sudden and unexpected falling off in the Ocean traffic of our 
Port. The volume of trade and the value of direct export were reduced to mere 
trifles, and the number of vessels did not reach by half, the average of arrivals for 
the last ten or fifteen years. Only 30 steamers with but 56,120 tons, as against the 
already reduced number of 49 S. S. in 1906; 60 S. S. in 1905 and 106 S. S. in 1903, 
registered in our port; and not a single vessel arrived in either of the out-ports of 
Lake St. Peter, nor in Batiscan. Out of this scanty number even more than half 
carried coal. We have to go back to the seventy's to register such poor result. 

Two facts, however, account for, and partly condone this serious falling off 
in that particular direction. 

1. The persistent depression and the low prices prevailing in the Lumber mar- 
ket of Great Britain and, as a fortunate offset, the larger demand and remunerative 
prices for the same staple in the United States. 

2. The unusual high level of the St. Lawrence during the whole season of na- 
vigation. 

Through the first cause trade merely changed direction; by the second the 
shipping altered its operation. 

With an average of 5 feet over the ordinary level it became possible for steam- 
ers to take their full cargo in Montreal, owners taking advantage of this favour- 
able condition in the river St. Lawrence received from outside, particularly from 
our section and port, by rail and by barges, part of this freight, instead of as inor- 
dinary times, completing their cargoes at Three Rivers, or at Quebec so that the 
unusually high water-level, while it materially facilitated transportation was 
responsible for much of the decrease in the shipping of the port. 

At all events, only 8 steamers carrying but 2\ million feet of lumber, left direct 
for Great Britain and one with a little over 100,000 ft. for Cuba. On the other hand 
some 10 million feet were sent to Montreal or Quebec in bateaux for transhipment, 
so that actually, about 12£ million feet formed our last year's export to the British 
market, against 40 and 50 million in former years. Of pulp and paper shipped to 
the old country no record whatever is kept for our port. 

Fortunately the progress of our industries, of our agriculture and other enter- 
prises was only partly affected by those momentary drawbacks. Everywhere, in 
mills and factories, in fields and forests reign the greatest activity. Foreign capital 
continues to seek investments. One of the largest cotton factories in the country 
is in course of construction in our city and will be in operation at the beginning of 
next season. 
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Our import of coal is now nearing 100,000 tons, valued about $350,000. Sul- 
phur amounts to 7,799 tons and $280,000; Pig iron, 3,912 tons and about $65,000. 
Other material and raw products for our industries continue to come, as usual, in a 
roundabout way. 

While thus our ocean traffic is lingering, traffic with the United States is be- 
coming daily more important. The number of canal boats and steam barges is 
now not far from a thousand, and imports as well as exports constantly increase. 
The latter nearly doubled during the last two years: from $1,147,000 in 1905, they 
reached $1 ,748,000 in 1906, and $2,340,000 in 1907. Thus it has more than compen- 
sated the difference caused by last year's loss in our export trade to Great Britain. 

The quantity of lumber shipped to the United States during last season ex- 
ceeded 25 million feet valued at about $450,000. Pulpwood, of which some 88,000 
cords left our wharves by boats realized $800,000; wood pulp $200,000; paper 
$200,000; asbestos $213,000; aluminum $167,000. 

The season of 1907, with all its drawbacks was after all, a fairly prosperous one 
for this port.

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FIFTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 
To the Commissioners of the Harbour of Toronto — 

Gentlemen: 

I have the honour to submit my report for the year 1907. 

The Harbour was clear of ice on the 28th March, having been frozen over for 
69 days, or 13 days less than during the winter of 1905-6. This winter has so far 
been a mild one and the harbour is still free of ice. 

The first vessel to arrive with cargoes was the ' ' Macassa," on the first of April; 
Captain Henderson, to whom the historical "Harbour Master's Hat" was given ; 

The last arrival was the SS. "Canadian," Captain Hagan, with a cargo of pig 
iron from Port Arthur on the 15th Dec. 

The number of vessels arriving at this port during the season was 3661, 
or 255 more than for 1906.

The year commenced with a cash balance of $5,91 7.24. The receipts for tie 
year amount to $11,914.68, making a total of $17,831.92. The expenses forth 
year amount to $8,645.75, leaving a balance in cash of $9,286.17, an increase of 
$3,368.93. 

The Coal receipts for the year are as follows, viz.: Anthracite Coal, 11 5,299 tone, 
Bituminous Coal, 40,616 tons, in all 155,915 tons or6,587tons less than last year, 
the shortage being occasioned by the difficulty vessels met with in obtaining car- 
goes at the American lake ports. 

The total quantity of coal imported into Toronto by rail and vessel as per Go- 
vernment Returns, is as follows, viz.: Anthracite Coal, 643,862 tons; BituminoU 
Coal, 659,093 tons, in all 1,302, 955 tons. 

The highest water for the year was 26£ inches above zero on June 11th. 11* 
lowest water was 7£ inches above zero, on Jan. 1st. The average for the yearfe 
18£ inches above zero, or 5£ inches higher than in 1906. 

Dredging was done by Contractor Mr. Frank Simpson at about the same prio* 
as last year, at the Western Channel and at several of the wharves of the city, h 
all 14,255 cubic yards of material were removed at a cost of $3,659.95, or about 8000 
cubic yards less than last year. 

The Light-houses were lighted at the Queen's Wharf for the first time in tk 
season on April 1st, and were discontinued on the 14th Dec. 

The Harbour Buoys were placed out on March 27, and taken up for the winter 
on Dec. 7. 

Captain Hall, who was appointed Deputy Harbour Master in October, 1896, 
and who had given faithful service to the Commissioners for eleven years, died, after 
a protracted illness, on the 12th of April. The vacancy was filled by the appoint- 
ment of Mr. John M. Allan on the 28th June, who had been for several years in the 
employ of the Harbour Commissioners as check clerk and Inspector on the dredge 
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r work in the harbour. I am pleased to be able to state that the appoint- 
heen ^ati^fact<try in all respects.

The government proposes to construct a new channel at the western entrance, 
somewhat south of the present one, where water of greater depth can be obtained for 
navigation without having to remove rock, as would be the case were the present 
channel deepened sufficiently to admit of vessels drawing 18 or 20 feet of water, and

I have the honor to submit the Annual Report of the business of the Port 
Warden's Office with the statements of exports, receipts and expenditure for the 
year 1907. 

The opening of navigation was somewhat late owing to the accumulation of ice 
at Cap Rouge, which did not move out until the morning of the second of May, when 
the Steamers "Marina" and "Hibernian" left Quebec, arriving at this port the same 
evening. 

The first vessel to enter the Gulf of St. Lawrence by the Straits of Belle Isle 
this season was the S. S. ' ' Pelican" from Great Britain, to be engaged in the trade 
on the Great Lakes; she passed through the Straits on 19th June, reporting very 
little ice. 

On 13th M<iy, at 7 p.m., the longshoremen, taking advantage of the accumu- 
lation of vessels in the port, went out on strike and remained out eight days, return- 
ing to work on 21st May. The result of the strike, at this time was a congested con- 
dition of the wharves from which it took some time to recover. 

This fall has been unusually mild and open, very little snow, and ice on the 
river very late in forming; the season has the record for the latest arrival of a vessel 
from sea, viz, the S. S. ' ' Dunelm" from Middles boro, Eng., with a cargo of pig iron, 
which arrived on 13th December at 4.30 p. m. 

The last ocean vessel to leave the port this season was the Elder Dempster 
& Co's S. S. " Andoni," which sailed hence at daylight on 29th November. 
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The non-arrival of any foreign going sailing vessels in the port this season is re- 
markable, but the molasses and sugar cargoes inward and the lumber for the River 
Plate and elsewhere, of which they were the carriers in the past, is now entirely 
monopolized by steamships. 

The depth of water in the ship channel between this port and Batiscan this 
season has been unusually high, and no difficulty has been experienced by any 
vessel loading at this port for lack of water, as all were able to load to the full draft 
desired; the lowest depth recorded in the ship- channel during the season was 30' 
8" on 21s September. 

The only mishap on the St. Lawrence between Quebec and this port, to record 
this season, was the stranding of the Canadian Pacific Railway Co's S. S. "Mont- 
real/' which ran aground in Lake St. Peter on the night of the 29th October, 
striking the cribwork or concrete base of Light House Tower with her port bow and 
sustaining considerable damage; she had to be taken to the Dry Dock at Quebec 
for repairs. 

There were 378 over sea or foreign going steamships (no sailing vessels) re- 
ported at this office with a tonnage of 1,348,552 tons, against 396 vessels and 1,- 
361,418 tons last season, a decrease of 18 vessels and 12,866 tons. 

The business to the lower ports this season consisted of : entered 321 vessels of 
all classes with a tonnage of 531,189 tons, against 376 vessels of 590,935 tons last 
year, a decrease of 55 vessels and 59,746 tons. Clearances of vessels loaded for the 
lower ports this season consisted of 93 vessels of all classes with a tonnage of 61 ,350 
tons, against 101 vessels of 62,967 tons last season, a decrease of 8 vessels and 
1,617 tons. 

While in comparison with last year there has been an increase in the export of 
grain, flour and apples from this port, there has been a general decrease in other 
articles. 

The total importation of coal via the St. Lawrence River this season was 1,555,- 
504 tons , as compared with 1,665,454 tons last year, a decrease of 99,950 tons; this 
shortage was due to the ice blockade on the Cape Breton coast, which prevented 
vessels from getting in or out of the coal ports. 

The shipments of various kinds for the past season manifested and reported at 
this office are as per attached statement.

REPORT ON MONTREAL PILOTAGE. 

Sir,— 

I have the honour to present a report of the working of the Montreal Pilotage 
for the year 1907 

The offices in Montreal are situated on the water front at No. 223 Commis- 
sioners street. Captain James J. Riley is the superintendent; Mr. Omer Michaud 
is the assistant; Mr. Louis Pinoteau is the messenger. 

The offices in Quebec are on Dalhousie street, opposite the Quebec Pilot's 
office and the Boatman's landing. Mr. Ulric Thibaudeau is the officer in charge. 

At the close of the year 1906, the number of Branch Pilots on the roll for active 
service was fifty (50). On the 11th of January, 1907, Mr. Narcisse Perrault having 
reached the age of seventy (70) was superannuated, and on the 1st of April, 1907, 
Mr. J. Delavoie Frenette was promoted in his stead. 

On the 11th of January, 1907, Mr. Joseph Edouard Pleau was dismissed for 
inebriety, and on the 20th of April, 1907, Mr. Fortunat Hamelin was promoted in 
his stead. 

On the 1st of May, 1907, Mr. Nestor Arcand was found to be physically unfit 
for duty, and was placed on the pension list, and on the 3rd of July, 1907, Mr. 
Cyriac Gauthier was promoted in his stead, so that the number of Branch Pilots 
in active service has been maintained at fifty (50), and so remains at this date. 

The amount earned by the Branch Pilots during the year 1907 was seventy- 
three thousand, eight hundred and sixty dollars and fifty-five cents ($73,860.55) 
(see Appendix 3) which shows the names of the Branch Pilots, their age, place of 
residence, date of branch, number of pilotages during the season to Montreal and 
intermediate ports, total number of trips, earnings on Montreal trips and on trips 
to intermediate ports, total amount of earnings and how employed — that is to say, 
whether on Special Service or Tour-de-R61e. 

The largest amount earned during 1907 by any one Branch Pilot was twenty- 
eight hundred and fifty-three dollars and twelve cents ($2,850.12), and the smallest 
was two hundred and thirty-five dollars and seven cents ($235.07). 

The number of Branch Pilots on special service at the close of the season was 
thirty-nine (39) and on Tour-de-R61e, eleven (11). The amount earned by the 
thirty-nine (39) Special Service men was sixty-eight thousand, five hundred and 
thirty-six dollars and ninety-two cents ($68,536.92), and by the eleven (11) Tour- 
de-Rdle men, five thousand, three hundred and twenty-three dollars and sixty- 
five cents ($5,323.65), an average of one thousand, eight hundred and ninety-three 
dollars and eighty-six cents ($1,893.86) for Special Service Pilots, and of four 
hundred and eighty-three dollars and ninety-seven cents ($483.97) for Tour-de- 
Rdle Pilots. 
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The standard of conduct on the part of the Pilots has been good and well main- 
tained. Mr. Joseph Edouard Pleau was dismissed for inebriety, and Mr. Constant 
Toupin lost the work of the ' ' Elder Dempster Co." for the same reason. 

There have not been any charges of inefficiency against the Pilots, except in 
the case of Mr. C. Lyderic Bouilte, who was found in default for the stranding of 
S.S. "Montreal" of the C. P. R. Line, in Lake St. Peter, and who was mulcted 
in the sum of seventy-five dollars, to be paid in three (3) equal instalments. 

(Appendix 2) shows the names of the ten (10) selected Apprentice Pilots; and 
a summary of their work on ocean vessels during the" season 1907. Mr. J. B. 
Angers, who is No. 1 on this list, was passed during the year 1906, and Mr. D. J. 
Perrault, who is No. 2 on the list, was passed by a Board of Examiners convened 
for that purpose during this present month. These two men are to continue on 
the roll of Selected Apprentices until they are branched. 

(Appendix 3) shows the full number of Apprentices in the order of their 
seniority. 

(Appendix 4) shows the names of the peison* who are receiving pensions 
from the Pilots' Superannuation Fund, and the amounts they each get every three 
months. There have been three names added to this list since the elate of my last 
year's report. 

The Pilots' Superannuation Fund is in the custody and under the administra- 
tion of the Finance Department in Ottawa; this office serves as a disbursing agency 
only and renders an accounting for all monies received. 

(Appendix 5) shows the number of vessels reported at this office, their total 
tonnage, number of masters and crews, and the number of inward passengers. 

(Appendix 6) shows the changes that have been made in the By-laws of the 
Pilotage District of Montreal under authority of the Department, dated December 
18th, 1907.

Sir, — In submitting the Annual Report, covering work for the year ending 
December 31, 1908, in the port of Montreal, the Commissioners desire to record their 
appreciation of the support given by the Minister of Marine and Fisheries, and his 
co-operation. 

They desire, further, to express their thanks for advice and suggestions received 
from time to time from the board of trade, chambre de Commerce, corn exchange, 
shipping federation, railways, merchants, ship captains, pilots, cartage companies, 
stevedores, longshoremen whose valuable experience and co-operation do much to make 
the administration of harbour business efficient and satisfactory. 

The season of 1908 will be remembered chiefly by the marked depression in trade 
throughout the commercial world, following upon the financial crisis in the United 
States, from which Canada was not allowed to escape. Business conditions through- 
out the year were not expected to yield satisfactory results. It is the more gratify- 
ing, therefore, to be able to record the steady progress of the port of Montreal. The 
tonnage volume for 1908 exceeds that for 1907, which was the largest in the port's 
history. 

Safety of St. Lawrence Ship Channel. — This result is mainly attributable to the 
" large quantities of grain attracted to the St. Lawrence route on account of its safety, 
and the increased facilities within the port for the rapid and economical handling 
of cargo. What the improvements to the St. Lawrence ship channel, in the last five 
years, mean may be inferred from the record of depth for the past season, one of the 
dryest in a quarter of a century.

•■ That there should be an average depth of 40 feet of water in the St. Lawrence 
ahip channel during the month of May, 37 feet during June, 34 feet during July 
- 28—1 
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gives a low water depth for the first half of our season of 84 feet. From August to 
November the depth varies from 32 feet to 30 feet 5 inches, thus a clear low water 
depth of 30 feet is now maintained in the St. Lawrence ship channel during the 
entire season, and 34 feet during the first half. These are facts of no mean signifi- 
cance. 

Despatch in the handling of cargoes in the port of Montreal. — It has been the 
aim of the Commissioners to supplement the great work oi the Marine and Fisheries 
Department, in giving to Canada a safe, well buoyed and well lighted channel from 
the ocean to Montreal, by creating within the port itself, conditions tending toward 
despatch and economy in the handling of cargoes. 

What has been accomplished during the past season toward this end can be 
inferred from the following instances of rapid loading and discharge selected at 
random : — 

The Canadian Pacific SR. liner Mount Royal discharged 4,250 tons inward and 
took on 9,500 tons outward, general cargo, in 53 hours. 

The Allan liner Hesperian has been loaded and unloaded in 40 hours. 

The average time taken in European ports to load and discharge 10,000 tons i? 
14 days. The port of Montreal handled 13,700 tons in less than three days. 

Economy in the handling of cargoes in the port of Montreal. — During the year 
1908 the handling cost on every ton of through freight in and out has been reduced 
by 22 cents per ton. The saving thus effected has amounted in a single season to 
over $90,000. 

As this reduction affects imports and exports to and from all parts of Canada, 
this affords a striking example of the national character of the port, the administra- 
tion and development of which ought to concern every Canadian. ' Safety, * economy' 
and ' despatch ' constitute the working mottoes of the port* and will not fail to attract, 
ere long, a large increase of business. 

During the year, largo constructional works have been brought to a close, as 
will be seen from the detailed reports that follow. The port of Montreal will, there- 
fore, at the opening of 1909 be better equipped than ever in its history to cope with 
the problems of increasing trade. 

Notwithstanding this fact, the Commissioners feel that the responsibilities of 
the future are of a national character and must be met in a broad national spirit. 

Great works must be undertaken, facilities must be created and money wisely 
spent to meet the demands of Canada's increasing business. The St. Lawrence water- 
way must be made the great imperial highway of commerce on the North American 
continent. 

Inspection of the port by His Excellency Lord Grey. — Early in the year, His 
Excellency expressed a wish to see what was going on in the port. A date for the 
inspection was accordingly arranged and a representative party of business men was 
invited to meet the Governor General. The Minister of Marine and Fisheries kindly 
placed the SS. Lady Grey at the Commissioners disposal and the party was enter- 
tained at luncheon on board. 

His Excellency showed the keenest interest in the development work in (ppo- 
gress and was kind enough to express his approval of th'5 efforts being made to pre- 
pare the port for the proud destiny awaiting it. His Excellency was attended by Sir 
irnnbury Williams and Oapt. Newton, A.D.C. Those who joined the Governor 
General's party were: —

missioners. 
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Entertainment of Distinguished Visitors. — Among the distinguished imperial 
guests which the Commissioners had the honour of entertaining during the year was 
Viscount Milner, G.C.B., K.C.B., G.C.M.G, Hon. D.C.L. (Oxon), 

During* the year the Commissioners also had the honour of entertaining : — 

The Association of Canadian Municipalities, 

The Dominion of Canada Manufacturers' Association, during their conventions 
held in the city. 

A representative gathering of citizens was also entertained at luncheon at the 
driving of the last rivet in the new steel sheds by the Hon. L. P. Brodeur. 

These different functions afforded rare opportunities of impressing the busi- 
ness men of Canada with the magnitude of the work entailed in the building of a 
great port, and the vital importance of the port's efficiency to the business of the 
country. 

European trip of the President and Chief Engineer. — iln view of the large and 
important port extensions contemplated, it was thought wise that both knowledge and 
facts should be collected at first hand as to the experience of other ports before under- 
taking development work at home. 

For this purpose the president, Major G. W. Stephens, Chief Engineer F. W. 
Cowie, and Private Secretary M. P. Fennell, jr., were deputed to visit British and 
continental ports and study on the spot their administration and constructional 
methods. 

On January 8, 1908, therefore, the harbour representatives started on their trip 
abroad. Four months were given to this work, during which the following ports 
were visited : — Antwerp, Bristol, Cardiff, Glasgow, Hamburg, Havre, Liverpool, London, 
Manchester, Marseille, Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

At the instance of the Hon. the Minister of Marine and Fisheries letters of intro- 
duction were furnished through the courtesy of the Eight Hon. Lord Strathcona, 
High Commissioner for Canada in London, to all the chief port authorities. A mass 
of valuable information has been collected and printed in a special report, comprising 
an intimate study of port conditions abroad, with special reference- to the develop- 
ment of the port of Montreal and Canadian transportation. From an engineering 
standpoint the experience obtained was of marked value to Mr. F. W. Cowie, particu- 
larly in connection with the new development plans, upon which he is now con- 
centrating his attention. 

From a commercial point of view also, its importance must not be overlooked. 
This trip has laid the foundation for opening up new avenues of trade between the 
great world ports of Europe and the port of Montreal. A business connection has 
been firmly established, which, when the port facilities at Montreal are created to 
take care of the increased tonnage, will bring new ships and new trade to the St. 
I*awrence. 

The experience of this trip has further convinced the Commissioners that Mont- 
Teal's strategic trade position justifies the immediate adoption of a well defined scheme 
of port extension. 

Commissioners' western trip. — Taking advantage of an invitation extended the 
Commissioners by Mr. Frank W. Morse, vice-president and general manager of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, Mr. Stephens and Mr. Ballantyne went west to visit 
Canadian and American exporters. For this purpose, Chicago, Minneapolis, Duluth, 
Winnipeg, Fort William and Port Arthur were inspected. Through the courtesy of 
Mr. Morse every facility was afforded of examining the grain-handling facilities of 
the west. Exporters were pleased at the improvements installed at the port of Mont- 
real and stated that the Canadian route was fast becoming the favourite. 

The lessons of this trip again emphasize the necessity of immediately preparing 
the port of Montreal for the enormous trade development in the west.

The 
first season's work, in which 7«\iX¥> oars were received and despatched, was carried on 
with equipment rented from the railways. This year, however, the Commissioners 
own their own locomotives and are doincr the work with their own equipment. 

The importance of ••m'eieney in this department can hardly he overestimated. 
for through its agency the despatch of the port is largely established. ' The work 
done during the year has been a credit to the superintendent, Mr. Yaughan and his 
a-ri.rt.fint-. The numl>er of ears handled during 190$ was less than the number 
handled in 1907. but it is worth record insr that the number of cars loaded and dis- 
charged direct into the sheds or ships during 1008 exceeded the previous year by 
10,91)0. This means that the railways are now able to load and discharge without 
the necessity of intermediary handling and at a very considerble reduction of cost, 
on every ton of freight using the railways, through the port of Montreal. This 
puts the jiort into a position where it can take care of rail hauled freight at one- 
half the cost heretofore.

Purchasing department, L. H. A. Archambault, purchasing agent. — This depart- 
ment is now fully organized under the immediate direction of Mr. Archambault, 
whose work has been both thorough and conscientious. All purchases are carried out 
on a systematic business basis, and considerable saving in money has been the result. 

Grain Elevator, J. Nehin, superintendent — The season of 1908 has tested the 
stability of the elevator to its utmost and established its utility beyond question. 
Early in 1907 reports were circulated to the effect that the Harbour Commissioners' 
elevator was unsafe. These reports were absolutely unfounded. They had for effect 
the turning away of not a little trade, and they furnished those jealous of the port's 
progress grounds for satisfaction. Rival ports were pleased to learn of Montreal's 
misfortune, in which they took much consolation. To satisfy and - convince the 
incredulous that such reports could only emanate from malicious minds or from gross 
ignorance, the Commissioners had a careful examination made by Mr. Arthur St. 
Laurent, of the Public Works Department, whose findings were published with last 
year's report, completely refuting the wild statements made. 

Throughout the season this elevator has been worked to its full capacity with the 
result that Mr. St. Laurent's statements have been thoroughly vindicated. 

During 1907 the elevator handled 1,078,289 bushels. 

During 1908 the elevator handled 8,661,350 " 

Increase, 1908- . ' „ . 7,583,061 " 

These figures need no comment. 

To cope with the increased demand for space it has been necessary to double the 
staff and to provide a day and night shift. While this has temporarily met the situa- 
tion, there is still need of increased loading facilities and storage space. Both prob- 
lems are receiving the attention of the Commissioners at the present time. 

New grain conveyor system. — During jthe year also the entire system of grain 
conveyors has been erected and equipped. These galleries connect the elevator directly 
with 10 of the new steel sheds so that grain may now be delivered to the ships at their 
own berths, day or night, without interfering with the loading or unloading of general 
cargo. 

Thus four ships may be loaded at once at the rate of 15,000 ^bushels per hour or 
at the total rate of 60,000 bushels per hour. This gives the port of Montreal the 
largest and most complete system of grain conveyors in the world. To realize the 
full efficiency of this splendid installation, and to accommodate the rapidly increasing 
grain trade, to advantage, more storage capacity is needed. Further facilities must 
also be provided to prevent the detention in the port of lake vessels coming to load. 

St. Lawrence Route and Montreal now the favourite grain route of America. — 
The St. Lawrence route was more than ever popular with grain exporters during the 
past season. No less than 20 full cargoes of wheat left the port of Montreal for 
Russian and Mediterranean ports. Most of this wheat was American grown and sold 
on the New York and Chicago corn exchanges. That this large amount of ocean 
freight should be lost to British shipping, simply because of more advantageous 
insurance rates issued to Norwegian and Swedish ships trading in the St. Lawrence 
ought to attract the attention of British ship owners. 

Now that the St. Lawrence river from the ocean to Montreal is acknowledged to 
be the best lighted and buoyed ship channel in the world, there is no reason why 
British shipping should be discriminated against. 

This trade in full cargoes from the port of Montreal is likely to assume large 
proportions in the early future and will be entirely lost to British ships unless a 
remedy is applied that will effectively change marine insurance conditions. 
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Scavenging and wharf cleaning department. J. P. Qarnon, SupL; IF. J. Por- 
teous, Gen. Foreman. — This department is now fully organized and equipped on a 
satisfactory basis. The Commissioners are able to announce the carrying on of this 
year's work at a saving of $10,000 over last year, and the work has been thoroughly 
done in a creditable manner. 

Life saving department. — The work done during the past season has again become 
very effective. Ladders, ropes, poles and life buoys have been distributed at con- 
venient points, danger signs placed at places particularly exposed and the worst spots 
carefully guarded. 

There have been in commission during the year: 122 life buoys; 129 life buoy 
poles, with crescent hook at end; 375 life ladders, and the entire equipment inspected 
regularly every week. 

Drowning accidents from the wharf for the past two years have been as follows: —

Fire protection. — This important branch has received careful consideration. Extra 
hydrants and hose reels have been placed on all the piers, painted a distinct colour 
and marked at night by red lights. 

Several fires occurred during the season, the fire tug St. Peter doing excellent 
service in aiding in their extinction. The need, however, of a more powerful fire boat 
is one of the most pressing in the harbour to-day. 

By its charter the corporation of the city of Montreal is both the fire and police 
authority of the port. The duty, therefore, is upon the city to provide adequate pro- 
tection to the millions of dollars worth of merchandise warehoused on the docks from 
time to time. 

Conferences have been held with the city authorities with this end in view, and 
the Commissioners believe that some satisfactory solution will soon be arrived at. 

W. R. Lunan, saw-mill. — The Commissioners are able to record another satisfac- 
tory business year for this department. There has been saved, under the new system, 
compared with the old, $8,532.81. 

Winter use of permanent sheds and grain elevator. — During the winter months 
several of the large new sheds were used for distributing freight. Their position in 
the heart of the city and their accessibility both to the railways and cartage com- 
panies ought to make them a popular and economic warehousing centre. The grain 
elevator was also placed at the disposal of the grain trade for local distribution. 
Thus, a beginning has been made tending to make the permanent equipment of the 
port available the whole year round. 

Marine insurance rates. — The steady reduction in the number of accidetns, year 
by year in the St. Lawrence, due to the improvement in the channel, its buoying and 
lighting with the most modern aids to navigation, is bound, in the near future, to 
have a decided bearing upon the present high rates of insurance on hulls and cargoes. 

The Norwegian and Swedish Lloyds in lowering their rates in keeping with the 
improvements carried out in the St. Lawrence, has had for effect a large and direct 
loss to British shipping. For example, there were exported through the port of Mont- 
real from May 1 to December 31, 1008, twenty full cargoes of wheat. Not a single 
bushel of this wheat was carried in British bottoms, although British ports were full 
of idle ships that could not find cargoes at other ports. 

Lower insurance rates, effective on Norwegian and Swedish shipping, diverted 
this whole business to a foreign flag, and this business is only commencing. 

Dry Dock Accommodation. — One of the necessary guarantees for the reduction 
of insurance rates is the acquisition of dry dock facilities. There is but one small 
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graving dock on the St. Lawrence, at Point Levis. While this dock has done good 
service, its dimensions are not such as to accommodate ships now visiting the St 
Lawrence. Besides, the ocean tonnage has so rapidly increased as to make necessary 
two modern dry docks available. 

The Comim^roners hope to supply at least one of these at an early date. 

Night navigation? — Again the improvements to the St. Lawrence ship channel 
have proven the wisdom that prompted their achievement By day large distinguish- 
able buoys of the most modern type mark the channel on either sida By night an 
avenue of brilliant flashing lights show its boundaries. 

Ten years ago not a captain on the river believed in 'night navigation,' to-day 
every captain on the river is praising the facilities with which the river may be navi- 
gated by night. 

This has added the equivalent of 70 days to the season of navigation, or secured 
for the ships one-third more time to do their business in.

New trade. — Early in January, 1908, the attention of the Commissioners iwaa 
attracted to the possibility of developing trade in nitrates from South America 
destined for points in the western states. The trade, which runs into considerable 
figures, is being carried on through South Atlantic ports on the American coast, and 
thence by rail to ports on the great lakes. 

It seemed that the St. Lawrence river to Montreal and Canada's deep inland 
water connections with interior points offered' an all water route from South America 
to Cleveland, with only one transhipment in the entire distance of 10,500 miles at 
r Montreal. 

Two trial cargoes of 6,000 tons each were sent via the St. Lawrence and Mont- 
real, which the Commissioners hope will lead to further large consignments being 
made, and this is only the beginning. 

Harbour master's department, James Mc Shane, harbour master; T. Bourastial 
deputy. — Year by year the worth of this department grows in importance and respon- 
sibility. The Commissioners are glad to report increased vigilance and attention 
under this head. 

ENGINEERING. 

Appointment of Mr. F. W. Oowie as Chief Engineer. — Early in 1907 Mr. John 
Kennedy resigned as chief engineer and became consulting engineer to the Commis- 
sioners. By the courtesy of the Marine and Fisheries Department, Mr. F. W. Cowie, 
superintending engineer of the ship channel, took over the duties' relinquished by Mr. 
Kennedy. The growing responsibilities of the port's development, however, demanded 
Us entire attention, and on the 1st of July, 1908, Mr. F. W. Cowie was appointed to 
the position of chief engineer of the port of Montreal. 

Work Completed in 1908 by Engineering Department. 

1. The 14 double deck steel and concrete freight sheds, with a floor space of over 
1} million square feet, and a weekly handling capacity of 150,000 tons were placed 
at the disposal of merchants and snipping companies. 
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2. The grain conveyor system, connecting the elevator with 10 different shed?, 
was completed and used with satisfactory results hy the grain trade. 

3. Permanent paving laid throughout the high level portion of the harbour. 

4. New macadam roadways from Jacques Cartier pier to Hochelaga. 

5. New permanent railway tracks throughout high level harbour. 

6. Relaying of railway tracks throughout low level wharfs. 

7. New permanent wharf space for the Dominion Coal Company. 

8. New water mains laid. 

The work of this department during the past year has been a remarkable one, 
all in addition to the usual dredging and general maintenance work, as will be seen 
from the detailed reports. 

Steel sheds. — By the completion of the sheds, the handling capacity of the cen- 
tral harbour has been doubled. These sheds have been generally in use by the ships 
during the season. The upper storys, though unequipped as yet with handling 
machinery, were found to be easily accessible from the ship with the aid of the ship's 
tackle only. Interior and exterior chutes wore devised at small expense for the dis- 
charge of merchandise inward. 

The last seven sheds were completed by the 'contractors, Messrs. Peter Lyall & 
Sons, for which the present Commissioners are responsible, without one dollar of 
extras. 

This is a notable achievement and has been made possible only by the complete 
harmony existing between the contractors and the department. 

Grain conveyors. — The grain conveyor system has been at the disposal of the 
grain and shipping interests throughout the year. This work has been carried out 
by the Metcalf Engineering Co., and has also been delivered ahead of contract time 
and at a saving of $30,000. The net cost to the Commissioners being just that amount 
under the lowest bid at the time tenders were called for. 

In explanation of the result, the Commissioners desire to say that after calling 
for tenders it was found that the quotations submitted were based on the high prices 
then ruling and covered work that was to take two years to complete. 

The Commissioners decided, therefore, not to let this work en bloc, but to do it 
in sections and ask for prices for each section as the work progressed. This plan, as 
before stated, resulted in a saving of $30,000. 

Neiv permanent paving. — The whole of the high level wharfs and piers, except 
the Bickerdike and Windmill Point piers, have been completely paved with granite 
and scoria blocks, thus making the approaches to the sheds clean and convenient for 
passengers and freight. 

New macadam. — The entire low level wharf, from Jacques Cartier pier eastward 
to Hochelaga, has been repaired and new macadam laid where necessary, thus giving 
to the port of Montreal superior roadways from one end of the harbour to the other. 

Permanent relaying of railway tracks. — Concurrently with the permanent paving 
of the high level wharfs has taken place the readjustment of railroad tracks, so as to 
give direct communication by rail to all the sheds. 

At each shed there now exists ' a double line ' of rails on the inner or shore side 
and. where practicable, a single line has been laid on the water side, giving direct 
noou** to and from the ship. 

This means that every ton of through freight may now be transhipped direct 
from ship and shed to cars or vice versa, saving time and expense to all concerned. 
This has been found especially valuable in connection with the large shipment of 
perishable freight which formerly had to be landled twice and suffered much longer 
exposure. 
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The work of lining up and reballasting tracks on the low level piers from end 
to end has also been accomplished, so that the entire track system has been placed 
in firs'* class condition. 

New water mains and drain. — New water mains and service pipes and drains have 
been installed in connection with the new sheds, in addition to which a hydrant and 
drinking trough service has been established on the Bickerdike pier, where large quan- 
tities of coal are stored. 

This work would have been carried out earlier had the City of Montreal not taken 
a whole year to grant permission for the necessary connections. 

New wharf space. — For the large increasing coal business done by the Dominion 
Coal Company in the eastern harbour a new permanent wharf built of concrete 575 
feet in length, has been completed at sections 36 and 37. 

The large concrete pier, built by the Department of Public Works, was trans- 
ferred to the Harbour Commissioners by the Department of Marine and Fisheries. 

This pier has an area of 251,600 square feet, is high level and will surely afford 
splendid facilities for the economic handling of certain classes of trade, and when 
fully equipped will furnish additional berth space to six ships. 

New equipment — Three engines were purchased during the year from the Kings- 
ton Locomotive Works for use by the traffic department, and have given entire satis- 
faction. 

The large 75-ton floating crane, ordered from Messrs. Vickers Sons & Maxim, 
which was to have been delivered in July, 1908, was unfortunately delayed by strikes 
in the ship-building industry in England. Delivery will, however, be made early in 
1909. It is hoped that this crane will now put Montreal in a position to handle all 
classes of heavy freight hitherto diverted from the port through lack of handling 
facilities. 

Electric transporters. — Two electric transporters for the upper storeys of the 
sheds have been ordered, one from Messrs. Stothert & Pitt, of Bath, and one from 
Messrs. Appleby & Co., of London, England. They will be installed in February, 
ready for service during the season of 1909. 

The Press. — The Commissioners are grateful to the' Canadian press for their 
valued criticism and support, also for drawing the attention of the Canadian people 
to their great national inheritance. 

The staff. — The review of the work done during the past season would not be 
complete without recording a sincere expression of appreciation of the manner in 
which the many difficult problems have been solved and the general maintenance work 
carried out by the staffs of the different departments. 

This splendid force is gradually being prepared for the great work of the future 
to which an enthusiastic and hearty co-operation must be given. 

THE PRESENT. 

Study of port conditions elsewhere has revealed the fact that Canada has the 
unique opportunity of creating a great world port at Montreal with a much smaller 
capital outlay than is possible at any other port on the North Americn continent. 

The port of Montreal is the only port in North America giving access simul- 
taneously to a channel for ocean vessels of 16,000 tons and inland coasting vessels 
carrying 2,000 tons of cargo. 

The port of Montreal is the meeting point of ocean and inland trade, 1,000 miles 
from the sea, with deep water inland navigation for 1,500 miles further, into the heart 
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The port of Montreal is accessible to all railroads on the same terms where tran- 
shipment is made direct form the ship to car or vice vena. 

The port of Montreal is now handling a greater volume of business per month 
than any other North American port except New York. 

The tonnage of the port has doubled in five years. 

More passengers were carried to Canadian ports via Canadian and British ships 
during 1907 than to all American ports combined, except New York. 

Those nations which have forestalled large trade increases by generous develop- 
ment of their strategic sea terminals have become the commercially powerful nations 
of the world. 

British and European ports have been developed at enormous capital cost owing 
to national difficulties of situation, &c. 

American ports with which the port of Montreal is in actual competition are 
also being developed at high capital expenditure. 

These facts have a serious bearing upon the charges on the business of different 
ports. 

The port of Montreal occupies the unique position of being the only port in 
North America where the entire foreshore is the property of the nation and can be 
developed without the expenditure of a farthing for the purchase of land. 

It is significant that these rare and most fortunate conditions prevail at the 
farthest inland deep water point in North America. 

THE FUTURE. 

The port of Montreal, because of this wonderful inheritance, ia destined to 
become the great transhipping point for ocean-borne freight. 

Only the indifference of Canadians to the splendor of their opportunities can 
prevent this* achievement. 

Statements such as these cannot be seriously made without a realization of what 
they mean. 

They are made with the full conviction that such a destiny awaits the port of 
Montreal to reach which requires the combined efforts of all true Canadians. 

It is with these thoughts in mind that the Commissioners look forward, ere long, 
to submitting to their fellow-countrymen a comprehensive scheme of port develop- 
ment on broad national lines that will demand the pride, the support and the con- 
fidence of the nation.

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY-TREASURER OF THE HARBOUR COM- 
MISSIONERS OF MONTREAL FOR THE YEAR ENDED DECEMBER 
31, 1908.

Sir, — I have the honour, by direction of the Harbour Commissioners of Montreal, 
to forward herewith, for the information of the Honourable the Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries, summarized statement of the operations of the corporation for the year 
ended December 31, 1908. 

The harbour revenue was $386,867.28, a decrease of $17,407.28 from that of the 
previous year. The decreases were: wharfages on imports, $24,973.70; wharfages on 
exports, $1,527.03; total decreases, $26,600.73. The increases were: local wharfages, 
$1,899.1$; rentals, &c., $7,194.26; total increases, $9,093.45, making the net decrease as 
above. 

The revenue from the grain elevator was $45,351.56, an increase over that of the 
previous year of $38,260.93, and the expenditure $65,104.93. 

For seven of the new steel sheds a rental of $29,500 was received, an increase over 
that of the previous year of $14,900. 

The receipts for switching cars on the wharfs by the traffic department were 
(68,343.45, a decrease of $3,472.48 from that of the previous year. The Commissioners 
nave, in addition, a claim of $7,700.50 against one of the railway companies, which 
is in course of adjustment. 

The receipts on revenue account from all sources, as enumerated above, were 
$530,062.29, an increase of $31,401.17 over that of the previous year, and the dis- 
bursements on that account were $651,093.13. 

The interest on loans was $386,131.16, an increase of $49,853.30 over that of the 
previous year. 

The amount disbursed on capital account was $1,564,297.88, as follows: New 
steel sheds, $779,044.27; harbour improvements, $452,732.96; grain elevator conveyor 
equipment, $199,246.16; new floating crane, $90,662.17; and locomotives, $42,612.32. 

The following loans on capital account were received from the government: — 
$200,000 under the Act 1, Edward VII., chap 9, and $1,480,000 under the Act 6-7 
Edward VII., chap. 30, making a total of $1,680,000. 

The debenture debt of the corporation on December 31, 1908, was $12,027,000, of 
which $1,972,000 is to the public and $10,055,000 to the Dominion government, upon 
which the average rate of interest is 3 '30 per cent.

Sir, — I beg to submit for the information of the Harbour Commissioners of 
Montreal, the following as my annual report for the year ended December 15, 1908. 

Appended hereto will be found six comparative statements, showing respectively 
for the past ten years: — 

(1) The number, tonnage and classification of sea-going vessels that arrived in 
port. 

(2) Those that arrived from the maritime provinces. 

(3) Number and tonnage of inland vessels. 

(4) The dates oi the opening and closing of navigation, &c. 

(5) The number and tonnage of vessels belonging to the different nationalities, 

(6) The number and tonnage of sea-going and inland vessels. 

From these statements it will be seen that 739 sea-going vessels arrived in port 
during the past season, with a tonnage of 1,958,604 tons, a decrease of three vessels 
and an increase of 32,618 tons from the previous year. 

Of these vessels 711 were built of iron and steel, with a tonnage of 1,955,758 
tons, and 28 were built of wood with a tonnage of 2,851 tons. 

Of inland vessels there arrived 12,434, with a tonnage of 3,589,424 tons, a 
decrease of 1,986 vessels and a tonnage of 31,526 tons; making a grand total of vessels 
of all classes 13,173, and a tonnage of 5,548,028 tons, a decrease of 1,988 vessels of 
all classes and an increase of 1,092 tons from the previous year.

Sir, — I have the honour, by direction, to present the following annual report on 
the Operations for the Improvement and Maintenance of Montreal Harbour during 
the year ended December 31, 1908: 

INSPECTION, EUROPEAN PORTS AND RIVERS. 

By arrangement with the Hon. Minister of Marine and Fisheries, the under- 
signed as Superintending Engineer of the River St. Lawrence Ship Channel, as well 
as Chief Engineer, accompanied Major Stephens, President, on an inspection of a 
number of British and Continental ports early in the season of 1908. Leaving Mont- 
real on January 9, 1908, and after receiving credentials from Lord Strathcona, High 
Commissioner for Canada, the following places of interest were visited : — 

London and the River Thames. 

Devonport with its new artificial harbour. 

Bristol with its new docks designed largely with a view to Canadian trade. 

Cardiff. 

Antwerp and the River Scheldt. 

Hamburg, the Kiel canal and the River Elbe. 

Marseilles. 

Le Havre. 

Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

Glasgow and the River Clyde. 

Barrow-in-Furness. 

Liverpool and the River Mersey. 

Manchester and the Ship Canal. 

The return was made, reaching Montreal on April 18, as previously arranged, 
so as to be in Canada for the opening of navigation on the St. Lawrence. 

A joint report was prepared on British and Continental ports, with! a view to the 
development of the Port of Montreal and Canadian Transportation, dated April, 1908, 
to the Hon. the Minister of Marine and Fisheries. 

The result of the inspection! and study of the best British and Continental practice 
proved that Montreal, except for its winter season, would be regarded as an ideal 
situation for a port from the point of view of European transportation. 

The ports visited were found of splendid design and stable construction as com- 
pared with the practice in North America. The capital expenditure, however, was 
found to be quite as much in advance as the symmetry, permanence of construction 
and port facilities are in advance of our North Atlantic ports. 

With regard to the river approaches to the various ports, the River St. Lawrence 
Ship Channel compares not only favourably but in advance of the improved river 
channels inspected. The organization for the lighting and maintenance of the St. 
Xawrence channel, the dredging plant and the size of the channel were found to be quite 
equal to the best in Europe. Although sixty years ago the designs for the first dredges 
for deepening Lake St. Peter had to be obtained from the Clyde, it was found that

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the latest improved dredges of the St. Lawrence are, both as to efficiency and economy, 
at least equal to the best dredges now working in Europe. 

The permanence of the St. Lawrence channel as compared with European rivers, 
is a matter for congratulation. The clean water of the St. Lawrence and the stable 
nature of the river bed results in a permanent channel after once being excavated In 
Europe it is only by eternal vigilance that the channels can be kept in good order, the 
amount of filling in at almost every point on the different coasts being extraordinary. 

The value of the trip of inspection cannot help but be of very great importance 
specially in view of the proposals for a deeper ship channel and the necessary enlarge- 
ment of the port of Montreal. 

PROPOSED HARBOUR EXTENSION. 

On return from the European inspection trip the Harbour Commissioners gave 
instructions for the preparation of a comprehensive scheme for Harbour Development 
at Montreal. 

The instructions were that, in view of the development of the great natural 
resources of Canada, the energy of her people and activity in all departments of the 
government and the great railway corporations in improving their lines of transporta- 
tion, the Commissioners deemed it necessary that immediate steps be taken to increase 
the facilities of the port of Montreal, so as to provide for the increased business already 
in sight and also that further enlargement on symmetrical lines could be added as 
required. 

The main principles of the scheme were to be the economical transfer of goods 
between the various systems of inland transportation and ocean vessels, and that, by 
taking advantage of the complete ownership of the water front and position with 
reference to the canals, railways and important business centres, an economical and 
convenient port might result. 

The plans for the new scheme of extensions have advanced and it is expected that 
the report will be ready for submission to the Commissioners during the month of 
May, 1909. 

HARBOUR BOUNDARIES. 

In connection with the plans for the proposed new extensions it has been con- 
sidered that one of the first things to do was to provide not only for present but for 
future conditions. The designs are being made with the idea of taking advantage of 
the present unique situation at Montreal, where complete control exists over the whole 
of the water front, and it is hoped that in the future the development will not be 
retarded by private ownership or encroachment on the necessary space for harbour 
enlargement. 

It is, however, considered that to absolutely control the present situation the 
harbour boundaries should be immediately extended to include both sides of the river 
down to the lower end of the Island of Montreal. 

Existing ownership or rights would not be interfered with and the main ship 
channel of the St. Lawrence would be left under the jurisdiction of the Department 
of Marine and Fisheries. 

RIVER ST. LAWRENCE SHIP CHANNEL. 

As Winnipeg is the gateway to the great producing areas of the Northwest, so 
is the St. Lawrence the Canadian portal to the European markets. 

The line of route is not only the most direct but, owing to the long stretches of 
inland navigable waters, it is the cheapest. 
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Inland vessels and the northern continental railways, in their race to the sea, 
reach ocean navigation first at Montreal. With the present St. Lawrence canals, the 
present railways, the existing facilities at Montreal and the 30-foot ship channel to 
the sea, the Canadian national route can hold its own with its only dangerous rival, 
the Buffalo-New York route. 

What will happen when the two new transcontinental railways now under con- 
struction are completed, when the Georgian Bay or improved St. Lawrence canals are 
ready for traffic, when ample accommodation is given in Montreal harbour, and when 
the ship channel has a depth of 35 feet, one can conjecture with satisfaction. 

Apart from this the only remaining requirement to place the Canadian route in 
a position beyond competition, both summer and winter, is a satisfactory winter port, 
with a railway distance from Montreal comparable in length with the Buffalo-New 
York lines. 

Lord Durham's statement in 1837, to the effect that the state of New York had 
created her awn St. Lawrence, from Buffalo via Albany down the Hudson to the sea- 
board at New York, and captured the trade which Canada had lost by neglect to 
improve her waterways, bids fair to be comparatively reversed in the near future. 

The time occupied by the large ships to Montreal and Quebec is surprisingly 
short. 

The Allan turbiner Virginian holds the record for the upward passage in 9 hours 
37 minutes, while the Dominion liner Ottawa won by 8 minutes the downward passage 
in 8 hours 2 minutes. 

The passenger and freight type of ship usually makes the upward trip in between 
11 and 12 hours, and the downward passage in two houTs less. 

The thirty-five foot channel was commenced in November, 1907. The completion 
of the rock work to make 30 feet at low tide at Cap a la Roche, or from 34 to 35 feet 
at high tide, is expected in about two years. Six or eight years should complete a 
35 feet channel from Montreal to tidewater at Cap a la Roche, 

It may, therefore, be expected that in ten years or less a channel of 35 feet avail- 
able depth at low water, will be completed from Montreal to the sea. This would 
give navigation to Montreal for the largest steamships now afloat. 

If the port of Montreal is not to be the weak link connecting the unceasing rail- 
way and canal building, from the point of production, with the magnificent St. Law- 
rence channel, there is no time to be lost. 

The depth in the ship channel available for navigation, with the greatest and 
least depth in each year, from May to November, are given in the following table for 
the last two years: —

MARINE SIGNAL SERVICE. 



The government marine signal service was in constant operation during the year, 
and the office in the harbour building provided reports of the movement of vessels to 
any one concerned. 
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This service is very much appreciated by the shipping companies and merchants, 
and during the foggy weather of last fall proved of inestimable benefit. 

Information regarding the ship channel and advice on many questions relating 
to navigation were constantly required and, by order of the Hon. Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries, many important visitors were given the information they desired with 
regard to the progress of the great work of river improvement. 

THE STEEL FREIGHT SHEDS. 

At the end of 1907 the first group of seven sheds, Nos. 2, 4, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 12 had 
been completed, or so far advanced as to permit of their being occupied by the steam- 
ship companies. The foundations for the second group, Nos, 8, 5 on Alexandra 
pier; No. 11 on the shore wharf, and Nos. 13, 14 and 15 on Jacques Cartier pier had 
all been put in and the greater part of the concrete lower floors laid. 

During the winter and spring of 1908 the erection of steel sheds was vigorously 
carried on by the contractors, and as soon as warm weather set in, the laying of con- 
crete floors was resumed. 

The progress during the season was so good as to enable the contractors to 
announce the driving of the last rivet in the structural steel for October 3. 

The ceremony took place on the upper floor of shed No. 11, which was suitably 
arranged for the occasion. 

The Commissioners issued invitations to the Hon. the Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries and to many prominent business men of the city. The driving of the last 
rivet was pei formed by the hon. the minister, after which those present were enter- 
tained i.y the Commissi oners and shown the working of the grain conveyor system. 

In commemoration of this event a bronze tablet was placed on the west end of 
Shed No. 11. giving the names of the Harbour Commissioners, the engineers and the 
contractors and the dates of commencement and completion of the steel work. 

The finishing up of the sheds was continued and with such success that the 
whole of the work will be sufficiently completed so that the sheds may be ready for 
use at the opening of navigation, 1009. 

Thus the second group of sheds will be completed before the time expected, and 
without costing a single dollar for extras. 

Full details of the progress are given in "Mr. Gagnon's report for 1908, attached 
hereto. 

In spite of the fact that the shipping companies used each of the last group of 
seven sheds, in every case before the roofs were completed, and the contractors were 
hampered to no small extent in their work of construction, the programme as arranged 
will be fully carried out and in advance of the time agreed upon. 

Messrs. Peter Lyall & Rons, the general contractors, and all their sub-contractors, 
have contributed to this record of work done, which is a flattering tribute to their 
organization and energy in large works of construction. 

HARBOUR FRETQHT HANDLING! APPLIANCES. 

There is nothing so apparent, in connection with the comparative study of the 
dock systems in Europe and North America as tins different methods of handling 
cargo. 

In every British and Continental port a forest of cranes is visible, stretching 
from end to end of the quays. 

Tn North America the system is ships' tackle and hardworked longshoremen. 

There i.s one condition which partially explains the different systems. The crews 
of most of the ships trading to North America are engaged for the round voyage to 
a North Atlantic port and return. A number of men from the crew of a ship are

•Ways available in a North American port for running the ships' winches. A ship, 
"ore, having ten winches can, with her own crew, working day and night, do 
ig at no great cost to the ship, 
, however, time is becoming an essential factor in the closely competing ship- 
ping business, as consignees insist on claims for damaged goods and as the various 
competing ports and transporting routes are being judged on their merits as regards 
speed, economy and conditions of freight, new methods of handling cargo in Cana- 
dian and American ports must be made available. In South America at the govern- 
ment ports of Rio and; Buenos Ayres, which are built after the British practice* 
cranes of the latest type have been everywhere* installed- These ports have faeilities 
for the very rapid unloading and loading of ships and, consequently, they are attrac- 
tive to ship owners, with the result that the country reaps the benefit with the better 
trans- A tl antic service. 

The Montreal harbour sheds were designed with a view to the North American 
system of freight handling, where dock cranes are unknown. It was expected that 
the freight would be landed in both the lower and upper storeys of the sheds by ships' 
tackle, possibly aided by the light shed winches. 

The question of handling the goods between the shore and upper stories had 
been left undecided, 

After a consultation between the consulting engineer, the chief engineer of the 
Harbour Commissioners and Mr, K. C. H, Davison, consulting engineer, of West- 
minster, London, in 1907, a report was made to the Commissioners with regard to 
handling the goods to and from the upper stories of the steel sheds. 

Approach for carts by roadways and inclined ramps was cited with its high cost 

• instruction and low cost of operation, but increased cost of cartage owing to the 
ramps. 

A system of elevators or lifts at the ends of the sheds, which could convey teams 
h tht-ir loaded wagons between the wharf level and the upper stories, was also 
reported on with its low capital cost and higher cost of operation. 

The third method given was a system of fixed transporters working from the 
upper stories overhanging railway tracks and wharf, for transporting goods between 

•pi>cr stories and railway ears or wagons on the wharf level. 

In view of the high capital cost and the objection to carting on the ramps, com- 
binations of the latter two methods were given as apparently the best system. 

The question of the necessity of dock cranes, however, would not down, even 
although the sheds had not been designed for, or with sufficient strength for the 
usual type of swinging crane. 

The manufacturers of very successful coal and ore handling plants in the United 

e§ were consulted, but a suitable design of a crane which would not require exten- 

changes to the sheds could not be obtained. The transporter system to be used 
with * jack-knife' overhanging booms, such as used for coal and ore, was also found 
to be unsatisfactory. 

When in England, early in 1908, the crane makers were approached and very 
elaborate designs for cranes were furnished, the adoption of the fast running trans- 
porter system, for a dock crane, being considered impracticable. 

fter many consultations, however, a design was proposed which would not 

require any extensive changes to the sheds, but which had in view a combination 

k and shore, transit shed, transporting crane. Owing to the number of steel 

mns in the sheds and to the required length of the transporters, it was out of 
the question to design inside portable machines which could be moved to different 
points in the sheds to meet the different ships 1 hatches. 

A final design was made of a t Tan sporting crane to run across the shed on steel 
rails and having a cantilever transporting structure sufficiently long to extend over 
-hip when working on the harbour aide and sufficiently long to load either cart or 
outside the two railway tracks, when overhanging the shore side of the shed. 
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To overcome the difficulty of reaching the various ships' hatches a turntable was 
designed for the carriage so that the whole structure could be slewed to an angle of 
30° on each side of the normal, for adjustment to different positions over the ship. 

The two renowned crane makers of England, Messrs. Applebys, Limited, of Lon- 
don and Glasgow, and Messrs, Stothert & Pitt, of Bath, were therefore asked to submit 
details and prices for trial electric transporting cranes of the above type, for the 
handling of 2-ton packages. 

The tenders were received in July, 1908, and after modifications, a contract was 
given to each of the above firms to furnish a trial transporter to be ready for the open- 
ing of navigation of 1909. 

Good progress has been made and the installation of these trial machines is being 
looked forward to with great interest. 

If they are successful, as expected, four of these machines to each shed would, it 
is expected, handle rapidly and economically all the cargoes which should pass through 
the upper floors of the very excellent type of Montreal harbour sheds. 

One elevator or hoist for each shed has also been recommended so that light pack- 
ages of dairy produce from the city warehouses could be successfully handled in the 
upper stories. 

• It may be remarked that frequently ships come into, port with 9,000 tons of cargo. 

During the unloading outward cargo to be shipped is also arriving, so that the 
necessity of facilities for handling freight with despatch is obvious. 



GRAIN ELEVATOR NO 1. 

The Harbour Commissioners' elevator is of the marine type and designed to hold 
about 1,000,000 bushels of grain. The bins are of steel, built in circular style with 
interspaces also constructed to be used for storage purposes. There are three different 
sizes of bins with a storage capacity of 20,000, 7,000 and 3,000 bushels each. 

The elevator is a fire proof structure and capable of receiving grain from vessels 
or railway cars. Shipping may be done by water, rail or in bags. 

The elevator was completed in 1904. 

The following table gives the records of the operations of the grain elevator and 
the revenues received since the house was put in commission : —

The position chosen for this elevator had in view the supplying of grain to the 
different ships in the central part of the harbour without moving or otherwise inter- 
fering with their regular discharging or loading operations. 

The conveyor system built in connection with the steel freight sheds, was put into 
operation during the season of 1908 for the first time. It was owing to this conveyor 
system being available that the great increase in business in the Harbour Elevator 
is reported for this year. 

The elevator was loaded during the season to within 75 per cent of its full capacity. 

No damage whatever is reported as the result of the dynamite explosion of Novem- 
1 er 8, 1008, beyond the breaking of windows. 
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The serious break in the Cornwall canal in June stopped receipts of grain at 
Montreal for two or three weeks and reduced the year's quantity. 

The appended report of Mr. Jere Nehin, Superintendent, gives the operations of 
the elevator for the year. 

THE GRAIN CONVEYOR SYSTEM. 

In the last annual report a description of the Conveyor System for the Harbour 
Commissioners' Elevator was given. 

A belt conveying system, having over 6,000 lineal ft. of fire proof galleries, and 
containing four miles of rubber belting, extends from the elevator to ten steamship 
berths in the central part of the harbour. 

Four belts start from the elevator, two in each direction. They may all be run 
together. Eight towers elevate the grain and operate the various belts. 

The grain is readily spouted from the galleries containing the belts into the holds 
of the largest vessels lying at their docks. Grain can be delivered to any four vessels 
at one time, each at the rate of 15,000 bushels per hour, or a total of 60,000 bushels 
per hour. All the machinery is driven by electric motors. 

The tenders received for the installation of the machinery equipment having been 
found too high, the Harbour Commissioners, on July 12, 1907, undertook to construct 
the work direct through the expert services of the Metcalf Engineering, Limited. 

It was planned to have the system, ready for operation to three steamship berths 
"by the opening of navigation of 1908, and to the others as early as possible during 
-the season. 

Grain was actually delivered to the various berths for the first time, on the fol- 
lowing dates : — 

No. 9, May 16, 1908. 

Nos. 4 and 7, May 23, 1908. 

Nos. 8 and 10, July, 10, 1908. 

No. 2, July, 15, 1908. 

Nos. 3 and 5, September 28, 1908. 

No. 6, October 7, 1908. 

No. 11, October 15, 1908. 

The installation of the machinery equipment so promptly, and the perfect manner 
of its operation when completed, reflect great credit on Messrs. the Metcalf Engineer- 
ing, Limited. 

Although the system was not in full operation during the season the total quantity 
operated on the belts of the conveyors during the season of 1908, amounted to almost 
seven million bushels. 

The advantages of this system are so apparent that it is under consideration to 
extend the system to the Jacques Cartier pier and so make it possible that any vessel 
m£ any of the 14 steel freight sheds, may receive grain direct from the elevator without 
moving. 

ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT OP GRAIN ELEVATOR AND CONVEYOR SYSTEM. 

The following is a detailed description of the electrical machinery in the elevator 
and conveyors, from the point where the power is received at the transformer house 
to its distribution throughout the entire system, from information supplied by Mr. 
Ernest Salter, (electrician: — 
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Machinery in Elevator. 

The electric motors in the elevator itself are all Canadian General Electric make, 
and total thirteen with a capacity of 925 h.p., divided as follows: —

These machines are all operated entirely from the switchboard room, that is, the 
operator controls the starting and stopping of the individual machines by a series of 
3-phase double throw starting switches from the low tension switchboard and by a 
special arrangement of signals starts or stops them as required. 

Supplying power to these motors are two Canadian General Electric transform- 
ers, 2,200 volts, single-phase of 375 K.W. capacity each, self-cooled, oil insulated with 
corrugated tanks, which receive the power at 2,200 volts and transform it down to 
575 volts for the many motors. 

Conveyor Galleries. 

The motors in the towers, operating the conveyor belts in the various galleries, 
are all of the Allis-Chalmers-Bullock manufacture, and are of a similar type of 
induction motor to those of the Canadian General Electric in the elevator, and total 
m 2'2 % with a capacity of 1,390 h.p. divided up as follows: —

These machines are controlled from the switchboard room in the elevator, by 
automatic circuit breakers, but in addition to this the main leads ure run to large 
distributing panels and from these the several circuits in each tower are supplied. 
Connected to each motor is a starting compensator used for controlling the respective 
machines. 

Supplying power to these motors are three All is- Chambers-Bullock transformers, 
2,200 volts, single-phase, of 300 K.W. capacity each, also self-cooled, oil insulated 
with corrugated tanks. They also receive the power at 2,200 volts and transform it 
down to 575 volts for their part of the system. 

The Transformer House. 

The transformer house, situated at the northeast side of the elevator, receives 
the power from the lines of the Montreal Light, Heat and Power Company, at a 
pressure of 2,200 volts, 3-phase, 63 cycles, alternating current, and is controlled by 
the high tension switchboard, and from there distributed to the several transformer 
tanks for power, lighting and signals. 
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Lighting System. 

The lighting is done entirely by the incandescent lamps, using 110 volts, parallel 
for the elevator, and 440 volts series for the galleries. The incandescent lamps are 
better adapted for this purpose than arc lamps would be, as there is less danger of 
igniting the dust. 

Telephone Installation. 

There is installed a complete private telephone system for the elevator and con- 
veyor galleries by which inter-communication can be quickly and conveniently carried 
on. This telephone system as well as the signal and emergency are all connected 
with the switchboard room and enable the operator to keep constantly in touch with 
the different parts of the plant. 

Signal System. 

The signal system is perhaps one of the most useful parts of the system! for it is 
so arranged that the attendants in different parts of the plant have, through the use 
of specially designed lamps, a complete understanding with one another with regard 
to feeding and discharging grain over the belts. 

The Emergency System. 

Closely in touch and of equal importance is the emergency system by which the 
machinery running the belts can be quickly shut down in case of need, such as grain 
choking the spouts or the breaking of any part of the machinery. 

It is at once clearly seen that while this plant extends over a large area, it is well 
controlled and at all times connected with the main station. 

WHARF ACCOMMODATION.

CEMENT WHARF AT LONGUE POINTS. 

One of the growing industries in the vicinity of the eastern section of the har- 
bour is the manufacture of cement 

The Vulcan Portland Cement Co. have organized their large manufacturing 
establishment, a realization of the extent of the manufacture being the stock house. 
This reinforced concrete building has walls 35 ft high, from the foundations, and a 
length of 330 ft and width of 100 ft It can conveniently store 300,000 barrels of 
cement 

Although good railway facilities are given for shipping by rail the company 
desire a good connection with the harbour for the receipt of coal, gypsum, sand, &c, 
aim) for shipping large quantities of cement. 

Application' has been made to the Commissioners and it is expected that early 
in 1909, the Commissioners will build a wharf 450 ft. long, of timber sub-structure 
with concrete quay walls, the company guaranteeing the interest on the cost. 
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FLOATING CRANE. 

Frequent representations have been made to the Commissioners by shipping 
companies and merchants, that several important lines of freight, such as heavy 
steel, machinery, boilers, &c, have to be raised by vessels coming to Montreal, because 
they cannot be unloaded or handled in the harbour. 

This is not only a disadvantage to the port, but to industries in the district 
requiring special heavy packages. 

As announced in the last annual report, the Commissioners decided to equip 
the harbour with a modern floating crane. 

A contract was entered into with the well-known firm, Messrs, Vickers, Sons & 
Maxim, Limited, of London, England, for the construction at their works at Barrow- 
in-Furness of the hull and structure, to be completed and delivered to the Commis- 
sioners at Montreal, in 1908. 

The features of the crane are as follows: — 
Length, 200 ft. 
Breadth, moulded, 43 ft 
Hull, steel, non-propelling. 
Vertical boiler. 
Capacity of crane: — 

at 11 ft. radius, 75 tons.

In addition to the crane a self-contained portable grain elevator is supplied, to 
be handled when required by the crane. 

'±he elevator leg is 75 ft. long and is driven by electric power generated on the 
vessel. Its capacity is 2,800 bushels per hour. - 

This would be particularly valuable in case of a wreck in the upper river. 
The 360° crane will swing easily with heavy loads, and having the high overhang 
and powerful lifting structure, as developed after long experience in Great Britain, 
the type should be well suited for the requirements of the port 

Owing to the great strike in England in 1908 the construction of the derrick 
structure was delayed. 

When completed she left Barrow-in-Furness in charge of the tug Oceana, to be 
towed across the Atlantic. When well into the open ocean heavy weather was 
experienced and the tug abandoned the crane and ran for shelter for a port on the 
north of Ireland, leaving the crane to its fate. 

The barge was picked up by two steam trawlers hailing from Grimsby and safely 
towed to Stornoway. It is understood that salvage was awarded to the amount of 
£5,250. The floating crane was towed to Barrow-in-Furness and laid up in dock for 
the winter, to be overhauled and forwarded at the opening of navigation of 1909. 

FIRE TUG. 

The Harbour Commissioners' fire tug St. Peter was maintained constantly 
during the season of 1908 and available day and night for fire purposes. 

The tug was always kept in the central part of the harbour, with a night crew 
aboard and at a night station close to the telephone in the Harbour's Commissioners' 
shop at the Mackay pier. 

The record of the fires to which tug responded included the following: — 

May 22.— Fire in sulphur in hold of C.P.R SS. Montrose. 

July 14.— Fire in a pile of sulphur in bags on the Windmill Point wharf, Sec. 9-10. 

July 16.— Fire in the same pile of sulphur bags as July 14. 
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August 21. — Fire in wooden vacant sheds near the upper end of the Windmill 
Point basin. 

October 16. — Fire in a derrick scow belonging to Messrs. P. Lyall & Sons. 

Very excellent service was given by this vessel, although as a fire fighting appara- 
tus this fire tug is in no way modern. 

The cost of maintaining the tugs as a fire boat during the season amounted to 
$8/)93.42, and the tug being maintained in the central part of the harbour, she was 
of very little other use. 

DRY DOCK. 

During the inspection of European ports, a close study was made of the dry 
dock systems as operated in the ports of Great Britain and the Continent. 

It was found that in many ports only graving docks of masonry or concrete were 
used, and in other equally up-to-date harbours steel floating docks were the rule. 

The graving docks, took about four years to build while the floating docks were 
built, as a rule, in less than half that lime. The cost of the masonry docks were 
about double that of their competitors in steel. 

Several conferences were held with floating dock contractors. The questions to be 
considered in view of the use of that type in the St. Lawrence, were the following : — 

1. Site. 

2. Adaptability, to winter conditions. 

3. Possibility of towing a dock of this type from one point to another in the St. 
^Lawrence, as required for use. 

It was considered! that in the case of a floating dock proposition the following 
features would be fundamental : — 

(a) Dock to lift 25,000 tons, 3 sections, bolted, self -docking type, 600 ft. long by 
"130 ft. wide. 

(6) A still water protected basin 1,000 ft. long, 200 ft. wide and 50 ft. deep, 
would be necessary. 

(c) In order to make secure, either for docking or free, during the winter, certain 
extra appliances would be necessary. 

(d) If well protected from the winter ice floods, a dock of this type would not 
have the disadvantage of the extra height of walls required, on account of floods, by a 
graving dock. 

The skilled designers of the floating type carefully considered the proposition from 
the St. Lawrence point of view, and gave as their opinion that with the precautions 
above mentioned, a floating dock would be quite adaptable to the conditions. 

The proposition for a dock of either one type or the other is being carefully con- 
sidered. 

GENERAL NOTE8. 

The taking of the ice in the winter of 1908 occurred later than usual. It was not 
until January 20 that crossing could be made to Longueuil. After this date the roads 
were again broken up and crossing had to be discontinued for a few days until zero 
weather set in on January 23 and the ice took for the winter. 

The breaking up of the ice and opening of navigation ia the harbour occurred 
about a week earlier than in 1907. On April 7 the ice below Victoria bridge moved 
down and filled up some openings which had appeared in the St. Mary's current. On 
tbe morning of the 8th the ice appeared to be solid from Nun's island to the Lachine 
rapid* 9 * tart i 06 commenced to break away and come down from Laprairie bay during 
XJob day- On the 0th the ice had not yet moved on the north side of the river below 
3Caisonneuve, but it had piled up in the Ship Channel and on the south shore. 
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From April 10 onward the ice movements continued between Victoria bridge and 
Longue Pointe on both sides of the river, but up to the 13th the ice had not moved 
below Longue Pointe. 

From this time there were no heavy ice shoves and on the 14th the tug Alphonse 
Racine was able to move about in the harbour. On account of the heavy masses of 
shoved ice on the south shore the Longueuil and Boucherville ferry boats were not able 
to reach Montreal until April 22. 

There was not much damage done to the cribwork face of the wharfs by the shov- 
ing, but the roadways of the wharfs in the lower part of the harbour were badly cut 
up. The scouring out of the macadam and surface filling necessitated the grading of 
a large portion of the low level tracks which had been undermined. This work was 
undertaken at once by a large force and no delay occurred to wharf traffic. 

On account of the unusual high water in May and the early part of June con- 
siderable inconvenience and delay was experienced by vessels and merchants using the 
low level wharfs. 

The water was two to three feet deep over the front part of the low level wharfs 
which was higher than the level of the former serious high water in 1879. 

The Harbour Commissioners' fleet also experienced much delay on account of the 
high water. The dredges were not able to reach deep enough to make bottom for new 
cribs and this, in turn, retarded the building of the new wharfs. The drill boat was 
also unable to work during the extreme high water. 

The quantity of dredging done in 1908 is small compared with late years. The 
character of the dredging explains this to a great extent and the delays above noted 
account for the smaller output. 

There was much cleaning up to be done over large areas and there was 46 per 
cent of the material rock, as compared with 31 per cent in the previous year. 

The dredge John Kennedy was kept at work for about half the season in the 
widening and deepening of the ship channel in current St. Mary. * 

The 517 feet of wharf at section 36, which had been in progress in 1907, was 
completed on August 15. The work of grading and laying rails was continued, and 
by September 18 the coal towers of the Dominion Goal Company had been moved 
into place at the front of the wharf. The first ship, the Majestic, was berthed at 
the wharf on September 21 and unloaded its cargo of coal. 

An additional 284 lin. ft. of cribwork was sunk at section 39 during the season, 
and 142 lin. ft. at section 24. This was all sunk to 35 feet depth at extreme low 
water, and at the close of the season 9 feet height of concrete superstructure had been 
built upon it. Sufficient filling was done to make the wharf safe during the winter 
and spring. 

During the season, a number of distinguished officials and engineers from differ- 
ent parts of the world, visited the harbour and were shown the various works. 

On June 10, His Excellency Earl Grey, Governor General of Canada, accom- 
panied by Sir. Thos. Shaughnessy, paid a visit to the harbour and was shown over 
the works by the Commissioners. His Excellency was particularly interested in 
examining the elevator and conveyor system, which was in full operation.

There were no accidents of any consenquence to vessels or harbour property in 
1908. On the morning of October 20, the Allan line SS. Virginian in coming up 
the river struck a gas buoy the mooring chain of which fouled with one of her pro- 
pellors, rendering her helpless. She was assisted by the Sincennes-McNaughton tugs 
and two of the Harbour Commissioners' tugs. The chain could not be freed from 
her propellor, in the strong current, but the government steamer Lady Grey towed 
her to her berth with the buoy and chain dragging. The steamer sustained no loss 
beyond a delay of twelve hours.

The contractors and sub-contractors for the steel freight sheds also employed a 
large number of men. 

The working day in general is 10 hours. The drill boat is operated 11£ hours. 

Victoria Day, Dominion Day and Labour Day are kept as holidays, and the 
daily workmen are allowed half a day's pay for each. 

The Commissioners have an insurance against employer's liability for accidents 
to iworkmen. During the season of 1908, accidents to the Commissi oners' employees 
have been numerous, several of them being of a serious nature. 

Accidents to 46 of the employees were reported during the year. The most 
serious accident occurred on June 17, when three men were run into by a car which 
was being shunted on the wharf, one of whom succumbed to his injuries. The men 
were resting at noon hour under the car, and no blame was attributable to the Com- 
missioners. 

On September 22 N. Lachance fell off a scow at section 24 and was drowned. 
All the cases were amicably settled by the Commissioners and the Accident Liability 
Company. 

Nine accidents were reported as occurring *to workmen in the employ of the 
contractors and sub-contractors for the steel sheds, but the Commissioners assume no 
liability for these. 

Seven casualties to private persons were also reported as occurring on harbour 
territory. 

June 8. — The body of a drowned man was picked up in the river by the fireman 
of Commissioners' derrick No. 5. 

June 26. — Two lads were drowned while boating at Maisonneuve. 
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July 10. — A lad was drowned, opposite the jail, by driving over the edge of the 
wharf in a coal cart 

August 5. — An old man fell into the river at Victoria Fier, but kept himself 
afloat and was rescued at Hochelaga. 

August 25. — A ship labourer, under the influence of liquor, was struck by a car 
near Section 17, but was not seriously hurt- 
September 6. — An unknown man was found at the foot of the C.P.R. retaining 
wall, Section 28, with his skull broken. He was removed to the hospital. 

September 17. — A boy was drowned while boating at Section 24. 

October 30. — A horse was drowned by backing off the wharf at Section 24.

Dear sir, — I have the honour to forward herewith the reports on the works car- 
ried on for the improvement and maintenance of the Harbour of Montreal during 
the year 1908, which were executed, by direction, under my supervision. 

Having exercised immediate as well as general supervision of the works on the 
water, including the dredging fleet, the new wharf at the Dominion Coal Co/s berth, 
Sections 36 and 37, and the extension of the new wharf at Section 24, I give the 
details of these operations direct. 

Mr. J. M. Nelson, Assistant Engineer, has been in immediate charge, both of 
the new works and those of maintenance and repairs, carried on ashore, and I inclose 
hi 8 report of these works. 

Mr. W. R. Lunan, Timber Inspector, has been in immediate charge of the receipt 
of timber, lumber, &c, its care in the boom and delivery to the various works, and also 
of the operations of the saw-mill, and his report is also inclosed. 

Mr. Geo. Yale, Mechanical Superintendent, has furnished particulars of the woii 
done at the shops and shipyard. Mack ay pier. 

Operations in 1908.

Construction of permanent new wharf. — Dominion Coal Co.'s berth, Sections & 
37. The principal details are as follows : —

About 14,550 cubic ymrde of backfilling were put into this wharf by dump scows, 

Ifld a small quantity by carts from wharf scrapings. Much filling wss afterwards put 

in by derricks but a quantity of backfilling is still required to reach anchor rod level, 

although the cribs are sufficiently hacked for safety during the winter. 

Total quantity of filling put in, 71,552 cubic yards. 



EXTENSION OF NEW WHARF. 

II ie new wharf, section 24, is in a strong current and the extension is only about 

80 feet from the face of the old wharf and parallel to it. The making of the crib- 

&5 feet depth at extreme low water, is therefore in a very narrow and cramped 

for a dredge to work and on account of the strong current running along the 

face of the new wharf, great care ia necessary in handling the dredge. 

A dredge was put to extend the crib-seat as soon as the water had lowered suffici- 
to enable the dredge to make bottom, No crib could be even put in place to h<< 
built to full height until the dredging was finished, nor could a crib be landed there 
if built to full height as it would be unmanageable by tugs. 

On August 24, aa&oon aa the foundation was ready and' the dredge removed, a crib

■a September 18 and another crib 71 feet long and 6 courses high was taken 

d'ju-n from ^Maekay pier to its situation at section 24 on September lfi. It was forth* 

i to 35 courses high and sunk in position on October 9. The cribs were 

I in the front pockets with rock, the moulds f«>r conerete put on, and the depositing 

begun on October 10, and 142 feet in length raised to anchor rod level by 

, at which level the conerete work was discontinued for the season. 
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A pony crib 29 feet x 31 feet, to retain the filling behind the new front cribs at 
section 24, was begun on October 15. It was raised to 35 courses high and sunk in 
position on October 23. 

The amount of filling of all kinds put into the new wharf at section 24 was 16,525 
cubic yards. There was a quantity put in by carts from city excavations, free of cost 
to the Commissioners. 

The length of new wharf put down in 1908 was 142 lin. ft. at section 24, and 284 
lin. ft at section 38-40, the Dominion Coal Company's berth, making 426 lin. ft of 
new wharf. This was all sunk to 35 feet depth at extreme low water, filled in the 
front row of pockets with shale rock, and had about 9 feet depth of concrete built 
on it. 

The work was very seriously delayed by the very unusual high water in the early 
part of the summer, but was helped by the exceptionally fine weather in the fall, and 
the late closing of operations on the water. 

DREDGING, 1908. 

Dredging the Basins and the Thirty-foot Channel through the Harbour, i 

The dredging of the year was done in the following places: — 

At the outer end of Alexandra pier, section 14 C; on both sides of Jacques Car- 
tier pier, in sections 12, 13, 15, 17 and 19; in Windmill Point basin; on section 13 S. 
14 S and 15 S, and in the ship channel and basins adjoining the wharf, section 29 
to 36. 

Much dredging was done in the east half of Windmill Point basin to gain a clear 
depth of 29 feet at extreme low water. The bottom there is rock and some cleaning 
has yet to be done to obtain the required depth clear. 

Quantity dredged, 37,165 cubic yards. 

A large quantity of blasted rock was dredged on section 12 S to 14 S for crib 
filling and bank protection. The blasting was done to give a clear depth of 30 feet 
at extreme low water, but cleaning up work is yet to be done. 

Quantity dredged, 59,384 cubic yards. 

The dredging in the basins, sections 12 to 19, was principally cleaning' out shoals 
alongside the high level piers, that had either not been quite completed to full depth 
or had accumulated from the shipping. The dredging was done late in the season. 
after the ships had left port, and then also a part of the accumulated sewage was 
dredged from the basin, section 15. 

Quantity dredged, sections 12 to 19, 12,804 cubic yards, exclusive of sewage. 

The thirty-foot ship channel was widened on the city side, sections 29 to 36, for 
a length of about 2,800 feet, and a width varying from 50 feet to 230 feet. This cut 
approached to within approximately an average distance of 100 feet from the present 
wharf line and makes the channel of an average width of 500 feet to 700 feet in this 
vicinity. Deep water is now brought so near the wharf line that ships will be enabled 
to steer by the shore line from the high level piers and Windmill Point basin to the 
coal towers at TTochelnga, should other marks be obscured, and be enabled to keep 
well clear of dredges that may be widening the channel on the east side through St 
Mary's current. 

Quantity dredged, 73.050 cubic yards. 

Crib seats, sections 24-25 — Quantity dredged. 3,825 cubic yards. 

Crib seats, section 37 — Quantity dredged. 645 cubic yards. 

Total quantity dredged during the season, 186,873 cubic yards. 

DRILLING AND BLASTING. 

New works. — The drill boat worked the whole season on sections 12 S and 12 S, 
drilling and blasting rock for the double purpose of extending the deep water area

of the basin and to obtain rock for wharf construction, &c. The boat began to work 
on June 22, and stopped November 7. 

The material blasted was hard shale and trap dykes. 

The area blasted is 116,333 square feet or 2-67 acres, and the quantity 16,139 
cubic yards, measured in the solid. 

The particulars of the drilling and blasting are as follows: —

DREDGING FLEET ON NEW WORKS. 

Superintendence and Repairs. 

The dredging fleet in 1908 was all owned by the Commissioners and consisted of: 
Two bucket or dipper dredges. 
Five floating steam derricks. 
One floating hand derrick. 
One drill boat. 
One testing boat. 
One floating concrete machine. 
One floating pile driver. 
Five screw propellor tugs. 
Four small lifting or crib building scows. 
One passenger transport scow. 
Four flat scows, 170 cubic yards capacity. 
Fourteen flat scows, 150 cubic yards capacity. 
Two flat scows, 67} cubic yards capacity. 
Three hopper bottomed scows, 200 cubic yards capacity. 
Four shanty floats. 
Six sounding or distancing floats. 
Four crib building or repairing floats. 
Spare dredge buckets, clam shells, &c. 
One orange peel dredge bucket. 
The dimensions- of these vessels, scows and floats are given in the annexed table. 
All the dredging fleet were wintered afloat in 1907-8, part opposite the Mackay 
pier, near the workshops, and part at the upstream side of Alexandra pier, except 
derricks Nos. 4, 5 and 6, and the tug Courier, which had been hauled out in the fall 
of 1907 for extensive repairs during the winter. 

The dredges were served throughout the summer by the tugs Alphonse Racine, 
Robert Machay and Aberdeen. 

The tug Courier was engaged throughout the summer principally in towing 
timber, piles, &c., from the boom to the places where the timber was being used, and 
in such other light work as the tug is fitted for. 

The tug St. Peter was continued, as in 1907, on duty throughout the season of 
Lvifration, night and day, as a fire tug. 
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MAINTENANCE AND REPAIRS, 1908. 

Maintenance. — Over the wreck of dredge No. 1, on which there is only 17 feet 
depth at low water, a scow properly lighted at night, was placed and maintained 
throughout the season of navigation. Testing was done later in the season where 
dredges had been at work. 

BUOYS AND BEACONS. 

Two black buoys to mark out the east side of the channel between the lower end 
of the Windmill Point basin and Mackay pier, were placed and maintained during 
the season. 

Three red buoys and four black buoys were placed and maintained in the inshore 
ship channel leading from Longue Pointe (opposite the church) to the Racine pier, 
section 61. 

Rectangular beacons were placed to mark out both the 27$ foot channel (25 feet 
3 inches at extreme low fwater) and the new channel, 30 feet in depth at extreme low 
water, in the upper reaches of the harbour. 

DREDGING SEWAGE DEPOSIT. 

La to in the season a dredge, with the attendant tug, derrick and scows, was put 
to clear out the sewage from the basin between the Alexandra and the King Edward 
piers, which had become a public nuisance. The expenditure on this work, which is 
chargeable to the city of Montreal, was $1,718.75. 

GENERAL NOTES. 

Work was resumed at the harbour yard on January 2. In January and February 
water and sewer connections were being made from the sewers on the Jacques Cartier 

and Alexandra piers to the new permanent steel sheds on these piers. 

The fitting out of the tleet to be ready for work in spring began on March 24.

TAKING OF THE ICE. 

Season 1907-8. 

The weather was very mild in December, 1907, and in the early part of January, 
1908. 

There was nothing to note in the vicinity of Montreal until about January 10. 
when the water began to rise sufficiently to show that the ice was taking in the river 
lower down. There was crossing on the ice at Sorel on January 13. On January 15, 
the ice about the harbour was still smooth down to Longue Pointe, and the water below 
St. Mary's current was about level 107-00. 

The river was still filled with ice up to the lower end of the Mackay pier but 
shoving had not begun. Between the 15th and 20th various shoves took place in the 
region of between Moffat's Island and Hochelaga and Longueuil. About 9 p.m. of 
the 18th, heavy shoving occurred. There was much open water in the south, or St 
Lambert channel, and a large part of the river was passed through that channel. 

There was crossing to Longueuil on January 20, but it was interrupted by soft, 
foggy weather on the 21st and 22nd. The water stood about 33 feet on the sill. Zero 
weather returned on the 23rd. Crossing began again at Longueuil. The ice filled up 
to Victoria bridge on the 24th and rapidly closed up to Lachine rapids. Very cold 
weather set in. January 24, about 1°; 27th, .very stormy; 28—6°; 29th, +3°, 
snowing; 30th, — 24°; February 1, + 10°, very stormy; 2nd, + 16°, very stormy: 
3rd, — 23° ; 4th, — 28°. 

BREAKING UP OF THE ICE. 

Spring of 1908. 

There had been an air hole from Victoria bridge down through St. Mary's current 
during the winter of 1907-8. Slight cutting away of the ice in the middle of the river 
was going on, on April 6 and on the 7th the ice below Victoria bridge moved from 
Mackay pier to Moffatt's Island and the opening in the middle of the river that had 
cut down to the Tarte pier filled up again to the Canadian Pacific Railway Ca's 
elevator, and the ice started above Victoria bridge at G p.m. 

On the 8th there was open water from Nuns' Island down to Victoria bridge and 
just below the bridge, from St. Lambert to the north shore. The ice appeared in the 
morning solid from Nuns' Island up to the rapids, but at 5 p.m. ice was coming down 
and Laprairie bay ice appeared about two-thirds gone. On April' 9, in the morning not 
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much ice was coming down, the river was filled up to half-way front St* Helen's Inland 
Tia bridge. The Ice had not yet moved on the north half of the river from 
Ma isonneuve to Longue Pointe but was piled high on the banks on the south side and 
in the Ship Channel. In the afternoon the ice started to run down the channel between 
St* Helen's Island and the smith shore* 

On April 10 there was open water from Longueuil Point up through St, Lambert 
channel and under Victoria bridge to Nuns' Island, In the evening the ice was piled 
up around Jacques Oartier pier and the water was 37 feet 4 inches on the sill, within 
of the coping of the pier. 
April 1L — The water was 38 feet 6 inches on the sill in the harbour. On April

IN ADDITION TO WORK DONE FOR THE DREDGING FLEET, THE FOLLOWING WORK WAS DONE. 

In the Shipyard. 

A new row boat was made and delivered to the timber boom. 

Two spare spuds were made up for the drill boat. 

Ten wooden chutes built for the steel freight sheds. 

Two scows were hauled up on the ship ways during the summer. 

Buoys and beacons were repaired, painted and put up. 

Ladder moulds, &c, made for new concrete wharfs. 

A new land derrick built, for culvert work. 

The water pipe was extended from the machine shop to the shipyard building and 
a stand pipe put on each floor within 100 feet of linen hose and couplings. This was 
completed August 31. The planking of the upper machine shop wharf was repaired. 

In the machine shop, apart from fleet work, the following work was turned out :— 

Sixteen new mooring posts, complete with bolts, were made for new concrete 
wharfs. 

Six 2-inch eye-bolts made for hauling coal towers. 

The shop engine and steam derrick were repaired. 

A number of track tools were repaired, a track lorry repaired, switch boxes 
repaired, 9 new ground lever switch boxes were made and delivered and a track frog 
repaired. 

A friction was repaired and a new wooden pulley made and the suction pipe for 
the feed pump of the saw-mill was extended. 

A large number of bolts of various sizes were made for new cribs. 

A new casting was finished to replace a broken tripper on the grain conveyor. 

The door slides of the new sheds were put in order. 

A broken capstan gear was repaired and several bearings rebabbitted for the grain 
elevator, as well as the hoisting drum of the marine leg repaired. Some pulley blocks 
were also repaired. 

A number of small repairs were made to the locomotives during the summer. 

A sand drier was built. 

Twelve new cylinder drain cocks and 12 new couplings were made. 

TAKING OF THE ICE. 

Season 1908-9. 

Until December 25, 1008, the only ice in the river was that forming and running 
along close to shore. On December 26 the river was filled with ice up to St HeWi, 
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Island, but was clear above. On the 27th the river was full of ice on the north side 
up to the lower end of Mack ay pier, but was open on the east side of St. Helen's Island 
down to the point of land above Longueuil. On the 28th, the river on the north side 
was filled up to the head of St. Helen's Island and two-thirds of the length of Mackay 
pier, but was still clear on the east side. On the 29th, the river was full of ice at and 
above Victoria bridge. Teams were crossing at Boucherville and a man was crossing 
on foot at Longueuil. The water was 6 inches over the tracks on the low lever wharf 
at section 20 and 6 inches below the coping of Racine pier. 

Mild weather now set in and continued until January 7, 1909, during which time 
the river had filled up about the head of St. Helen's Island and the ice shoved down 
again to Hochelaga several times. On January 7, the temperature was below zero and 
the river was filled up with ice nearly to Victoria bridge. On the morning of January 
8 and ice seemed to be settled above the bridge and men began to make the ice road at 
IiOngueuil. 

There was still open water on the St Lambert side out to the 7th pier of the 
bridge on January 11, but no further movement of importance took place. 

Apparently, as observed from the shore, there were no heavy nor destructive shoves 
while the ice was taking.

Dear Sir, — I beg to" report as follows on the various works in Montreal Harbour, 
Shore and Wharf Branch, carried out, by direction, under my charge during the sea- 
son of 1908. 

The most important subdivisions of the shore and wharf operations in 1908 were 
as follows: —

Harbour yard. 

THE CONSTRUCTION OF NEW RAILWAY TRACKS ON THE WHARFS. 

The laying of new railway tracks upon the piers and shore wharfs, began on 
April 27 and continued, at various times during the summer, until the close of the 
season. 

All new rails laid were of 80 lbs. to the yard, Am. Soc. C.E., section. 

The ties fur straight track were mainly of hemlock, of standard size, viz., 6 inches 
thick, 8 inches face and 8 feet long. Those used for switches, slip diamond crossings 
and diamonds, were of either hardwood or pitch pine and were from 7 to 10 inches 
thick, 8 to 10 inches face and varying in length from 8 to 16 feet, as the case required. 

All the new track laid on the high level piers and wharfs, between the canal 
entrance and the Victoria pier, sec. 20, was well packed under the ties with concrete, 
varying in thickness from 3 to 6 inches, and concreted between the ties and under the 
rail, before being paved with scoria blocks. 

The tracks laid in former years on the high level wharfs and piers, between the 
canal entrance, sec. 12, and the Victoria pier, sec. 20, were lifted to grade, new rails 
and ties put in where required, excavated between and under the ties and concreted 
before being paved with scoria blocks. 

All track laid alongside the new steel freight sheds were laid at such an eleva- 
tion and at such a distance one from the other as to permit of the doors of refrig- 
erator cars being freely opened for the discharge or receipt of goods. 

The new track laid in 1908 was as follows: — 

On the Bickerdike Pier. — An aggregate length of 2,816 feet of track was laid, 
with the necessary switches, for the use of the Nova Scotia Steel and Coal Mining 
Company and the Grand Trunk Railway Company. 

The new track is connected by a switch with the Harbour Commissioners' existing 
track on the eastern side of the pier, section 8S. 

On the Alexandra Pier. — Two cross-overs, of 115 feet length each, were put in 
between the double tracks on the upstream and downstream sides of the pier, at about 
the middle of its length. 

Section lb. — 84 feet of new single main line track was laid. 

900 feet of main lino track, laid in former years, was re'aid with 80-lb rail. 

In Section 16. — A curve, leading to the double track on the shore side of Shed No. 
11, was put in, as also a curve leading to the track which, passing under Tower ' D ' of 
the Conveyor System, runs along the river side of Shed No. 11. 

Track leading from the main line tracks to connect with the tracks emerging from 
the northern end of the Harbour Commissioners' Grain Elevator No. 1, was also laid. 

The above work, in the aggregate, is equal to 1,950 feet of single track. 

The necessary switches, switch boxes and diamond crossings, were also put in. 

400 feet of main line track, laid in former years, was relaid with 80-lb. rail. 

In Sections 16 to IS. — Two tracks were laid along the shore side of Shed No. 11, 
and connected at either end with the main line tracks. 

198 feet of track was also laid on the river side of Shed No. 11 and connected 
with the curve leading to the main line tracks at its southern end. 
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The above work in the aggregate is equal to 1,000 feet of single track. 

2,626 feet of main line track, laid in former years, was relaid with 80-lb. rail 

In Section 18. — Track connecting the double track along the city side of Shed 
lo. U with slip diamond crossing No. 6 in section 19 was put in, as also a curve 
leading to the track between the edge of the wharf and Shed No* 13 on the Jacques 
Cartier pfer. 

The above work aggregates 1,580 feet of single track. 

BOO feet of main line track, laid in former years, was relaid with 80-lb. raih 

On (he Jacques Cartier Pier,— Double track was laid alongside tin- ifaedf on the. 
upstream and downstream sides of tha pier, in all equal to 3,041 feet of single track, 
including crossovers between each double track at about the centre of the length of 

fiier. 

In Section 19s 
*0-lb. rail 



-1,403 feet of main line track, laid in former years, was relaid with 



In Sections £0-57, — In connection with the new wharf built for the use of the 
Dominion Coal Company, 540 feet of double track was laid for carrying the coal 
towers. 

In addition, 960 feet of existing track was relaid with 72-lb. rail, and 315 feet of 
track was relaid with 56- lb. rail. 

All the tracks used by the Dominion Coal Company in rear of new wharf were 
raised to grade and well packed and filled. Switches were reset ami some new guard- 
rails put in. 

Slip Diamond Cro8#ings>~-Jn connection with the coupling up of slip diamonds 
not formerly in use new track was laid, equal in all to 270 feet of single track. 

The total length of new railway tracks laid in 1908 was 11,900 feet or 2-14 miles, 

Track laid in former years and relaid with 8Mb* rail was 7,570 feet or 1*43 miles. 

The 72-lb, rail taken up on the high level wharfs and relaid with SO-lb. rail wa3 

rved for use on the low level wharfs, 

A standpipe for the supply of water to the Harbour Commissioners* locomotives, 
was set up near the southern end of the Harbour Commissioners 1 Grain Elevator, 

A 6 inch pipe connects it with the adjacent 8-inch water main, 

The standpipe has meter, valve, drain pit and drain. 

In the same locality a coal bin was erected for supplying the locomotive© with 
fueL its capacity being '200 tons. 

A properly drained, concrete ash pit, was also made, near the standpipe. 

Heavy segmental cast iron atop blocks, were placed at the outer ends of the rails 
On the Alexandra pier, 

A sufficient number of these stop blocks to protect the ends of track wherever 
required are on hand, and the necessary drilling of both holes done* to allow of them 
all being placed early in the spring. 

Holes have been drilled in the concrete top of the wharf for bolt in tr down the 
track which is to be laid along the river front of Shed No. 11. 

A semaphore was put up in lectiem 13, at the gate in the flood wall near the 
foot of MffQiU street, where cars from the Grand Trunk Railway have access to 
Commissioners' tracks. 

A temporary engine shed was erected in section 13 t for housing the Harbour Com* 
TOiasioners' locomotives during the winter months. 

THE PERMANENT PA VETO 

Paving between the rails of the tracks on the high tad wharfs and piers and 
the surface of the piers between the sheds with scoria blocks, and the roadwaya of 
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the high level shore wharfs, partly with granite and partly with scoria blocks, was 
continued in 1908. 

The work began on April 23 and was continued until December 5. 

The concrete foundation upon which the blocks were laid, other than between 
the rails and for 2 ft. outside the rails, was C in. thick, of one part Portland cement, 
three parts sand and six parts broken stone. 

Between the rails and for 2 ft. outside the rails, the concrete foundation was 
from 9 in. to 14 in. thick, of the same proportions of sand, cement and stone. 

The bed between the blocks and the foundations was from 1£ to 2 ins. in thick- 
ness, of one part cement and two parts sand, dampened. The joints between the 
blocks were completely filled up with thin grout, of one part cement and one part 
Band. 

The paving of the Alexandra and Jacques Cartier piers was completed, as also 
a large portion of the shore wharfs adjacent thereto. 

The total area of paving laid in 1908 was 41,101 sq. yds., and of old paving taken 
up and relaid 1,661 sq. yds. To complete the paving of all the wharfs and piers 
from the Lachine Canal to the Victoria Pier there yet remains about 15,000 sq. yds. 
to be laid. 

Circular concrete wheel guards were placed around the bases of the hydrants 
and electric light poles on the Alexandra and Jacques Cartier piers, and elsewhere 
wherever required. 

Broken stone for concrete foundation for paving was being delivered in the fall 
and piled compactly near the Harbour Commissioners' elevator. 

Up to the end of the year 890 tons of 2,000 lbs. had been delivered, leaving a 
balance of 2,391 tons to be delivered by the contractor during the winter. 

The delivery of the stone was in progress at the end of the year. 

The organization for the laying of the new railway tracks and the permanent 
paving was as follows: — 

Track work. — 1 general foreman, 3 sub-foremen, track layers, tampers, labourers. 

Paving. — 1 general foreman, 2 sub-foremen, concrete men, pavers, gronters, 
labourers. 

The work was heavy and hard and owing to the steady, hard work insisted on, 
the cost of the work compares favourably with contract work of the same quality. 

WATER MAIN8 AND HYDRANTS. 

A 5-nozzle hydrant was placed on the wharf near the flood wall in section 12, 
opposite the Harbour Commissioners' office connected by a 12 in. main with the 12 
in. water main on Common street. 

A 5-nozzle hydrant was placed at the northern end of Shed No. 2, and connected 
with the 12 in. water main which runs down the centre of the Alexandra pier. 

A 12-inch water main was being laid from the 12-in. city water main on River- 
side Street, down the Bickerdike pier. This main is designed to provide fire protec- 
tion and also a water supply for the Bickerdike pier, and connections are provided for 
four 5-nozzle hydrants and for two latrines and drinking troughs. 

At the end of the year 500 ft of main had been laid and connection had been 
made with the main on Riverside Street 

A 12-in. valve and valve chamber was also put in. 

The work was discontinued, owing to the severe weather, to be resumed and com- 
pleted early in the spring of 1909. 

GULLIE8 FOR WHARF DRAINAGE. 

Three cast-iron gullies and 1 reinforced concrete gully were put in on thrf 
Alexandra pier, to carry off the surface water and the discharge from the roofr of 
the sheds. 
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Six reinforced concrete gullies were placed alongside Shed No. 11, and 1 re- 
inforced concrete and 10 cast-iron gullies were placed on the Jacques Cartier pier. 

They were all connected with the wharf drains, by 9-in, vitrified tile pipe, with 
cement joints. 

FIRE PROTECTION. 

The wiring of the fire alarm system and the boxes, was overhauled early in the 
spring and put in good order. 

The alarm box on the Alexandra pier was put in permanent position on an 
electric lamp pole in the centre of the pier. 

A systematic daily and nightly inspection of all the hydrants and hose-reel stations 
on the wharfs and piers, was carried out all summer and continued during the winter. 

All the buildings in the harbour yard on Papineau Avenue are patrolled day 
and night and the electric wiring closely watched and kept clear of dust 

A hose cart equipped with 200 ft. of hose, nozzle, axe, crow-bar, hydrant keys, 
etc., is stationed in the store room, midway between the yard office and the carpenter 
shop. 

The men in the yard are trained so that, on an alarm of fire being struck, a 
stream from the hydrant in the centre of the yard can reach any of the buildings in 
half a minute. 

The hose reel stations on the high level piers were further equipped with cut-off 
valves, axes, crowbars, lanterns and fireman's belts, with hydrant keps. 

All the hydrants and fire alarm boxes were painted bright red. 

A galvanized iron pipe, 3 inches in diameter, connected with the water main on 
the wharf, was set in place in the passenger elevator shaft of the Commissioners' 
grain elevator. 

The pipe reaches to the top floor and at each of the five floors there is a valve, to 
which is attached 100 feet of hose, with nozzle. 

The hose are folded on a swinging bracket and ready for use at a moment's 
notice. 

A good winter road, down the centre of each of the high level piers and across 
the wharf to the opening in the flood wall, is maintained in order that the reels from 
th« ends of the piers may be easily run to any point, and also to allow of the city 
fire brigade reaching any point on the wharf. 

BIOKBRDIKB PEER. 

Before track was laid on the edge of the wharf, for the use of the Grand Trunk 
Railway, grading had to be done, as the top of the wharf had been left unfinished. 

Large piles of earth and rock had been thrown up by derricks for the purpose of 
filling up of the wharf to grade. 

A gang of men, under a foreman, was put to work. Horse scrapers were used 
and a large area was graded, that portion to be occupied by the proposed track being 
first done. 

Several large boulders were broken up by dynamite, and the pieces used to fill 
up depressions in the wharf surface. 

A considerable amount of grading yet remains to be done. 

WINDMILL POINT WHARF. 

The filling in of the back of the wharf on the south side of the basin, to form a 
railway embankment, was being carried on all summer. 

The material forming the embankment was from city excavations and from the 
various rolling mills and factories, and was delivered free of cost. 
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Forty-seven thousand cubic yards were delivered and put Into the embankment 
during the year. 

REBUILDING RACEWAY NO. 1. 

This raceway, which carries the waste water from the Lachine canal, is situated 
in section 7, Windmill Point wharf. 

It failed by the breaking down of the timber covering and iwas repaired in part 
in 1905. The remainder of the raceway, from a point 84 feet back of the edge of 
the wharf to the back of the cribwork of the wharf, remained in a broken down con- 
dition until October, 1908. 

The work of rebuilding this portion of the raceway was begun on October 1. A 
five-ton derrick, complete with hoisting engine, was set up on each side of the area 
to be excavated. 

The two railway tracks which give the Grand Trunk Railway Company access 
to their grain elevator, passed immediately in rear of the excavation, and before 
commencing work the tracks were diverted and set further back. 

Immediately in rear of the cribwork of the wharf the tracks leading to the Inter- 
colonial Coal Company's towers were located, and these had to remain in place and 
be well supported until the last vessel with coal for the Intercolonial Coal Company 
had been discharged, which was late in November. The work of excavation, there- 
fore, up till this time, was necessarily confined to narrow limits. 

Immediately on the departure of the last vessel consigned to the Intercolonial 
Coal Company, the tracks leading to their towers were taken up and the excavation 
gone on with rapidly. Floating derrick No. 3 was placed opposite the raceway, in 
the Windmill Point basin, and rendered valuable service. 

The excavation made was 100 feet wide at the top, 40 feet wide at the bottom, 
26 feet deep and 75 feet average length. The amount of material removed was about 
4,500 cubic yards. 

When the excavation had reached the covering of the raceway, it was found to 
be sunken and broken throughout. The old cover was removed and underneath the 
raceway was found, for about one half of its area, to be filled up with stones, earth 
and broken timber. This was all removed and the bottom flooring cleaned of all 
obstructions. 

The cribs forming the sides of the raceway and the flooring were found in good 
condition and the work of rebuilding was at once begun. 

Bents were built of timber, 9 feet in height, formed of a cap of 12 in. by 12 in. 
timber, and a sill of the same dimensions, between which were placed posts, also of 
12-inch timber, set at 18-inch centres. These bents were placed at each side of the 
raceway against the crib walls and firmly bolted to the cribs and to the bottom. 

A central crib, built of 12-in. by 12-in. timber, 5 feet in width and: 9 feet 
high, was sunk in the centre of the raceway, well bolted to the bottom and thoroughly 
filled with stone and slag. 

The covering which was put over this structure was of two thicknesses of timber. 
First, a cover of 12-in. by 12-in. hemlock and then another of 14-in. thick cedar. 

' I ' beams, 24 in. deep, span the race way at every 5 feet, with the timbers of the 
cover fitted tightly up against them on either side. 

At the end of the year the side bents and the central crib had been secured in 
position for a length of 42 feet, or about one-half of the length to be rebuilt. 

Covering had been put on for a length of 9 feet, and the work was still in pro- 
gress. 

REBUILDING RACEWAY NO. 6. 

At the end of 1907, the raceway had been rebuilt and the filling of the excavation 
was being done. 
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The filling was carried on in 1908 until it had reached a point within about 10 
ft. of the line 100 ft. back from the edge of the wharf, when, -at the request of the 
Peck Rolling Mills Co., Limited, the filling was discontinued. 

The filling, which had for a large part been deposited in winter, settled down as 
the summer advanced, and this was made up with good dry material, delivered from 
city excavations, free of cost. 

Later in the summer the Peck Boiling Mills, Limited, repaired the raceway under 
tfcjeir property. Access was given them from the harbour property to do their work, 
and on its completion the remainder of the excavation was filled in, completing the 
rebuilding of the raceway. 

WATER SERVICE AND DRAINAGE TO STEEL SHEDS. 

A 2-dnch galvanized iron water pipe with sludge valve and a 6-inch vitrified tile 
drain were connected with the Commissioners' water mains and drains and laid to 
the following sheds: — 

Shed No. 2. 

Sheds Nos. 3, 4 and 5, Alexandra pier. 

Sheds Nos. 7, 8, 9 and 10, King Edward pier. 

Shed No. 11. 

Sheds Nos. 12, 13, 14 and 15, Jacques Cartier pier. 

SECTION 35. FOUNDATION FOR COAL TOWEr/m. L. H. AND P. CO. 

The work of putting in a pile foundation for a coal handling tower for the Mont- 
real light, Heat and Power Co., was authorized late in the season and work upon it 
begun as soon as the necessary plant could be got upon the ground. 

The work of driving the piles, which are all of hardwood, commenced on Decem- 
ber 14, and continued until the 22nd, by which date the last pile had been driven and 
the pile driver and other plant were removed and stored for the winter. 

The tops of the piles for carrying the tower were all cut off to the proper eleva- 
tion and the necessary excavation had been made for placing filling pieces between 
the piles, and the digging of trenches for the anchor rods had also been done. 

The rising of the river, however, necessitated the suspension of the work until 
spring. All the timber on the ground was shipped to the saw-mill to be taken care of 
for the winter. 

THE PLANT. 

The following new plant in connection with the wharf work was acquired in 
1908:— 

Pipe drilling machine, top and drill combined, for making 2-inch water con- 
nections. 

Cut off valves for the three hose reel stations and for the hose in the yard. 

A vibrating fire alarm gong with wiring and switches was installed in the yard. 

Two gasoline lamps, with double burners, of high lighting power, for night work'. 

One five ton land derrick built at the Commissioners' shops. 

Track drills, track jacks, tamping bars and other track tools. 

Fifty circular life buoys. 

Round and square shovels, picks, crowbars, &c., &c. 

MAINTENANCE AND REPAIRS — REVENUE. 

The Removal of Ice from the Wharfs. 

The quantity of ice left upon the wharfs in the spring of 1908, was small. The 
clearing away of the ice from the sites of steamship sheds and ferry boat berths was 
begun on May 1, and completed by the 8th. 

The largest number of men employed on any day between those dates was 103. 
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Spring Cleaning of the Wharfs. 

Gleaning the wharfs of the winter accumulation of mud and refuse tfegan cm 
April 20 and by the 28th the high level wharfs, and piers were thoroughly cleaned. 

Summer cleaning and watering of roadways and wharfs. 

The cleaning and watering of the roadways of the wharfs throughout the har- 
bour was kfept up all summer. 

A systematic cleaning and sweeping of the paved roadways of the shore wharfs 
and piers, from the canal entrance to and including the Victoria pier, sec 20, was 
carried out. 

Owing to the improved conditions of the roadways, due to paving and improved 
system, it was not found necessary to employ the night gang every night as in 1907. 

During the day, men with broomfl and barrows collected manure, straw, paper 
and other light rubbish, placing it in piles which were afterwards removed* 

The plant employed in the cleaning and watering of the wharfs was as follows: — 

Eight single water carts. 

One double sprinkler. 

Two 1 horse road scrapers. 

One 2 horse 'Austin' rotary sweeper. 

Carts, barrows, mud hoes, brooms, &c. 

The work was in charge of a competent foreman who was held responsible for 
keeping the roadways clean, and the work was well done. 

Roadway Maintenance — Roadway Repairs. 

As soon as the water had receded from the low level wharfs in the spring, and the 
ice upon the wharfs had disappeared, the repairing of the macadam roadways was 
begun and there was a good roadway throughout the harbour by May 9. 

Heavy washouts of the roadways occurred at several points, notably between the 
Laurier pier and section 46 (Sugar Refinery). At the latter place the roadway for a 
considerable distance was scoured out in some places to a depth of 4 feet. 

Between section 46 and Nicolet street, the roadway was torn up in places, to a 
depth from 1 to 2 feet, as also at the inshore end of the Laurier pier, section 43. 

This washing out was occasioned by a jam of ice forming on the upstream side 
of the Laurier pier and diverting the water in behind the bulkhead wharf of the Tarte 
pier. The water rushed through, tearing up the roadways and undermining the track 
and threatened at one time to seriously injure the new buildings of the Sugar Refinery. 

AH the material scoured out was deposited by the water in heaps close by, and none 
was lost. 

The stone and earth were again used to fill up the depressions and the whole was 
graded and well rolled with the steam roller. 

The roadway was repaired in sections 36-37 where a track had been taken up and 
relaid in another position. 

The grade of the road was raised to conform to the height of the concrete wharf 
under construction. Shale rock was used as a foundation, up which was spread 4 to 6 
inches of macadam well blinded with sand and cinders, wetted, and rolled with the 
steam roller. 

The area so treated was 700 feet long by about 30 to 40 feet wide. 

In sections 5 and 8 the top of the wharf for a length of 650 feet had sunk at the 
back from 9 inches to 12 inches. On the completion of the raising of the timberwork 
of the wharf to proper height, the roadway behind it was raised also. 

The area so raised and macadamized was about 600 feet in length by an average 
width of 25 feet. 
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Shale rock and oilier good material was used as a foundation upon which was 
spread from 4 to 6 inches of macadam. 

The roadways were maintained in good condition throughout the season. 

Macadamizing stone. — The stone for macadamizing the roadways of the wharfs 
in 1908 was delivered during the previous winter hy the contractor and broken by the 
Commissioners' own men. 

The quantities used during the summer for maintenance were : —

MAINTENANCE OF HARBOUR RAILWAY TRA0K8. 

A large amount of repairing and improving of the tracks of the low level wharfs, 
was done during the summer. 

Two section gangs continually 'walked' the tracks, replacing rotten ties with 
new ones, taking out broken or worn out rails, lifting and packing track, tightening up 
bolts, adjusting switches, &c. 

In addition to this general work, much relaying of track was done. 

6,767 feet laid with 56-lb. rail was relaid with 72-lb. rail which had formerly been 
in use on the high level wharfs, and 1,215 feet of track, the 56-lb. rail of which was 
worn out, was relaid with good second-hand 56-lb. rail. 

Heavy washouts occurred at severalplaces on the low level wharfs, notably at the 
Sugar Hennery and near Molson creek, on the embankment of the track leased to the 
O.N.Q. Railway. 

Material for filling in and making the track good, was provided from the excava- 
tion being made on the high level wharfs, for paving and track-laying, and was trans- 
ported on the Harbour Commissioners' flat cars, hauled by harbour locomotive. 

By May 6 one track had been got into running order so that interchange of cars 
from the C.N.Q. Eailway could be made. 

Within ten days the second track at the Sugar Kefinery was made ready, switches 
adjusted and all made safe. 

For a time during the early part of the summer, the new filling settled, but the 
locality was carefully watched, the tracks lifted and packed as required, and no run-off, 
nor other accident occurred. 

A ditch was cut alonside the track at the foot of the clay bank in sections 37-38, 
to carry off the water which in rainy weather ran down the bank and kept the track in 
a swampy condition. The water was carried across the wharf in a box drain and 
discharged into the river. 

Work of the same character was done in rear of the sugar refinery, section 46; 
the making of the ditches and drains was a success, the tracks at these points being 
kept dry the rest of the season. 

Much difficulty was experienced in 1907 in maintaining wooden gates on the 
low level wharfs, at the railway crossings of the different ramps, and at the mouth 
of the Beaudry street tunnel. Hope barriers were substituted and were found to 
work well. 
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One end of the rope is attached to a post at one aide of the opening, and when 
necessary to block the crossing for a passing train, the gateman stretched the rope 
across, hooking it to a post on the other side. A red flag is suspended from the 
centre of the rope in day time, and a red lantern at night. 

No accio>ents occurred at any of the crossings. 

ELECTRIC LIGHTING OF THE HARBOUR. 

The lighting of the harbour was continued by the Montreal Light, Heat and 
Power Company throughout the summer under contract. * 

Lighting commenced the night of May 1, with 64 lamps, which number was 
increased to 70 the next night ; by May 6 82 lamps were in- operation, and this 1 number 
was increased to 141 on May 16, to 151 on the 23, 164 on the 30th, and to the maxi- 
mum number 172 by June 13. This number remained practically constant for the 
rest of the season. 

On December 3 all the lights from the Longueuil Ferry eastwards were put out 
of use, and on December 5 all the lights from the Victoria pier to the Longueuil ferry 
were extinguished. 

The lamps on the high level wharfs and piers were put out on December 26, 
excepting 9 lamps, 3 on the Jacques Cartier, 3 on the King Edward and 3 on the 
Alexandra piers. 

The largest number of lamps burning at any one time was 173. 

LIFE SAVING EQUIPMENT. 

During May and the early part of Jun«, the water was over the coping of the 
low level wharfs. Guard fences at the angles of the wharfs could not be put up. 
but 'Danger' signs were set up on posts, and every possible precaution taken to 
prevent accident by drowning, and noroe occurred. 

As soon as possible, life buoys and their accompanying poles were put in place, 
and the guard fences and ' Danger ' signs put up. 

The number of life buoys in use in 1008 was 122, an increase of 64 over 1907. 

A serious theft of ropes from the life buoys occurred at various times in the 
early summer, and the ropes were dyed alternately red and green every five feet, as 
an experiment. These were substituted for the plain ropes on the buoys, and practi- 
cally none were stolen afterwards. 

Several lives were saved by the use of life buoys during the summer, particularly 
at the Victoria pier where the ferry boats are berthed. 

A lady fell from the high level wharf in front of Shed No. 2 and was saved 
from drowning by the use of the life buoy and pole located at the centre of the shed 
on the river side. 

A general overhauling and repairing of the ladders on the face of the wharfs 
was carried out, and 38 additional ladders put up between sections 18 and 46 % or from 
the Jacques Cartier pier to the sugar refinery. 

The iron steps of which the ladders are made, were made in the harbour yard. 

Tn section 4, upper end of the Windmill Point basin, guard fences- were put up 
around the open unprotected parts of the raceway from the canal, and the raceway 
from the Ogilvic "Royal Mill. 

GENERAL REPAIRS TO WHARFS AND WATER FRONT. 

Owing to the high water in May and the early part of June, no repairs to the 
woodwork of the low level wharfs could be undertaken until June 10. From this 
date to November 21 repairing was carried on practically continuously. 

The several points at which repairs were made are as follows: — 
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Sections 6 to 8, Windmdll Point.— The back of the cribwork of the wharf, for 
length of 650 ft, had sunk from inches to a foot. The old planking was taken 
up, the sleepers raised at the back by blocking, and new coping put on where 
required. 

Four hundred new 4-in. plank was laid* 50 new sleepers were put in to replace 
rotten ones, and 350 lin. ft, of coping was put on. 

.-I hxandra pier. — The planking on the upstream side and outer end was renewed 
in places. 

An aggregate of 400 lin, ft. of the top of the pier was replanked. 

King Edward pier. — 200 lin. ft. of the top planking was renewed on the upstream 
side of the pier and outer end. 



Jacques Cartier pier, — 500 lin. ft. of the top planking was renewed on the upstream 
side and outer end. 

Section W t Victoria pier.— At the Elder-Dempster & Co/s berth, on the shore 
tide of the pier, an area of 42 x 45 ft. was strengthened to allow of machinery and 
other heavy cargo being carted to the side of the vessels bound for South Africa. 

Thi? wharf at this point is r.f pilework, with 12-inch by 12-inch caps upon the 
pile?, sleepers or stringers upon the caps, and the whole covered with 4-inch hemlock 
plank. 

The planks were somewhat worn and some <were broken under the heavy loads 
tjeitiff carted. 

This planking was taken up, the number of sleepers doubled and two thicknesses 
of 4-inrh plank spiked on top. 

A general repair was also made to the whole of the top planking. 

Bepairs were made at other places on the pier, 705 lin. ft. of new coping was put 
on and 190 feet of the top planking was renewed. 

The slip in the upstream side of tin? pier, for the stern gangway of the Quebec 
steamers, was widened by 7 feet, 

A mooring ring was set at the downstream end of the pier for the stern line of 
the ferry steamer LaprairiB, ftlld the iHp for the gangway of the steruner was planked 

tifford a better foothold for horses coming off and going on the ferry boat 
Sections 20-21.— 30 lin* ft. of new coping was put on. 
22.— m lin. ft. of nvw coping was put on and 100 ft- of the top of the 
rf was replanked. 

An additional mooring post was put in fnr the accommodation of the Allan 
Line* vessels, berthed at this point. 

Section §8.-3$ lin. ft. of new coping was put on and 140 ft. of the top planking 
renewed. 

Sections 2B-2^ t concrete wharf. — The concrete front of the wharf, at the water 
line* was badly eaten away at the time of construction, by the action of the very 
strong current at this point. 

The work of repair was commenced late in the fall when the water was low, and 
eras continued until the work had to be suspended owing to stress of weather.

Section 88, Longueuil ferry berth. — 120 ft. of the planking of the top of the wharf 
was renewed. 

Sections 88-84- — 315 lin. ft. of new coping was put on and the planking of the 
top of the wharf renewed for a length of 283 feet. 

Sections 86-88, Dominion Goal Go's berth. — A mooring post, which had been 
pulled out was replaced. 

Three hundred and fifty feet of the top of the wharf was sunken under the tracks, 
and the planking in had condition. 

As the new concrete wharf under construction is immediately in front of this 
wharf, only temporary repairs were made. 

The tracks were lifted and blocked underneath, some filling done, arid the plank- 
ing renewed for an aggregate of 77 lin. ft. of the top of the wharf. 

Sections 88-89 Head Line berth. — 160 ft. of new coping was put on; 45 new 
sleepers put in and the top of the wharf replanked for a length of 240 feet. 

Section Jfi. — 170 ft. of new coping was put on. 

Section Jfi. — 195 ft. of the coping was renewed. 

Section 1$, Laurier pier. — The upstream side of the pier was damaged by the 
ice shoves and 120 lin. ft. was rebuilt, three courses deep. 

One hundred feet of new coping was put on at other points on the pier and 300 
feet of the top was replanked. 

Sections i£-kh- — 240 feet of new coping was put on and the plausmg of the top 
of the wharf renewed for a length of 390 feet. 

Sections 45-46 Shore wharf and Sutherland pier. — The top planking of the 
shore wharf, above and below the pier and some of the top planking! of the pier w*s 
rotten and broken. The coping was also rotten and broken in many places. 

Four hundred and sixty feet of new coping was put on, 48 new sleepers were 
put in, and the planking of the top renewed for a length of 350 feet. 

On the removal of the old planking on the downstream side of the pier, the crib- 
work was found empty of filling to a depth of from 2 feet to 10 feet. This was filled 
up with shale rock deposited near by derrick. 

One mooring post which had been carried away by the ice was replaced and four 
mooring which were loose were reset and well bolted. 

Harbovr buildings, repairs. — Following an explosion of dynamite in the harbour 
at 12.40 p.m., November 8, a number of windows in the Harbour Commissioner* 1 
office was broken, as also practically all the windows on the city side of the machin* 
shop. 

The framework of the shop was damaged and some window sashes broken. 

The broken windows at the office were renewed by the Commissioners' men from 
the yard, and the damage to the shop was made good by the men of the shipyard. 

Several repairs of minor importance were made at the grain elevator. A bevelM 
pinion which operated a ' car puller ' or capstan, failed twice through the wooden 
teeth of the pinion breaking off. 

Two cast steel pinions with cut teeth were made, one put in place and the other 
reserved for a spare in case the second ' car puller ' should fail. 

A repair was made also to the hoisting drum of the marine leg. 

In the Commissioners' yard the flooring of the shed where cement had bean 
stored, was rotten and broken and was renewed. 
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Harbour yard. — The repairing of the wharf plant and tools of all kinds was done 
in the Commissioners' yard, Papineau ave. 

The whole of the water carts, road scrapers, sweeper, carts, wagons, 'diables/ 
sleighs, Ac., were kept in good order, and all painted red and green. 

The picks and other small tools were repaired in the blacksmith shop in the yard, 
end a large quantity of other smith work required for wharf work was also done 
there. 

Track jacks, rail benders and all tools which needed machining, were repaired at 
the Commissioners' machine shop. • 

GENERAL NOTE8. 

Latrines and drinking trough*. — The latrines of the low level wharfs which were 
stored away for the winter, were repaired and painted in the early spring, and placed 
in position for the summer as soon as possible. 

All the latrines and drinking troughs, from McOill street to the rubber factory, 
sec. 27, were connected up and in use by May 9. 

The latrine and drinking trough at Windmill Point and the remaining ones on 
the low level wharfs were put into service in quick succession. 

When the weather became cold in November, the stand pipes connected with the 
latrines for supplying water to water carts, were disconnected and stored. 

The troughs and latrines were continued in service for some time longer, and 
finally the latrines on the low level wharfs were disconnected and stored for the 
-winter, and the water shut off from those on the high level wharfe. 

All the latrines, hose reel stations, offices and shanties upon the wharfs, belong- 
ing to the Harbour Commissioners, had a fresh coat of paint of the standard colours, 
red and green. 

Fires.-^-On May 22, a fire occurred on the Canadian Pacific Railway as. Mont- 
rose, lying at the King Edward pier. Sulphur stored in a large tank in the hold of 
the vessel bad become ignited. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway watchman, in charge of the sheds ran for the 
Commissioners' hose reel, and attaching the hose to a hydrant on the pier, had a 
stream playing into the tank in a few minutes. 

The Commissioners' fire 'tug St. Peter also arrived quickly and provided two 
strong streams. 

An alarm of fire was turned in from the alarm boz on the pier and the city bri- 
gade responded. 

Altogether seven streams were playing into the tank which was soon filled up and 
the fire drowned out. 

On June 28, at 3 p.m., a Canadian Pacific Railway box car lying at the outer 
end of the King Edward pier, alongside shed No. 10, and loaded with straw, chips and 
other sweepings from the shed, caught afire from an unknown cause. The fire was 
extinguished in a few minutes with a stream from the Commissioners' hose reel 
station at the end of the pier. 

On July 2, the planking of the top of the wharf in section 25, caught fire and 
was extinguished with buckets of water, by the cleaning gang which was working 
nearby. 

At 10 a.m., on July 14, fire started in a pile of sulphur in bags, on the Windmill 
Point wharf, sections 9-10. 

The Commissioners' tug Robert Mackay, working in the vicinity, saw the smoke, 
whistled for the fire tug St. Peter and pending her arrival, did what could be done 
with her own small hose. The St. Peter had a stream playing on the fire within two 
minutes after the fire call. 

The fire was extinguished in about 25 minutes.

The gate* closing the opening? in the flood wall were all removed during the week 
ending April 25. 

The overhead foot bridge, from Commissioners street to the outer end of the 
Victoria pier was opened for traffic on May 9. 

The first vessel in the harbour to eet under way in the spring of 1908 was the 
Harbour Commissioners' tug Alphonse Racine, which made a trip through the central 
jr>rtion of the harbour, at 2.30 p.m.. on April 14.

I)kah Sir, — I bog leave to report on the operations of the saw-mill and timber 
boom for the senaon of 1908. 

The actual working time of the saw-mill has been 200 days, cutting up timber 
and plnrik for shipyard and fleet repairs, planking and ties for railway tracks, square, 
flat find dimension timber, planks and boards for the new cribwork, and general 
repair*. 

Fnrty-thnv* carloads of timber and plank were received in the spring, four large 
mfts during the summer, and fourteen carloads and five barge loads in the fall, part 
of which has boon sawn and used, and the balance has been lifted out on to tho 
wharf and placed in moulinettcs, so that it can be sawn during the (winter, for ship- 
yard uso and for stock next season. 
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The following work has been done for the improvement of the saw-mill: — 

The foundations of the mill and engine and boiler room, which are on piles, have 
been filled up and packed with cinders and hard material from city, to stop the 
shaking or vibration of the building. The dump has been extended with material 
from city excavations and from Bickerdike pier to enable the timber, plank, railway 
ties, &c, to be landed on the level of the wharf, and to give room for a trestle and 
rollers at the back of the mill, by which to butt both ends of timber or plank going 
out. A new roller delivery slide has been built, which carries timber into the boom, 
direct from the saw without any handling. 

The water intake for the supply of the fire pump and boiler was deepened two 
feet in October on account of the low water in the river. A new saw-mill office, 18 
ft. by 14 ft., has been built on the Bickerdike pier near the mill. 

The mill has been kept in fuel with slabs and sawdust, and 208 cords of elaba 
have been sold. 

The timber, lumber, &c, sawn in the mill have been produced promptly when- 
required, which would not likely have been the case if it had been necessary to have 
the sawing done at the city mills. 

Sawing done in 1908 was 1,987,829 ft. B.M. of soft wood, and 88,908 ft. B.M. of 
hard wood.

I beg to state that the contractors' work has now stopped on the new freight 
sheds and conveyor galleries, the construction having been completed with the excep- 
tion of a few finishing touches here and there, which cannot be done until the snow 
is gone and there is no danger from frost. 

The sheds will be fully ready for occupation at the opening of navigation, 1909, 
and it is a remarkable feature of the contract that with the exception of the above 
few details, the main programme of construction under the alteration contract is 
ahead of the time promised by the contractors, Messrs. Peter Lyall & Sons.

REPORT OP PROGRESS OP NEW STEEL FREIGHT SHEDS DURING 1908. 

Shed No. 2, Bulkhead Wharf, Sections 12 and IS. 

This shed which had been about 98 per cent completed in 1907, was entirely 
finished during this year. 

The rolling doors of the sides, all the window sashes of the roadway side and some 
of the window fasteners were erected. 

Shed No. 8, Alexandra Pier. 

The steel work of this shed and its conveyor gallery were erected. The rein- 
forced concrete floor and roof and all the concrete work of the skylights were put in. 
The corrugated iron siding of shed and conveyor gallery including all the glazed 
window sashes and their patent adjusters, were erected. 
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The new steel sliding doors and the rolling doors of the end and sides of shed were 
erected. The painting of the steelwork and the whitewashing of the ceilings were 
completed. The roof covering, down spouts and winch gallery floor on riverside were 
all erected and finished. 

The reinforced concrete partition-wall was also erected and completed. 

The small detail specified in the alteration contract such as hoods over sliding 
doors, fire doors in partition walls, increased height of sliding doors on roadway side, 
were all finished. 

Shed Xo. \. Alexandra Pier. 

This shed was about 92 per cent erected during previous years, was entirely com- 
pleted. 

The work was done during present year included the erection of all window sashes 
in d^ors on roadway side and in conveyor gallery. 

The reinforced concrete division fire-wall, the painting of steel work and white- 
washing of ceilings were finished. The roofing and down spouts were also erected. 

Shed Xo. 5, Alexandra Pier. 

The steelwork of shed and conveyor gallery was erected. The reinforced concrete 
floor and roof arches including finished upper floor were also laid. 

The corrugated iron siding of main shed and conveyor gallery including all glazed 
window sashes and their patent fasteners were completed. All the concrete work of 
skylights was finished. 

The roof covering of main shed and conveyor gallery, the down spouts and eave 
troughs and winch gallery on riverside of shed were all completed. 

All ramps of both lower and upper floor were paved with stone blocks. The new 
steel sliding doors and rolling doors were erected and completed. All the steelwork 
was painted and the ceilings whitewashed. 

Shed Xo. 6, Alexandra Pier. 

All the steelwork of main shed and its conveyor gallery were erected and completed. 

The reinforced concrete floor arches with the finished floor of the second storey 
vere all laid. The reinforced concrete roof slabs and concrete work of the skylights 
and conveyor gallery were all laid. 

The ramps of both floors were all paved with stone blocks. The steelwork was all 
jjainted and the ceilings whitewashed. The corrugated iron siding of the shed and 
conveyor gallery including all glazed window sashes with their patent fasteners, was 
erected. 

The new steel sliding doors and rolling doors were completed. The roof covering 
down spouts and eave troughs and winch gallery on riverside of abed were also com- 
pleted. 

Shed Xo. 7. King Edward Pier. 

This shed which had been about 90 per cent erected in previous years was com- 
pleted. Some corrugated iron details and galvanized ironwork, down spouts and patent 
fasteners were completed. 

Shed 8, King Edward Pier. 

This shed which was 95 per cent erected in previous years was completed. 
Some galvanized and corrugated iron work, down spouts, window sashes and 
whitewashing of ceilings were finished. 
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Shtd No, 9 t King Edward FA 

The shed which was 97 per cent finished in previous years, was completed. 
The reinforced concrete division* wail, the glazed window sashes on roadway side, 
the sliding doors at river end, the down spouts and the roof covering were aU finished. 

Shed No. 10, King Edward Pier. 

This shed which was about 70 per cent erected in previous years, was completed. 

The trooclea sliding doom and the rolling- doors were all hung in position. The

were paved with atone blocks. The corrugated iron of shed and conveyor gallery in- 
cluding all glazed window sashes and patent fasteners were completed. 

The new steel sliding doors and rolling doors were all hung in position. The 
ork was all painted and ceilings whitewashed. The roof covering, concrete work 
ts, rave troughs, down spouts and winch gallery on riverside were alao

On October 3, this shed was the scene of a very agreeable function. The Hon, 
linisler of Marine and Fisheries, the Harbour Commissioners and their staff and 
ited public witnessed the driving of the last rivet of the second group of sheds 
completing the erection of the steel work of the sheds in the harbour of Montreal. 

This function was commemorated by a bronze tablet which was erected on the west 
end pil aster of this shed. 

Shed No. 12, Jacques Car tier Pier. 

This shed which was 85 per cent erected in previous years* was also completed. 
Some reinforced concrete floor arches on the upper floor of the riverside part of 
the corrugated iron siding, the glazed window sashes and patent fasteners, the roof 
g of the shed, the eave troughs and down spouts and the rolling doors were 
all finished, 

AU the ramps of this shed were paved with stone blocks. The steel work was 
ited and all ceilings whitewashed.

The main steel work of shed was completed. The reinforced concrete floor of 
the lower floor, the reinforced concrete floor arches and finished floor of the upper 
storey and the reinforced concrete roof arches and concrete work of skylights, were 
all finished.

The Bteel work of this shed was all completed. The reinforced concrete floor of 
the lower floor the reinforced concrete floor arches and finished floor of upper story, 
the reinforced -concrete roof and concrete work of skylights were all finished. 

The ramps were all paved with stone blocks. The corrugated iron siding, the 
glazed window sashes and patent fasteners were completed. The new steel sliding 
doors and rolling doors were completed and hung in position. 

The steel work was painted and all ceilings whitewashed. The roof covering, 
eave troughs, corrugated iron and galvanized iron details, the down spouts and winch 
gallery on riverside of shed, were all erected and finished.

The steel work of this shed was all erected and completed. The reinforced con- 
crete floor of the lower floor, the reinforced concrete floor arches with finished floor of 
the upper story, the reinforced concrete roof and concrete work of skylights were 
all finished. 

The corrugated iron siding with all glazed window sashes and patent fasteners, 
the rolling doors and the new steel sliding doors were erected and completed. The 
steel work was painted and all ceilings whitewashed. 

The ramps of both floors were paved with stone blocks. The roof covering, the 
galvanized and corrugated iron details, the eave troughs/ the down spouts and the 
winch gallery on riverside of shed were finished. 

Shore* Conveyor Galleries 16, 17, 18, 19. Towers 'A/ ' B/ ' 0,' ' D/ 

These towers and conveyor galleries which had been partly erected during pre- 
vious year, were completed this year. The work of completion included the erection 
of the steel work of galleries 16 and 18 and of towers ' B ' and * D ' ; the reinforced 
concrete floor and roof arches, the corrugated iron siding and the window sashes and 
patent fasteners. 

The completion of the structure of the shore conveyor galleries and towers 
enabled the machinery to be rushed in and erected, giving the Commissioners the use 
of this elevator system. 

VICTORIA PIER FOOT BRIDGE. 

This bridge, which is under lease to the city of Montreal, was not looked after by 
the Harbour Commissioners during 1908.

Dear sir, — I beg to submit, for your information, and that of the Commissioners, 
my report of the Harbour Commissioners' Elevator No. 1 for the season of 1908. 

I am pleased to report that the past season has been the best of any since the 
elevator was oreoted. in fact the grain handled was double that of any previous year, 
as per figures given in statement which I attach hereto. 

The winter repairs to be made to the elevator consist of overhauling elevator Jegs. 
replacing buckets, babbitting boxes, &c., all ordinary repairs that may occur in any 
elevator in active operation; otherwise the elevator is in first class condition. 
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The number of crafts unloaded during 1908 is as follows : — 149 steamers and 126 
barges, making a total of 275 vessels. 

Since my last annual report, the conveyor system has been completed and con- 
nected to the elevator, whereby ten ships can receive grain without leaving their 
berths, four of which can be loaded at the same time, at an average of 15,000 bushels 
per hour on each belt, or a total capacity of 60,000 bushels per hour. 

Our conveyor system is the largest, finest and most important in the world, and 
everything in connection therewith has worked to perfection during the past season. 
The maximum load carried in the elevator during the past year amounted to 
about 75 per cent of its carrying capacity.

Sir, — In compliance with the requirements of the Act 62-63 Victoria, chapter 34 
(The Quebec Harbour Commissioners' Act, 1899), I have the honour to report as 
follows on the doings of the Quebec Harbour Commissioners for the year 1908. 

CHIEF ENGINEER'S REPORT. 

The annexed report (marked ' A ') from the Chief Engineer, Mr. St. Geo. Boswell, 
conveys the usual information in relation to the harbour works, and the various 
additions and reparations made to them and to the other properties of the Commi- 
sioners during the year. 

WHARFINGER'S REPORT. 

The annexed report (Marked 'B') from the Wharfinger, Mr. P. Flynn, gives 
information regarding the number of vessels using the Louise docks, cargoes discharged, 
&c, and surface traffic during the year. 

HARBOUR MASTER'S REPORT. 

The annexed report (marked ' C ') from the Harbour Master, Mr. J. C. Sullivan, 
gives information regarding the opening and closing of navigation, formation of 
ice, Ac. 
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PREMISES LEASED. 

There were no material changes in 1908 in wharfs and stores which the Commis- 
sioners" lease, and which are always made for one year, with a right of cancellation if 
any of those properties were required for harbour improvements. 

The leases of the following tenants were renewed for one year : — T. Davidson & 
Co., J. J. Murphy, E. M. Lennon & Co., Whitehead & Turner, John S. Thorn, J. B. 
E. Letellier, Jos. Gingras, C.P.K. Co., Canadian Import Co., Madden & Son, Neree 
Gilbert, Julien Lapointe, Quebec Coal Co., J. B. Renaud & Co. 

The front of Atkinson's wharf was leased to Mr. Henri Manier and La Cie de 
Navigation de Quebec; Marmeto iwharf to R. Borland & Co., and 200 feet of frontage 
in the inner ha*in to the Canadian Import Company. 

REPAIRS TO PROPERTIES. 

Careful attention has boon paid to the various properties of the Commissioners to 
maintain and bring them up to a first-class condition. 

LOUISE DOCKS. 

The work of securing the cross-wall, referred to in the report of 1907 was com- 
pleted last winter, in all 100 tie rods have been placed in this wall. 

The Chief Engineer, in his report, gives details as to the works in 1908. 

For the work under contract, the new quay frontage is rapidly approaching com- 
pletion, and it is expected that it will be finished early in the summer of 1909. The 
frontage in the inner basin is now completed, except for a small amount of top dress- 
ing. In the outer or tidal basin, some 12 feet of filling is yet required in the cribs to 
bring them up to coping level. 

With the completion of this work and the increased depth that it has given to the 
quay frontage, the position of the Commissioners to meet the requirements of the trade 
of the port will he greatly improved, as they will then be able to accommodate in the 
outer basin, seven steamships and eight in the inner basin. 

At the Point-a-Carcy wharf, breakwater and breakwater extension, four of the 
largest steamships can be berthed at one time, and the completion of the filling at the 
breakwater extension wharf will make another steamship berth on the St. Lawrence 
face. 

The Commissioners have entered into a contract with Messrs. Madden & Son to 
introduce water and drainage on the Louise embankment. The contract calls for the 
completion of this work before April 1, 1909, so that all vessels coming to this port 
during 1909 will be able to obtain city water, Commissioners having made the necessary 
arrangements with the city authorities. 

The frontage facing the River St. Charles has been put in good condition, and 
level raised so as to protect the railway lines from wash outs. 

Roadway, &c. It is the intention of the Commissioners to carry the roadway on 
the embankment farther north (nearer the St. Charles' frontage) so as to increase the 
space that can be used for storage between deep water dock frontages and the road- 
way. The paving blocks and other, material required to pave this new roadway are 
now on hand and the work will be carried out with all possible dispatch. 

Car Ferry Service. 

The Quebec & Levis Ferry Co., intend establishing a car ferry service between 
Quebec and Levis early in the season of 1909. For this purpose the Ferry Company, 
have purchased a steamer 250 feet long by 42 feet beam and have installed on this 
steamer hydraulic lifts capable of lifting 120 gross tons, fifteen feet. This will enable 
this ferry to handle the cars at all states of the tide and the boat is capable of accom- 
modating at one time nine cars. 
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>■ re have given the Quebec ^ Levis Fenry Company, temporarily, 

it i he front of l'mut-a-r^ivy wharf for the moorage of this steamer 
ami fur the handling of the cars. 

Cold Storage* 

m receipts from the cold store for the season of 1908, have been $9,043.74, and 
the working expenses, $7,360.40 leaving a surplus of $1,077.34 of receipts over the 
[fig expenses. 

New motors, &c. t at cost of $1,379 have been put in during the year 1908, 
The cold store accommodation given by the Commissioners is proving a great 
utility especially to the local trade of the city. 

Graving Dock. 

The Commissioners have continued to press upon the attention of the govern- 
ment the necessity of increased docking accommodation being provided in the har- 
bour sufficient to meet the present and ever increasing requirements of the St. Law- 
rence trade, 

The following resolution has been forwarded to the Bight Honourable the Pre- 

f and his colleagues, and also to all the members of the Federal House for the 
net of Quehec and Levin. 
>olvtd:— c That the Quebec Ilnrbour Commissioners would again respectfully 
urge the immediate necessity of the «■■ instruction in the harbour of Quebec of a grav- 

dock of sufficient dimensions to accommodate present and future trade of the St. 

In 1906, the l 'iimnissioners laid" before the government very fully in their resolu- 
tion of Septen copy of which i- inclosed, what they BOftiidered were the require- 
ments in this matter to accommodate the trade of the St. Lawrence, and have nit 

iKguln pressed this construction on the attention of the government. 

The present Levis dry dock is not of sufficient dimensions to take in the vessels 

trading to the Rt + Lnwremv; all the more modern large passenger and freight 
steamers have too much beam to enter this dock, whose entrance is only 02 feet wide, 
while the beam of some of the vessels is now 88 feet, and this beamage is steadily in- 
creasing. During recent years, on several occasions, vessels had to go to New York 
or other foreign ports to be repaired, thus showing the necessity of additional dry 
dock accommodation. 

Owing to the delay in the construction of this graving dock the Commissioners 
respectfully submit that the trade of the SL Lawrence has been seriously injured, and 
that they have been informed that the committee of Lloyd's have it under consider- 
ation to materially increase the present high rates of insurance to the St. Lawrence. 

The Commissioners would respectfully but urgently press that immediate action 
tftk&D in this matter, and that this construction be provided for in the estimates 
«ig session of the Dominion parliament, so that the work can be com- 
menced in 1909.

'd;— That the Quebec Harbour Commissioners would respectfully call the 
attention of the Chairman of the National Transcontinental Railway Commission to 
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the importance of the immediate pushing on of the railway communication between 
the Bridge head and the present loading berths in Quebec. In the opinion of the 
Commissioners the unfortunate collapse of the Quebec Bridge has increased the 
importance of the early completion of this work, and also of the building of dock 
facilities along the river front. 

The Board feels that there is every possibility of a considerable portion of the 
line being completed before the terminals are in a fit condition to handle freight, the 
probable result being that business will be diverted to other and probably non-Can- 
adian ports which would defeat the object of the National Transcontinental Railway. 
It is likely in the near future, mills will be built along the section of the road running 
through the St. Maurice Valley, and unless the connection along the river front is 
completed, there will be no means of handling the output ; and consequently, the Com- 
missioners would again respectfully emphasize the urgency of the continuance and 
completion of those connecting lines. 

ELECTION BY THE SHIPPING INTEREST. 

Mr. Lome C. Webster, who was elected by the shipping interests at their meeting 
held on January 10, took his seat and oath of office at the Board's meeting held on 
January 13. 

DIRECT CHEESE SHIPMENTS. 

The Commissioners are pleased to note that through the James Alexander, 
Limited, there were considerable direct shipments of cheese during the season of 
1908, and this new trade they hope to see considerably increased during the coming 
navigation season. 

BY-LAWS. 

By-laws No. .105, making some needed changes in the regulations governing 
railway traffic on the Louise Embankment, and No. 106 governing the entrance and 
leaving of small craft from the inner basin have received the sanction of the Gov- 
ernor General in Council, and have been put in force. 

QUEBEC TERMINAL ELEVATOR, 

The balance of $35,000 that was due to the shareholders of the Quebec Terminal 
Company on their grain elevator was paid by the Commissioners July 6. 

EXPENDITURE ON CAPITAL ACCOUNT. 

The expenditure on Capital Account during the year has been $207,258.37. 
Particulars of this expenditure will be found in a statement accompanying this report. 

The Commissioners have received advances from the Dominion government 
during 1908 in connection with the work of deepening and strengthening the dock 
walls, $139,265.18. 

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 

The revenue of the Commissioners for the year 1908 has been $106,757.98, and 
the expenditure, including the interest on the bond issues of 62-63 Victoria, chapter 
34, and 6-7 Edward VII., chapter 36, $96,954.56, leaving a surplus of $9,803.42 over 
the working expenses and interest on bonds. 
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ACTING CHAIRMAN. 

During the absence in Europe of the Chairman, Mr. J. B. Laliberte*, Mr. Koger 
LaHue was the presiding officer, having been unanimously elected by the Board 
Acting Chairman. 

ICE CUTTING. 

During the season of 1907-1908, 69,252 blocks of ice have been cut for local use, 
a decrease of 11,653 blocks over the previous season. 

Care has been taken that all ice cut for domestic purposes is perfectly pure and 
taken from localities in the harbour that have been selected after an analysis had 
been made. 

To this report are annexed the various statements conveying the information 
yearly forwarded to your department in connection with the harbour, as also a com- 
plete statement of the Commi8sioners , accounts for the year.

Sir, — I have tip honour to submit herewith the following with reference to the 
various works, in connection with the maintenance and improvement of the harbour 
accommodation, carried out by this department during the past year. 

contract work. 

The cribwork of the new quay walls to the embankment, in the wet dock and 
tidal harbour, has been completed, with the exception of some fenders still remaining 
to be placed in the wet dock, and three courses of timber, for about 100 feet in length 
at the east end of the tidal harbour wall, required to complete the superstructure in 
this basin. A certain amount of top dressing still remains to be done in the wet 
dock; and in the tidal harbour some 12 feet in depth of filling 19 required in order 
to bring it up to the finished coping level A contract for installing a water and 
drainage system on the embankment has been awarded to Messrs. Madden & Son. 
The contractors began work on November 23 last, and have made good progress with 
the work and it is expected that the installation will be in working order by the 
opening of navigation. 

departmental. 

Croee wall strengthening. — The work of placing tie rods in this wall was com- 
pleted last winter, when 44 rods were placed in position, making 100 rods in all 
placed in this wall. 

Northern cribwork renewal. — This frontage on the River St. Charles, extending 
from the railway bridge to the eastern end of the immigration building, a distance 
of 3,500 feet, has been put in good repairs; the defective face timbers and cross ties 
have been replaced, and the whole face sheathed with 8-inch deals. 

The coping level of this wall has also been raised one foot in height in order to 
protect the railway line on this frontage from wash-outs. The railway lines have been 
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laid down on the wet dock side of the cross-wall ; the space between these tracks has 
been levelled off and planked, and the Shed Xo. 14 has been raised in order to give 
clearance for the increasing size of box cars. 

Rock elm fenders have been placed over the heads of the tie rods, on the tidal 
Iisrbour front of the cross- wall. 

Cast-iron mooring posts have been placed in the new quay front in the wet dock, 
and the coping stones of the old wall have been removed, so as to allow of the grading 
or the back filling. 

The breakwater, where it was cut down by the SS. Montrose, has been rebuilt, and 
the size of the lloating fenders along this front has been increased. 

The floor joists and planking of the cross-wall draw-bridge have been all renewed. 

No work in connection with the laying down of railway lines -to the new baggage 
platform was done last season, although the materials have been on the ground since 
last May, as the outbuildings of the immigration building have not yet been removed 

The paving blocks and Portland cement required for the paving of carriage road- 
way on the cross-wall, and on the embankment between the cross-wall and the break- 
water, have been purchased and are now in stock. 

Considerable repairs have been made to the pond faces of Wellington and Atkin- 
son's wharfs. A new gravel and tar roof has been placed on Freight Shed No. 21, 
the usual repairs and renewals, required to keep them in good order, have been made 
to the railway lines, roadways, buildings and wharfs of the Commission. 

The cross-wall draw-bridge was operated for the first time, the past season, on 
April 17, and for the last time on December 6. 

The water was retained in the wet dock for the first time on April 25, and for the 
last time on December 4. At the evening tide of October 18, and the morning tide of 
November 10, the entrance gates to the wet dock were not opened, owing to the tide 
not having risen sufficiently.

There are wintering on Louise dock, lumber, coal, railway ties, &c., &c. 

During the year spaces were rented at low rate3 for storage of coal landed and 
removed from the water front. 

The surface traffic required the employment of 8,871 cars during the season. 

There are stored in the different freight sheds salt, cement, bricks, &c, &<\, 
which the owners are obliged to remove before the opening of navigation. 

During the past season the different ocean mail steamers landed 70,900 pass- 
engers at the immigration station, Louise docks, who were forwarded to their future 
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homes by the different railway companies. No record has been kept of cabin paa- 
engers. 

The Donaldson Coal Company, have 8,000 tons of coal stored on the space rented 
to them and Nova Scotia Steel and Coal Company, 7,408 tons of coal on their space. 

The docks are occupied during the winter months by a large number of ve 
of various tonnages where they find safe quarters until the opening of navigation.

FIFTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT. 



To the Commissioners of the Harbour of Toronto: 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit my report for the yejar 1908. 

The harbour was clfiar of ice on March 29, having been frozen for 61 days, or six 
days less than for the year 1907. This winter has, so far, been a mild one, and at 
this date the harbour is still free from ice. 

The first vessel to arrive was the ssr Lakeside, Captain Enright, with a cargo, 
on March 30. 

The last arrival was the ss. Edmonton, Captain Maitland, with a cargo of oats, 
on December 13. 

The number of vessels arriving: at this port during the season was 3,330, or 331 
fewer than for 1907. 

Below is a comparative statement of arrivals and tonnage, viz.:

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The coal receipts for this year are as follows, viz.: By vessel — Anthracite coal, 
119,382 tons; bituminous coal, 29,296 tons; in all, 148,678 tons, being 7,237 tons short 
of last year — a shortage of about 22 per cent. 

The total amount of coal imparted into Toronto last year, per rail and vessel, 
per government returns, is as follows, viz.: Anthracite coal, 667,266 tons; bituminous 
coal, 555.325 tons; in all, 1,222,592 tons, being 80,363 tons less than in 1907, a short- 
age of 16 per cent; the vessels are therefore hardly holding their own in the com- 
petition with the railways. 

The highest water for the year was 46$ inches above zero at noon on June 23. 
The lowest water was on December 27, when the gauge recorded 3 inches above zero. 
The water in the lake was exceptionally high this year, the level not having been 
equalled since 1870, when it was 47 inches above zero. During the autumn the water 
fell very rapidly, the average for the year being 268 inches above zero, or only 8 
inches above the average of last year. 

Owing to the high water, dredging was not needed at the coal docks, western 
channel, or at the usual points in the harbour, but at the foot of Jarvis street, where 
the Crown Coal Company have built a new coal dock, 6,044 cubic yards of material 
were removed by Contractor Frank Simpson, at a cost of $1,087.48. In the con- 
struction of the new channel south of the Queen's wharf channel, no doubt a quantity 
of sand has sifted through the breakwater, which is in a dilapidated condition, and 
considerable dredging will have to be done at this point next season, for the new 
channel cannot be completed for some time yet. And in the meanwhile the present 
channel will have to be used by vessels as heretofore. 

The lamps in the lighthouses were lighted up for the first time this season on 
April 1. and were discontinued on December 18. 

The harbour buoys were placed out on April 4, and taken in for the winter on 
December 3. 

On July 8 a lire broke out at the Queen's wharf, consuming the boat house and 
contents, and threatening total destruction to all the Commissioners' property. By 
strenuous efforts, the lighthouses and the dwelling house were saved, but more or less 
injury was done to both. A new iron boat-house, of more convenient proportions, 
has been erected, the amount of insurance being almost sufficient for the outlay. 

The Commissioners, in August, purchased a small gasoline launch for harbour 
purposes, which will greatly facilitate the proper inspection of the harbour and 
fill a long felt want. 

On October 1, 1908, a lease to the city was executed, conveying thereto, for an 
annual rental of $2,000, and for 99 years, the water lot consisting of about eleven 
acres, lying immediately west of the present property, now leased to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company. 

Repairs to the west end of the Queen's wharf were found to be necessary, and an 
amount of $330 was spent there, under the inspection of City Engineer Rust, by 
Contractor Mr. Peter Arnot. Other portions are in need of repairs, but as the future 
of this wharf is uncertain, it has been deemed better to defer all but unavoidable 
repairs until the new channel now being built by the government shall have been 
completed. 

Application has been made to the government at Ottawa for a grant of that por- 
tion of accrued land lying between the old and new channels for Harbour purposes; 
the matter is still in abeyance, the Commissioners' solicitors having it in hands. 

There are 84 vessels wintering in the harbour this season, viz.: 10 passenger 
steamers, 8 sailing vessels, 11 propellers, 8 steam tugs, 6 steam yachts, 11 ferry steam- 
ers, 4 tow barges, 8 dredges and 18 dump scows, representing 22,757 tons register. 
There are also 29 pleasure yachts, with a tonnage of about 595 tons. 

I take pleasure in stating that I am well satisfied with the manner in which my 
Deputy, Mr. J. M. Allen, has performed his duties. This is his first year in office. 

Mr. J. G. Sing, government engineer in charge, reports as follows : — 
23—6 
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' During the past year dredging operations have been completed in the eastern 
channel, and a depth in the channel between the piers of 19 feet, and in the approaches 
from the lake of 22 feet deep has been provided. The approach to the channel from the 
lake of 22 feet has been provided. The approach to the channel from the lake is bell- 
mouthed, being 1,000 feet wide at the outer end, and narrowing down to the width of 
the channel between the piers, viz., 400 feet. 

* A contract for the construction of the new western channel to the harbour was 
awarded to R. Weddell & Co., and the work was commenced in July, and good progress 
has been made since. Three hundred feet of cribwork substructure has been sunk 
in position on the north side of the channel, and 1,400 feet more is ready to be placed 
in position at the opening of navigation. The new channel will be 400 feet wide 
between the piers an<J 18 feet deep.' 

Mr. R. F. Stupart, Director of the Meteorological Service in Toronto, reports as 
follows : — 

The display of storm signals for the season was resumed on April 4 and con- 
tinued until and inclusive of December 6, 1908. 

* The past season of navigation has been marked by few gales, and fewer still of 
heavy storms. During the period herein considered, storm signals have been displayed 
at the port of Toronto on 17 occasions only, and of that number three were not justi- 
fied by dangerous winds. 

* Mariners have continued to consult the general office on numerous occasions, 
both by telegraph and telephone, as to the chanres of stormy weather/ 

The precipitation for the year was as follows, viz.: — Rain, 21«72 inches; snow 
reduced to water, 7-78 inches; in all, 29-50 inches; being 0-27 inches less than for 
1907.

The protracted depression in the foreign lumber trade affecting more than ever 
our shipping to great Britain and other continental markets; the strenuous efforts 
of the business community and transportation companies ' to centre the entire traffic 
of the country into the single port of Montreal ;' the unavoidable effect of the expen- 
sive improvements in the St. Lawrence river, Lake St Peter and the gulf by the 
federal government — most valuable and welcome indeed, yet working for the present 
at all events, uniquely in the interest of that city — has again left their mark upon 
our transactions and kept reduced to a minimum the export traffic of our port. 

Still in spite of tremendous odds, with a few additional improvements and better 
accommodation in our harbour we succeeded not only in stemming the downward 
current but in showing material gains over last year's shipping. Against only 80 steam- 
ers with 56,000 tons, in 1907, we registered, in 1908, 44 steamers and 86,000 tons, an 
increase of fully 50 per cent. Alas! yet far from the hundred mark of some few 
years ago. 

The present increase is merely due to imports, coal, British and Canadian, 
which now exceeds 100,000 tons; pig iron, rails, sulphur, clay, salt, raw material, &c. 
for home consumption and for the supply of our industrial establishments. 

Exports by sea also show a slight improvement, though scarcely worth mention- 
ing. Instead of 8 steamers carrying 2J million feet of lumber in 1907, we had 12 
steamers with four million feet, out of a production of more than 150 million and an 
average export of 40 million. As to the rest, not a single ' direct ' shipment of pulp 
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Fortunately the fire did not reach the industrial section of the city, nor destroy 
the wharfs and sheds along the river front. Consequently business was only partially 
interrupted; and as trade with the country has not suffered very much, traffic on 
the whole continued as before. 

Meanwhile the economical development of this portion of our province continued 
its normal progress. The output of our manufactures, our saw-milla, with, few excep- 
tions, were larger than ever, the lumber merchant finding ample compensation for 
the loss of export in the larger demands for loca} and home consumption. Our 
agricultural and dairy products came fully up to the mark, and prices more and more 
remunerative ; so much so that farmers grow richer day by day as shown by 
our banks through their saving deposits. Our new cotton mill is now in full opera- 
tion. The present winter cut of logs in the St Maurice territory alone will probably 
be larger than before. Thus in spite of spme drawbacks and serious falling off, 
in spite of a dire calamity, the season 1908 terminated satisfactorily.

Sir, — As requested by the 30th section of the Port Warden's Rules, I beg respect- 
fully to submit the following annual statement of the business transacted in this 
office during the year ending December 31, 1908, as follows: — Sixty-four steamers 
were surveyed for clearance outwards after taking part cargo on board at this port, 
having previously shipped part cargo of grain and other goods at Montreal. Twenty 
steamers were surveyed, their hatches opened and cargo examined on their arrival 
from sea. Three steamers and one steam barge were surveyed on account of collision 
damage. Eight steamers, one steam barge, one barge and one schooner were surveyed 
on account of grounding and straining in the River St. Lawrence below and above 
Quebec. Four vessels were surveyed and their value estimated for general average 
purpose. Six surveys were held on damaged goods in stores and on wharfs. The 
receipts and disbursements of this office were as follows: —

Montreal, December 31, 190$. 
To the President and Council of th-e Montreal Board of Trade-. — 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit the annual report of the business of 
the Port Warden's Office, with the statements of exports, receipts and expenditure for 
the year 1908. 

Navigation opened by the arrivals of the steamships Gorsican, Dominion and 
Fremona, on April 30, these vessels having been detained from April 26, at Quebec, 
awaiting the passing out of the Lake St. Peter ice. 

The navigation of the Gulf of St. Lawrence by the straits of Belle Isle was 
opened by the Thompson line steamer lona, passing Belle Isle outward on June 23, 
and the Allan line ss. Virginian inward on June 24, both vessels reporting very little 
ice. 

The adoption of the Marconi wireless telegraph has proved of great advantage in 
the Gulf and River St. Lawrence, especially so to vessels navigating the straits of Belle 
Isle, as they can take that passage earlier by obtaining information from the Marconi 
of the condition of the ice, and also take advantage of the straits, going east later in 
the season, where usually better weather prevails in the fall of the year, by having 
the wireless telegraph to report them, should they meet with mishap; the absence of 
means of communication in former years deterred them from going by the straits 
after November 1. They can now make use of the straits from the time they are clear 
of ice in the spring, to the c!osc of the season of St. Lawrence navigation. Thi* season 
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' the ss. Corsican passed out at Belle Isle 10 p.m., November 22, light northwest winds, 
and clear weather. This I think is the latest on record. 

The last ocean vessel to leave the port this season was the Elder, Dempster & 
Go's ss. Dahomey, which sailed hence at 2 p.m., November 26, she cleared for Sydney, 
N.S., light 

The improvements, lighting, deepening, and widening of the ship channel are 
steadily progressing between this port and Quebec, and also below Quebec, where the 
Beaujeu channel has been dredged to a depth of 30 feet at low water. Owing to the 
unusually dry, fine and warm summer and fall this year, the water in the ship channel 
fell much lower than we have experienced for some time, namely to 29 feet 3 inches 
in the new 30 it. channel and 26 ft. 1 inch in the old channel on November 22. 

Notwithstanding the heavy smoke from bush fires, and fog which prevailed from 
September 17 at intervals, to the close of navigation and which was the cause of great 
detention to a number of vessels, the disasters to vessels between this port and Quebec 
have not been of a serious* nature, which reflects great credit on the pilots, and the 
officers of the vessels, and speaks well for their vigilance and care. The most serious 
mishaps were the fouling of a buoy chain mooring in one of the propellors of the 
Allan Line turbine ss. Virginian, and the touching bottom of the ss. Canada, causing 
her to leak. Both of these accidents are alleged to have been caused by buoys being 
out of place. 

The grounding of the ss. Marina in dense fog resulted in detention only, the 
vessel not having sustained any damage. 

The telephone service and the recently adopted flag signals on the river, between 
this port and Quebec, have been of very great assistance both to pilots and ship 
masters, as it enables them to ascertain the condition of the weather at any part of 
the river. 

I would beg to call your attention to the smoke nuisance which is becoming a 
serious menace to the safe navigation of vessels in the port of Montreal, especially so 
in the fall of the year, when as is usual the vessels are all endeavouring to depart at 
daybreak, a dense pall of smoke settles down over the harbour, rendering the leading 
marks or guides for the channels undiscernible. 

Three hundred and eighty-six over-sea or foreign-going steamships (no sailing 
vessels) reported at this office with a tonnage of 1,387,878 tons, against three hundred 
and seventy-eight steamships, and 1,348,552 tons last season, an increase of eight 
vessels and 39,326 tons. 

The business to the lower ports this season consisted of, entered 347 vessels of all 
classes, with a tonnage of 590,071 tons, against 321 vessels and 531,189 tons, an in- 
crease of twenty-six vessels and 58,882 tons over last season. 

Clearance of vessel loaded for the lower ports this season consisted of 94 vessels 
of all classes with a tonnage of 59,313 tons, against 93 vessels of 61,350 tons last season, 
an increase of one vessel and decrease of 2,037 tons. 

There has been a ] arge falling off in the exports this season in a number of items, 
namely, corn, oats, apples, lumber, &c. 

The total importation of coal via the St. Lawrence river this year was 2,023,000 
tons, as compared with 1,555,504 tons last year, an increase of 467,496 tons. 

The shipments of various kinds for the past season manifested and reported at 
this office are as per attached statement.

REPORT OF MONTREAL PILOTAGE. 

Sir, — I have the honour to present a report of the working of the Montreal pilot- 
age for the year 190S. 

The officies in Montreal are situated on the water front at No. 223 Commis- 
sioners street. Captain James J. Riley is the superintendent, Mr. Omer Michaud is 
the assistant, Mr. Louis Pinoteau is the messenger. 

The officers in Quebec are on Dalhousie street, opposite the Quebec pilot's office 
and the Boatman's landing. Mr. Ulric Thibaudeau is the officer in charge. 

At the close of the year 1907 the number of branch pilots on the role for active 
service was 50. 

On the 1st day of May, 1908, Mr. C. Lyderic Bouille produced a certificate from a 
physician, showing that he was unable to perform his duties as a pilot, and on appli- 
cation he was superannuated, and Mr. Jean Baptiste Angers was promoted in his 
stead on the 7th day of July, 1908. 

The number of branch pilots has been maintained at 50, and so remains to this 
day. The amount earned by the branch pilots during the year 1908 was $79,255.43. 

(See Appendix I) which shows the names of the branch pilots, their age, place of 
residence, date of branch, number of pilotage during the season to Montreal and 
intermediate ports, total number of trips, earnings on Montreal trips, and on trips to 
intermediate ports, total amount of earnings, how employed, that is to say, whether 
on special service or tour-de-role. 

The largest amount earned during 1908 by any one branch pilot was two thousand 
four hundred and seventy dollars and ninety-nine cents ($2,470.99), and the smallest 
was tire hundred and eighty-three dollars and thirty-eight cents ($583.88), but the 
pilot earning that small amount only worked up to the 9th day of October, he was 
suspended a few days after that, and has not since been placed on duty. 

The number of branch pilots on special service at the close of this season was 
thirty-six (30), and on tour-de-role fourteen (14). The amount earned by the thirty- 
six (36) special service men was sixty-seven thousand one hundred and sixty-nine 
dollars and eleven cents ($67,169.11), and by the fourteen (14) tour-de-role men twelve 
thousand and eighty-six dollars and thirty-two cents ($12,086.32), an average of one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-five dollars and eight cents ($1,865.08) for the 
special service pilots and of eight hundred and sixty-three dollars and thirty cents 
($863.30) for the tour-de-role pilots. 

(Appendix 6) shows the earnings of each man on tour-de-rojp for years 1907-& 
Each tour-de-role pilot has earned more or less by movages this year, but these mo?- 
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ages are not added to their earnings, nor has any poundage Been collected on money 
earned by movages. 

The conduct of the pilots has been generally good. 

One of the pilots for the special service of the Dominion line, lost his appointment 
through a lapse from sobriety, but on promise of better behaviour was taken on by 
the Elder-Dempster line, as an assistant to their special service pilot. 

One of the pilots for the special service of the Dominion Coal Company was dis- 
missed for ebriety in August last, he did not apply for service on tour-de-role, nor 
has he done any work since the month of August. 

One of the tour-de-role pilots who had been previously warned that dismissal 
would follow his continued over-indulgence in liquor, was suspended for ebriety early 
•in the month of October, and he remains suspended pending the decision of the 
minister. 

Two line pilots were found guilty of taking vessels that should have been piloted 
by tour-de-role pilots, and they were ordered by the minister to -give up the money 
so earned, but up to this time that order has not been obeyed. 

Two (2) cases of disobedience of orders were reported, and the offenders were 
fined. One of them in twenty-five dollars ($25) and the other in fifteen dollars ($15). 
The twenty-five dollars ($25) was paid with apologies and promises of amendment. 
The fine of fifteen dollars ($15) has not yet be paid. 

There have been but two (2) cases of inefficiency reported. One of them was 
against the tour-de-role pilot who is now under suspension, and the other against a 
tour-de-role pilot who is sober, but who failed to give general satisfaction to the ship 
masters -and ship agents. 

Of the few cases of stranding and collision that have been investigated, no blame 
has been laid on any of the pilots in any of the cases in which judgment has been 
rendered. 

(Appendix 2) shows the name of the ten (10) selected apprentice pilots, and the 
number of trips that each, has made on ocean vessels during the season 1908. 

Mr. Jean Baptiste Angers, was branched on the 7th days of July, so that the num- 
ber of selected apprentices is now nine (9) and it will be reduced to seven (7) by the 
order of the department, but not by any other way than by promotions from the list. 
These young men were called upon to make at least fifty (50) trips, and each has done 

80. 

(Appendix 3) shows the full number of apprentices at the beginning of this sea- 
eon, with their ages, place of address and date of license. Only one of these young 
men has been complained of during the season. 

(Appendix 4) shows the names of the persons who are receiving pensions from the 
Pilots Superannuation Fund, together with the amount that each receives every three 
(3) months. 

Since the date of my last report four (4) names have been removed by death, and 
one (1) name has been added, so that to-day the number of pensioners on the list is 
thirty (80). 

The Pilots Superannuation Fund is in the custody and under the administration 
of the Finance Department in Ottawa. 

This office serves as a disbursing agency, and renders an account to the Finance 
Department for all moneys received for the fund. 

(Appendix 5) shows the number and description of vessels reported in this office 
during the season 1908. The total tonnage, the number of master's and crews and 
the number of inward passengers. 

(Appendix 7) shows the tariff of rates for pilots in this pilotage district.

Sir, — I have the honour to inclose you a report of the corporation of pilots for 
and below the harbour of Quebec for the year 1908. 

Previous to the opening of navigation all the pilots have been examined by Dr. 
Page for sight and colour vision. Three failed, namely, Arbel Bernier, O. E. Laro- 
chelle and Elzeard Desrozier, these have been pensioned. F. X. Lamarre, superannu- 
ated on account of ill-health. Two have retired, Edmond Larochelle, licensed Decem- 
ber, 1863, age 65. Adelm Pouliot, licensed March 1865, age 69. 

Service at Father Point station on April 20. Director left with four pilots to 
open the station and keep the log-book bill of board of pilots on duty and that there is 
no delay caused to ships by the pilot tender Eureka in embarking and disembarking. 

Quebec Office. — There is always a director on duty to book pilots for outward 
ships and see them personally before taking charge. The office is open day and night 
during all season of navigation. In general the conduct has been good; we had only 
a complaint against Prudent Marmen for inebriety. His name was removed from the 
active list. 

We were fully advised by the agent, M. Beland, of all defects in buoys or lights 
between Father Point and Quebec. All pilots made their report immediately after 
landing. 

At the annual meeting held on December 10 the same board of officers was re- 
elected for the season of 1909. 

Six apprentice-pilots for and below the harbour of Quebec have passed their 
examination before Commander O. G. V. Spain. Raymond Baquet, president ; 
Alphonse Pouliot, Eugene Anetil, Charles Raymond, Emilio Couillard, directors, and 
Alfred Larochelle, superintendent. Namely, Gabriel Lachance, Ernest Pouliot, Bas- 
tien Anetil, Adelard Bernier, Felix Lavoic and C. H. Henri Koenig, aH made their 
forty trips during the season with branch pilots on ocean steamers, and have left on 
board ocean steamers for the winter to enable them to pass as first mate before they 
can be classed as pilots.
